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TRUSTEES'   REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth  and  the  Honorable 

Council. 

The  trustees  of  the  Taunton  State  Hospital  have  the  honor  to 
present  their  fifty-ninth  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  Novem- 
ber, 1912,  together  with  the  reports  of  the  superintendent  and 
treasurer  and  the  statistics  required  by  law. 

Six  hundred  and  twenty-six  patients  have  been  admitted  dur- 
ing the  year,  —  346  men  and  280  women.  The  whole  number 
under  treatment  was  1,605,  an  increase  of  80  over  the  figures  of 
the  preceding  year.  Of  the  502  cases  dismissed  during  the  year 
47  had  recovered  and  52  had  become  capable  of  self-support;  172 
died.  There  was  an  epidemic  of  diphtheria  among  the  nurses, 
fortunately  with  no  fatal  results.    Tuberculosis  caused  17  deaths. 

In  view  of  the  repeated  criticism  that  proper  attention  is  not 
paid  to  the  teeth  of  patients  in  our  State  hospitals  we  feel  obliged 
to  refer  here  to  the  large  amount  of  work  regularly  done  by  the 
dentist  to  the  institution  as  mentioned  in  the  superintendent's 
report.  It  represents  the  practice  at  this  hospital  for  the  past 
twenty  years.  An  outside  oculist  is  also  employed  to  examine 
and  correct  defects  in  the  eyes  of  the  patients. 

There  has  been  no  flagging  in  the  beneficial  direction  of  the 
employment  of  patients  to  which  we  have  often  referred  as  the 
special  feature  of  the  activities  of  the  institution.  In  fact  there 
has  been  an  increased  amount  of  work  accomplished  in  the  indus- 
trial department  over  that  of  the  preceding  year  which  is  not 
accounted  for  by  the  increase  in  the  number  of  patients. 

The  training  school  has  developed  considerably  in  the  size  of 
the  classes  and  the  interest  and  proficiency  of  the  nurses,  all  of

whom,  both  men  and  women,  have  been  required  for  several  years 
past  to  take  the  full  course  of  instruction. 

A  field  worker  in  eugenics  has  been  secured,  and  we  hope  to 
enlarge  the  scope  of  her  usefulness  by  utilizing  for  the  present 
and  future  benefit  of  individual  patients  the  knowledge  gained 
by  her  on  her  visits  to  their  homes  of  the  conditions  existing  there 
and  the  family  interests  generally.  In  this  field  of  endeavor  there 
is  a  far  larger  opportunity  to  directly  improve  the  condition  of 
many  of  the  insane,  ease  the  minds  of  others,  and  prevent  or 
delay  relapses  by  such  social  work  than  is  possible  for  years  to 
come  through  knowledge  gained  by  the  collection  of  data  on 
disease-heredity  alone,  valuable  though  it  is.  Social  work  and 
field  work  in  eugenics  should  therefore  be  combined.  Both  are 
needed  for  the  best  results.  We  have  dwelt  on  this  feature  of 
the  hospital  work,  as  it  represents  a  new  departure  and  an  im- 
portant instrument  for  the  amelioration  of  the  condition  of  the 
patients. 

Mrs.  Margaret  Smith  of  Taunton  has  been  appointed  a  trustee 
of  the  hospital. 

We  wish  to  record  our  hearty  appreciation  of  the-  long  and 
faithful  service  as  trustee  and  sympathetic  interest  in  the  welfare 
of  the  patients,  of  Mrs.  Susan  E.  Learoyd,  who  is  no  longer  a 
member  of  the  Board. 

Under  the  faithful  management  of  the  superintendent  the  hos- 
pital has  done  its  full  work  of  help  to  the  inmates.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  Taunton  State  Hospital. 

In  compliance  with  the  by-laws  of  your  Board,  I  present  you 
with  the  fifty-ninth  annual  report  of  the  superintendent  for  the 
year  ending  Nov.  30,  1912. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  in  the  hospital  979 
patients,  —  533  men  and  446  women.  During  the  year  626 
patients,  —  346  men  and  280  women,  were  admitted;  282  men 
and  232  women  by  regular  commitment,  4  men  and  3  women  by 
voluntary  commitment,  5  men  and  1  woman  for  temporary  care, 
4  men  for  observation,  4  men  and  5  women  by  transfer,  12  men 
and  1  woman  from  visit,  1  man  from  escape  and  38  men  and  38 
women  nominally  admitted  for  discharge,  making  the  whole  num- 
ber under  treatment,  1,605,  —  80  more  than  the  previous  year. 

Forty-seven  were  discharged  as  recovered,  52  as  capable  of  self- 
support,  79  as  improved,  19  as  not  improved,  2  as  not  insane  and 
172  died.  Of  the  502  cases  dismissed,  4  women  were  under  com- 
mitment as  inebriates  or  dipsomaniacs,  of  whom  1  was  discharged 
as  capable  of  self-support,  1  as  improved  and  2  were  out  on  visit. 
The  daily  average  number  of  patients  was  1,134.18,  —  31.53  more 
than  the  previous  year. 

Of  those  discharged  recovered,  22  had  been  insane  less  than 
1  month,  8  less  than  12  months,  and  the  whole  duration  of  in- 
sanity in  61.7  per  cent,  of  those  who  recovered  did  not  exceed 
one  year. 

Transfers  by  the  State  Board  of  Insanity  were  as  follows:  18 
to  the  Foxborough  State  Hospital,  3  to  the  Bridgewater  State 
Hospital,  3  to  the  State  Infirmary  at  Tewksbury,  2  to  the  Monson 
State  Hospital,  1  to  the  Danvers  State  Hospital,  1  to  the  Boston 
State  Hospital,  1  to  Dr.  Coon's  Sanatorium,  8  to  family  care,  26 
to  leave  State  and  12  to  be  deported  by  the  Commissioner  of 
Immigration. 

The  number  of  recoveries  is  one  less  than  the  previous  year. 
The  percentage  of  recoveries  calculated  on  the  admissions  is  8.7; 
calculated  on  the  discharges,  12.2. 
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One  hundred  and  seventy-two  patients  died  during  the  year,  — 
32  more  than  the  previous  year.  The  percentage  of  deaths  cal- 
culated on  the  daily  average  number  of  patients  is  16.6;  calcu- 
lated on  the  whole  number  under  treatment,  11.2.  Of  the  most 
severe  prevailing  diseases,  39  cases  were  of  pneumonia,  with  37 
deaths  (these  were  practically  all  terminal  cases  occurring  in  old, 
debilitated  patients,  which  explains  the  high  death  rate);  20  of 
erysipelas,  with  4  deaths;  13  of  dysentery,  with  no  deaths;  and 
29  of  acute  enteritis,  with  4  deaths. 

Thirty-five  patients  — 10  men  and  25  women  —  are  showing 
active  symptoms  of  tuberculosis,  and  35  patients  —  25  men  and 
10  women  —  are  showing  less  active  symptoms  of  the  same 
disease.  Seventeen  patients  —  9  men  and  8  women  —  died  of 
tuberculosis. 

Eight  women  nurses  had  diphtheria,  all  cases  being  mild  in 
character,  and  all  were  traced  to  one  source,  —  a  perfectly  healthy 
nurse  whose  throat  yielded  a  positive  culture  and  who  was  there- 
fore a  disease  carrier.  The  nurse  in  question  returned  from  her 
service  in  the  Boston  City  Hospital  having  last  been  on  duty  in 
the  south  department,  which  is  devoted  to  the  care  of  contagious 
diseases.  Soon  after  resuming  her  duties  here  the  epidemic  broke 
out,  all  cases  being  nurses  who  had  been  associated  with  her,  and 
examination  revealed  the  above  condition. 

During  the  year  we  have  fitted  about  61  pairs  of  glasses  where 
the  correction  was  slight.  About  7  more  difficult  cases  were  ex- 
amined and  fitted  with  glasses  by  an  outside  oculist. 

Dr.  Charles  J.  Carey  of  Taunton,  who  had  served  as  dentist 
for  one  year,  discontinued  his  services  in  January  and  was  suc- 
ceeded by  Dr.  Charles  F.  Davis,  who  has  rendered  satisfactory 
service  since.  The  year's  dental  work  is  as  follows:  143  sets  of 
teeth  cleaned;  65  teeth  filled;  62  teeth  treated;  194  teeth  ex- 
tracted; number  of  patients  treated,  312,  —  129  men  and  183 
women.  In  addition,  several  private  patients  have  employed  out- 
side dentists. 

Eleven  hundred  and  ninety  patients,  —  672  men  and  518 
women,  —  or  75  per  cent,  of  the  whole  number  of  persons  under 
treatment,  have  been  engaged  in  some  employment.  Of  this 
number,  782  were  employed  in  other  than  ward  work  and  408 
in  ward  work  only.  The  daily  average  number  of  patients  em- 
ployed was  about  687,  —  394  men  and  293  women.     Of  these, 
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480,  or  69  per  cent.,  were  engaged  in  other  than  ward  work  and 
207,  or  31  per  cent.,  in  ward  work  only.  Tables  printed  else- 
where in  this  report  show  an  increased  amount  of  work  done  in 
each  industrial  department.  The  constantly  increasing  number 
of  patients  partly  accounts  for  this,  but  continuous  endeavor  to 
interest  patients  in  employment  and  to  introduce  varied  employ- 
ments for  them  has  had  a  greater  influence. 

Industrial  instruction  is  given  pupil  nurses  as  part  of  their 
training  school  work.  While  our  endeavors  have  been  mostly 
along  the  line  of  useful  industries,  the  ornamental  have  not  been 
neglected;  the  women  patients  especially  have  done  much  fancy 
work,  especially  embroidery,  and  made  various  kinds  of  lace. 
Systematic  instruction  has  been  given  in  bobbin  lace  during  the 
year,  and  about  20  patients  have  acquired  some  proficiency. 

The  new  workshop  for  men  is  called  the  "broom  shop,"  as 
broom-making  is  the  most  prominent  industry;  in  addition,  door 
mats  and  various  kinds  of  brushes  are  made,  all  articles  being  for 
our  own  use  only.  While  we  feel  that  gratifying  progress  has 
been  made  we  realize  that  much  remains  to  be  done,  and  plan  to 
extend  our  industries  along  certain  lines  the  coming  year. 

One  hundred  and  ninety-seven  patients  — 169  men  and  28 
women  —  have  had  parole  of  the  grounds. 

Since  last  report  our  training  school  for  nurses  has  completed 
a  very  successful  year  and  commenced  another  that  we  hope  will 
be  still  more  successful.  Last  spring,  17  pupil  nurses  —  5  men 
and  12  women  —  graduated,  the  largest  class  in  the  history  of 
the  school.  At  present  there  are  under  instruction  pupil  nurses 
as  follows:  probationers,  28,  —  16  men  and  12  women;  juniors, 
47,  —  24  men  and  23  women;  intermediates,  40,  —  12  men  and 
28  women;  seniors,  19,  —  9  men  and  10  women,  a  total  of  134. 

Training  has  now  been  required  of  all  women  for  three  years  and 
of  all  men  for  two  years;  and  instead  of  increasing  our  burdens 
and  trials  it  has  been  a  help.  It  has  kept  away  a  number  of 
applicants  that  would  otherwise  have  been  employed,  but  that 
has  really  been  an  advantage,  as  we  have  thus  secured  a  larger 
proportion  of  earnest  young  men  and  women,  while  past  experi- 
ence teaches  us  that  many  of  those  thus  kept  away  would  not  have 
been  of  benefit  to  us  in  the  long  run.  Moreover,  a  greater  inter- 
est and  enthusiasm  has  been  shown  in  the  school  and  in  hospital 
work  generally,  and  the  general  standard  of  efficiency  has  been

perceptibly  raised  during  that  same  period.  In  the  annual  report 
for  last  year  the  fact  was  recorded  that  our  school  had  become 
affiliated  with  the  training  school  of  the  Boston  City  Hospital. 
Between  April  1,  1911,  and  the  present  time  20  nurses  have  served 
the  required  six  months'  period  at  the  Boston  City  Hospital  and 
all  have  completed  their  services  with  an  honorable  record.  There 
were  3  whose  work  and  conduct  were  noted  as  "above  criticism;" 
6  whose  rating  was  over  90  per  cent,  and  12  who  were  rated  as 
"excellent"  in  general  standing.  Certainly  a  very  creditable 
record. 

Realizing  that  the  work  is  just  begun  and  that  permanent 
results  can  only  be  obtained  by  persistent  and  continuous  en- 
deavor, we  trust  that  all  concerned  will  work  harder  and  with 
greater  zeal,  if  possible,  to  further  this  great  work. 

This  year  Dr.  Stedman,  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  offers  as  a 
private  donation  a  prize  of  $25  to  that  member  of  the  graduating 
class  of  nurses  who,  during  the  entire  period  of  hospital  service, 
shall  have  shown  the  greatest  efficiency  in  the  way  of  personal 
interest  in,  and  individual  care  of,  his  or  her  charges. 

Another  friend  of  the  school  also  offers  as  a  private  donation  a 
prize  of  $25  to  that  member  of  the  graduating  class  of  nurses 
who,  during  the  entire  period  of  hospital  service,  shall  have  shown 
the  greatest  general  improvement. 

At  no  time  in  the  history  of  the  school  have  the  pupils  shown 
as  much  genuine  school  feeling  and  as  great  interest  in  their  work 
as  at  present,  and  we  urge  one  and  all  to  give  us  all  the  encour- 
agement possible. 

For  the  past  year  the  Brown  infirmary  (for  men)  has  been  in 
charge  of  a  woman  supervisor,  a  graduate  of  our  training  school, 
class  of  1911.  During  the  same  period  the  two  lower  floors  have 
been  managed  by  women  nurses  with  the  assistance  of  one  man 
nurse,  as  in  the  men's  wards  in  general  hospitals. 

This  change,  which  was  an  experiment  as  far  as  this  hospital 
is  concerned,  has  been  a  success  and  indicates  that  a  further  ex- 
tension is  feasible. 

Of  the  171  patients  who  were  dismissed  on  trial  visit,  —  23,  or 
13.4  per  cent.,  were  returned  before  the  end  of  the  year.  Forty, 
or  23.5  per  cent.,  of  those  dismissed  on  trial  were  directed  to  make 
monthly  reports.  Of  these  only  3,  or  7.5  per  cent.,  were  returned 
before  the  end  of  the  year. 
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As  in  previous  years  this  system  has  demonstrated  its  useful- 
ness and  has  emphasized  the  desirability  of  after-care  and  over- 
sight of  dismissed  patients.  As  in  former  years  we  have  in  a  few 
cases  sent  medical  officers  to  visit  dismissed  patients  in  their 
homes  and  also  to  obtain  needed  information.  But  the  work  is 
sufficiently  important  to  be  extended  and  systematized.  Miss 
Wilhelmina  Marshall,  a  field  worker,  from  the  eugenics  office, 
Cold  Harbor,  Long  Island,  N.  Y.,  began  a  six  months'  service  in 
this  institution  Oct.  1,  1912.  Her  work  has  been  of  necessity 
largely  the  study  of  heredity  and  environment  of  certain  patients, 
but  she  has  also  rendered  in  connection  with  this  work  useful 
service  in  investigating  home  conditions  of  certain  patients,  in- 
dicating how  helpful  a  field  worker  may  be. 

The  extensions  to  the  east  and  west  wings  are  completed.  The 
congregate  dining  rooms  on  the  second  floor  were  occupied  at  the 
time  of  the  last  annual  report.  The  treatment  wards  on  the 
first  floor,  and  the  wards  for  tuberculous  patients  on  the  third 
floor,  were  occupied  in  January,  1912. 

These  extensions  have  already  proved  to  be  valuable  additions 
to  the  hospital.  All  three  stories  have  broad,  comfortable  veran- 
das, thus  adding  materially  to  the  space  available  for  fresh-air 
treatment  which  140  patients  are  enjoying  at  the  present  time. 
The  wards  for  tuberculous  patients  on  the  third  floor  are  all  that 
we  hoped  they  would  be,  the  monitor  roof  insuring  the  best  of 
ventilation. 

The  treatment  wards  on  the  first  floor  accommodate  15  patients 
each,  and  each  is  equipped  with  7  tubs  for  continuous  baths. 
Since  these  wards  were  occupied,  335  patients  have  been  treated 
there,  which  fact  alone  demonstrates  their  usefulness.  The  hydro- 
therapeutic  rooms  below  the  first  floor,  now  completed,  we  expect 
to  be  equally  useful. 

The  new  cow  barn  at  the  Raynham  farm  colony  has  been  com- 
pleted with  the  exception  of  the  interior  of  the  milk  house,  adja- 
cent to,  but  not  part  of,  the  barn  proper. 

Work  has  been  begun  on  the  colony  group  of  buildings  on  Davis 
Street,  and  on  the  dining-room  building  at  the  Raynham  farm 
colony.     All  the  above  are  provided  for  by  special  appropriations. 

The  hospital  suffered  from  two  small  fires  during  the  year. 
The  first  occurred  in  November,  1911,  and  broke  out  in  a  store- 
room in  the  attic.     The  second  broke  out  about  six  weeks  later 
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in  a  built-in  wardrobe  in  one  of  the  stage  dressing  rooms.  The 
second  fire  did  little  damage.  The  first  fire  destroyed  part  of 
the  roof  over  the  storerooms  and  the  water  damage  to  the  three 
floors  was  considerable.  The  roof  was  at  once  repaired  and  the 
water  damage  as  soon  and  as  fast  as  practicable.  The  main  halls 
and  stairways  on  the  three  floors  and  27  rooms  are  now  equipped 
with  steel  ceilings,  and  as  soon  as  the  necessary  painting  now  in 
progress  is  completed  the  whole  rear  center  will  be  in  a  better 
condition  than  for  years. 

Other  repairs  and  renewals  are  as  follows:  3  wards  have  been 
thoroughly  renovated,  while  on  other  wards  13  bathtubs  and  18 
water-closets  have  been  renewed;  1  washing  machine  has  been 
rebuilt  for  the  laundry  and  1  Lamphrey  front  for  steam  boiler  and 
one  1,500-gallon  hot-water  heater  has  been  renewed;  these,  in 
addition  to  the  innumerable  minor  repairs  that  have  to  be  at- 
tended to  constantly  to  keep  the  plant  in  proper  condition. 

Two  years  ago  I  was  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  our  herd 
of  cows  was  in  a  healthy  condition,  and  I  am  now  pleased  to  report 
that  the  method  of  care  then  outlined  has  succeeded  in  keeping 
them  healthy.  In  June  and  December  of  each  year  we  have 
tested  with  tuberculin  all  animals  one  year  old  and  older,  and 
have  killed  all  reacting  animals.  During  the  last  year  no  cows 
reacted,  and  during  the  last  three  years  only  three  reacted.  With 
the  young  heifers  that  we  now  have  coming  on  we  expect  soon 
to  be  able  to  keep  a  sufficient  number  of  milch  cows  for  our  use 
without  buying,  except  such  animals  as  are  necessary  for  breed- 
ing and  to  improve  the  quality  of  our  stock. 

This  is  of  great  importance,  as  bovine  tuberculosis  is  so  preva- 
lent in  this  section  of  the  country  that  we  have  found  it  difficult 
to  buy  even  oxen  free  from  disease,  —  so  difficult  that  having 
lost  five  oxen  during  the  last  three  years,  we  have  begun  to  raise 
steers  for  our  own  use  instead  of  buying  as  heretofore. 

For  the  past  three  years  we  have  been  obliged  to  buy  such  stock 
as  we  needed  from  quite  a  distance,  to  be  at  all  sure  that  we  were 
getting  healthy  stock.  As  the  question  of  obtaining  good  milk 
from  healthy  stock,  to  be  in  good  condition  when  used,  is  one  of 
the  great  questions  that  boards  of  health  are  laboring  over,  and 
as  such  a  supply  is  of  supreme  importance  in  an  institution,  it  is 
worth  all  the  care,  time  and  study  necessary  to  bring  about  that 
desirable  result. 
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We  are  now  getting  good  milk  from  healthy  cows,  and  to  insure 
keeping  the  milk  in  as  good  condition  as  possible  until  used  we 
have  built,  as  before  noted,  a  concrete  milk  house  in  connection 
with  the  new  barn  at  the  Raynham  farm  colony.  This  is  now 
completed  with  the  exception  of  the  interior  fittings  and  the 
necessary  appliances  for  caring  for  the  milk,  and  will  be  of  great 
assistance  to  us  especially  during  the  hot  months. 

Our  poultry  plant  proves  of  increasing  value  to  us,  having 
produced  about  three-fourths  of  all  eggs  used  as  against  one-half 
the  year  before.  We  now  have  about  1,200  pullets  and  hens  one 
year  old  as  against  700  last  year,  and  expect  soon  to  be  able  to 
produce  all  eggs  needed.  The  incubator  cellar  with  rat-proof 
grain  room  over  it,  mentioned  in  last  year's  report,  has  been 
finished  and  equipped  with  a  1,200-egg  incubator,  and  has  proved 
to  be  a  most  practical  and  useful  building.  A  poultry  house  to 
accommodate  about  1,200  laying  hens  has  also  been  built  largely 
by  patients'  labor.  We  now  have  a  practical,  inexpensive  poul- 
try plant  well  stocked,  and  we  believe  sufficient  for  our  present 
needs. 

About  the  same  schedule  of  recreation  was  pursued  this  year 
as  last,  and  was  enjoyed  by  an  increased  number  of  patients. 
The  twelve  picnics  were  attended  by  750  different  patients,  while 
the  annual  clambake  in  August  was  attended  by  600  patients. 

The  indoor  entertainments  on  the  wards  of  the  more  disturbed 
patients  were  successfully  continued  throughout  the  year  and  will 
be  continued  the  coming  year,  with  such  changes  as  experience 
may  teach. 

Mr.  Alviro  Harnden  and  associates  of  the  Odd  Fellow  and  Re- 
becca fraternities  presented  a  very  amusing  drama  entitled, 
"Scenes  at  a  Rail-Road  Station." 

Periodicals  have  been  contributed  by  Dr.  Henry  R.  Stedman  of 
Brookline,  Mrs.  Elizabeth  C.  M.  Gifford  of  East  Boston,  Mrs. 
Margaret  Smith,  Mr.  William  Reed,  Mr.  James  P.  Rockwell, 
Mrs.  William  C.  Davenport,  Miss  Katherine  Sanford,  Mrs.  Charles 
H.  Washburn,  Rev.  F.  R.  Sturtevant  and  Rev.  James  Coyle  of 
Taunton.  The  New  Bedford  "Daily  Mercury"  and  the  "Old 
Colony  Memorial"  have  been  received  as  usual. 

During  the  year  Dr.  John  H.  Travis  resigned  to  accept  a  posi- 
tion on  the  staff  of  the  Rhode  Island  State  Hospital  and  Dr.  J. 
P.  H.  Murphy  resigned  to  accept  a  position  on  the  staff  of  the 
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Boston  State  Hospital.     Their  vacancies  have  been  filled  by  the 
appointment  of  Drs.  J.  F.  O'Brien  and  Lester  F.  Norris. 

Again  I  must  thank  officers  and  employees  for  their  co-opera- 
tion with  the  administration  which  has  been  more  apparent  than 
ever  during  the  past  year,  while  the  support  of  your  Board  has 
been  fully  appreciated  as  the  duties  of  administration  become 
more  and  more  perplexing,  owing  to  circumstances  and  the  con- 
stantly increasing  growth  of  the  institution.

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PATHOLOGIST'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Superintendent  of  the  Taunton  State  Hospital. 

Sir:  —  I  have  the  honor  to  present  the  report  of  the  laboratory 
for  the  year  ending  Nov.  30,  1912. 

During  that  time  there  have  been  42  autopsies  performed,  or 
a  percentage  of  25.3  in  166  deaths.  This  is  too  low,  and  some 
means  should  be  taken  or  some  method  devised  whereby  the 
number  could  be  increased.  The  ward  physicians  seem  to  do  all 
in  their  power  to  gain  the  necessary  consent  from  the  relatives, 
and  still  the  percentage  remains  ridiculously  low.  The  public  as 
yet  do  not  properly  understand  the  methods  used  in  the  examina- 
tion and  do  not  realize  that  there  is  no  disfigurement  whatever  to 
the  body.     Education  along  these  lines  is  absolutely  essential.

The  general  work  of  the  laboratory  continues  in  its  aim  to  aid 
in  the  clinical  diagnosis  of  the  individual  case.  A  specimen  of 
urine  from  each  patient  is  examined  shortly  after  commitment, 
and  other  laboratory  tests  are  applied  from  time  to  time  as  the 
exigencies  of  the  case  demand.  Among  such  examinations  might 
be  mentioned  sputa,  stomach  contents,  pus  smears,  bacterial  cul- 
tures, blood  counts,  etc.

During  the  winter  and  early  spring  there  occurred  a  very  slight 
epidemic  of  diphtheria.  It  was  confined  to  the  employees  and 
no  patient  showed  a  positive  throat  culture.  Fifty-five  cultures 
were  made  from  27  individuals,  and  only  9  gave  a  positive  finding 
of  the  Klebs-Loeffler  bacillus. 

Of  the  27  sputa  examinations  made,  5  were  positive  for  the 
tubercle  bacillus. 

Since  January,  1911,  we  have  been  using  the  Wassermann  serum 
reaction  for  syphilis  in  selected  cases,  as  an  aid  in  the  diagnosis 
of  mental  disease.  The  tests  are  made  in  the  laboratory  of  serum 
diagnosis  of  the  Harvard  Medical  School. 

The  specimens  of  blood  from  which  the  serum  is  obtained  is 
taken  from  the  median  basilic  vein  at  the  elbow,  and  the  opera- 
tion causes  the  patient  no  inconvenience.  Spinal  puncture  has 
been  tried  in  a  few  cases  and  should  be  a  routine  procedure  in 
any  patient  where  it  is  indicated,  it  being  another  diagnostic  aid. 
One  hundred  and  seven  serum  examinations  have  been  made, 
and  a  review  of  them  with  reference  to  the  diagnosis  will  be  of 
interest.

Thirty-nine  out  of  51  general  paralytics,  or  76.4  per  cent.,  gave 
a  positive  reaction.  This  agrees  with  the  mean  percentage  of 
syphilis  in  cases  of  general  paralysis  as  given  by  many  authori- 
ties. All  other  cases  gave  a  positive  percentage  of  41.3,  and  this 
figure  would  probably  be  higher  in  a  larger  series. 

The  pathologist  intends  to  work  up  a  large  series  of  cases  with 
regard  to  alcoholism  as  an  etiological  factor  in  mental  disease  of 
all  forms.  When  completed,  such  a  table,  together  with  the 
Wassermann  reaction-table,  would  not  be  out  of  place  on  the 
walls  of  every  schoolroom.

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TRUSTEES'   REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council. 

The  trustees  of  the  Taunton  State  Hospital  herewith  pre- 
sent their  sixtieth  annual  report  of  the  condition  of  the  hospital, 
together  with  the  reports  of  the  superintendent,  the  treasurer 
and  the  clinical  director  and  pathologist  and  the  statistics  re- 
quired by  law. 

•  During  the  past  year  686  patients  —  370  men  and  316  women 
—  were  admitted  and  1,789  were  under  treatment,  —  184  more 
than  during  the  previous  year  and  a  larger  number  than  ever 
before  in  the  history  of  the  hospital.  Of  those  discharged  44 
had  recovered,  96  had  sufficiently  recovered  to  be  able  to  sup- 
port themselves,  85  had  improved,  30  had  not  improved  and 
163  died. 

The  general  condition  of  the  patients  has  been  good  apart 
from  their  mental  state,  and  with  few  exceptions  more  quiet  and 
order  on  the  wards  has  been  the  rule.  This  is  largely  due  to 
the  influence  of  the  employment  of  the  patients  in  large  num- 
bers and  in  a  great  variety  of  work.  Another  factor  has  been 
the  increased  efficiency  of  the  nurses.  There  has  been  a  pro- 
nounced and  steady  growth  in  the  size  of  the  graduating  classes 
of  the  training  school  in  the  last  few  years,  and  the  increasing 
number  of  men  nurses  who  are  taking  the  full  course  is  es- 
pecially gratifying.  The  recent  affiliation  of  the  school  with  the 
New  York  Nursery  and  Child's  Hospital,  where  our  nurses  can 
now  obtain  three  months'  instruction  in  obstetric  nursing  dur- 
ing their  course  here,  together  with  the  six  months'  course  in 
general  nursing  at  the  Boston  City  Hospital,  offers  special  in- 
ducements to  applicants  by  providing  more  variety  in  the 
hospital  work  and  greater  scope  for  the  exercise  of  their  calling 
in  the  future.

As  a  general  rule  the  nurses  are  faithful  and  ambitious  to 
make  a  good  record  through  attention  to  and  careful  treatment 
of  their  charges.  As  a  body,  though  greatly  varying  in  indi- 
vidual dispositions,  intelligence  and  skill,  they  are  self-respect- 
ing men  and  women  of  a  fairly  good  class  in  the  main.  Now- 
adays, however,  as  a  result  of  sensational  newspaper  reports  of 
happenings  at  our  institutions,  they  are  most  unfortunately 
and  undeservedly  classed  in  the  public  mind  with  the  undesir- 
able few,  —  the  exceptions,  —  who  disgrace  our  institutions 
and  a  noble  calling,  are  soon  found  to  be  worthless,  and  are 
discharged  from  the  service. 

Special  attention  has  been  directed  by  the  Board  throughout 
the  year  to  the  food  supplied  to  the  patients,  and  we  have 
satisfied  ourselves  by  rigid  inspection  that  the  quality  and 
quantity  are  now  such  as  to  give  no  just  cause  for  complaint. 

A  beginning  has  been  made,  which  shows  signs  of  promise, 
toward  increasing  the  number  of  patients  who  are  placed  out 
in  families  in  the  neighborhood  under  State  supervision,  — 
a  most  desirable  provision  for  the  chronic  and  harmless  patient. 

The  amusements  for  the  patients  have  been  considerably  in- 
creased and  are  being  still  further  extended. 

The  clinical  and  pathological  service  is  being  reorganized 
under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Myerson,  formerly  pathologist  at  the 
Boston  Psychopathic  Hospital,  who  recently  has  been  appointed 
clinical  director  and  pathologist. 

The  new  group  of  buildings  on  Davis  Street  and  the  dining 
room  and  kitchen  building  at  the  Raynham  farm  are  nearly 
finished,  and  the  work  has  afforded  an  excellent  opportunity 
for  the  employment  of  a  number  of  patients. 

We  would  call  attention  to  the  superintendent's  account  of 
the  resources  of  the  farm,  which  has  become  very  productive 
and  a  source  of  considerable  saving  of  expense  to  the  State. 

The  administration  building,  which  was  originally  intended 
to  accommodate  a  quarter  part  of  the  number  of  officers  now 
required  to  serve  the  institution,  is  greatly  outgrown  and  over- 
crowded and  increased  space  for  office  quarters  is  imperative. 
By  building  a  house  for  the  superintendent  in  keeping  with 
similar  residences  at  other  State  hospitals,  this  condition  of 
affairs  would  be  obviated. 
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The  Commissioner  of  Public  Records  calls  for  a  fireproof 
vault  in  which  to  preserve  the  hospital  records. 

The  ancient  horse  barn  at  the  Raynbam  farm  colony  is  in 
bad  condition  and  past  economical  repair.  It  should  be  re- 
placed by  a  new  one. 

We  accordingly  request  the  incoming  Legislature  to  make

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  Taunton  State  Hospital. 

In  compliance  with  the  by-laws  of  your  Board,  I  present  you 
with  the  sixtieth  annual  report  of  the  superintendent  for  the 
year  ending  Nov.  30,  1913. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  in  the  hospital  1,103 
patients,  —  597  men  and  506  women.  During  the  year  686 
patients  —  370  men  and  316  women  —  were  admitted;  290 
men  and  261  women  by  regular  commitment,  3  men  and  1 
woman  by  voluntary  commitment,  20  men  and  2  women  for 
temporary  care,  7  men  and  13  women  by  transfer,  10  men  and 
2  women  from  visit,  2  men  from  escape  and  38  men  and  37 
women  nominally  admitted  for  discharge,  making  the  whole 
number  under  treatment,  1,789,  —  184  more  than  the  previous 
year. 

Forty-four  were  discharged  as  recovered,  96  as  capable  of 
self-support,  85  as  improved,  30  as  not  improved,  and  163  died. 
Of  the  646  cases  dismissed,  8  women  were  under  treatment  as 
dipsomaniacs  or  inebriates,  of  whom  4  were  discharged  as  ca- 
pable of  self-support.  The  daily  average  number  of  patients 
was  1,123.3,  —  89.12  more  than  the  previous  year. 

Of  those  discharged  recovered,  16  had  been  insane  less  than 
one  month,  4  less  than  12  months,  and  the  whole  duration  of 
insanity  in  45.5  per  cent,  of  those  who  recovered  did  not  exceed 
one  year.  The  number  of  recoveries  is  3  less  than  the  previous 
year.  The  percentage  of  recoveries  calculated  on  the  admis- 
sions is  6.4;   calculated  on  the  discharges,  6.5. 

Transfers  by  the  State  Board  of  Insanity  were  as  follows: 
84  to  the  Worcester  State  Asylum,  20  to  the  Foxborough  State 
Hospital,  3  to  the  Boston  State  Hospital,  3  to  the  Danvers 
State  Hospital,  2  to  the  Westborough  State  Hospital,  2  to  the 
Waverley  School  for  the  Feeble-minded,  1  to  the  Monson  State 
Hospital,  1  to  the  Bridgewater  State  Hospital,  1  to  the  Arling- 
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ton  Health  Resort,  1  to  Dr.  Coon's  Private  Hospital,  4  to 
family  care,  18  to  leave  State  and  32  to  be  deported  by  the 
Commissioner  of  Immigration. 

One  hundred  and  sixty-three  patients  died  during  the  year,  — 
9  less  than  the  previous  year.  The  percentage  of  deaths  cal- 
culated on  the  daily  average  number  of  patients  is  14.5;  cal- 
culated on  the  whole  number  of  patients  under  treatment,  9.2. 
Sixty-two  patients  suffering  from  tuberculosis  were  under  treat- 
ment during  the  year,  of  whom  20  died. 

During  the  year  we  have  fitted  68  patients  with  glasses  where 
the  necessary  correction  was  slight.  Six  more  difficult  cases 
were  examined  and  fitted  with  glasses  by  an  oculist. 

Dr.  Charles  F.  Davis  has  rendered  satisfactory  service  as 
dentist,  having  treated  476  patients.  Besides  the  work  done 
by  Dr.  Davis,  a  number  of  private  patients  have  employed  out- 
side dentists. 

As  usual  we  have  made  use  of  systematic  employment  in  the 
treatment  of  patients  as  soon  as  possible  after  their  more  active 
symptoms  have  subsided  with  marked  benefit.  Thirteen  hun- 
dred and  forty-nine  patients,  —  735  men  and  614  women,  —  or 
78.9  per  cent,  of  the  whole  number  under  treatment,  were  em- 
ployed to  a  greater  or  lesser  extent.  Of  this  number  833  were 
employed  in  other  than  ward  work  and  516  in  ward  work  only. 
The  daily  average  number  of  patients  employed  was  about 
796,-437  men  and  359  women.  Of  these,  542,  or  68  per 
cent.,  were  engaged  in  other  than  ward  work,  and  254,  or  32 
per  cent.,  in  ward  work  only.  Our  industrial  work  has  been 
continued  along  the  lines  and  according  to  the  same  general 
plan  as  outlined  in  previous  reports,  with  some  additions.  A 
shop  for  making  heavy  baskets  was  opened  early  in  the  year 
and  has  been  in  active  operation  since.  Two  looms  for  the 
weaving  of  rugs  have  been  installed,  one  for  the  use  of  men 
and  the  other  for  the  use  of  women,  and  have  been  in  constant 
operation  since,  producing  many  rugs  for  ward  use.  Quite  a 
number  of  patients  have  been  instructed  in  wood  burning,  brass 
work,  leather  work,  and  the  making  of  flowers  and  other  orna- 
mental articles  from  paper,  the  work  being  superintended  by 
the  superintendent  of  nurses,  and  the  patients  being  instructed 
by  nurses  previously  instructed  in  the  industrial  classes  in  the 
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training  school.  Last  spring  we  had  our  industrial  exhibition 
and  sale  that  was  largely  attended.  We  expect  to  repeat  the 
same  next  spring,  and  hope  to  make  it  an  annual  event.  At- 
tention is  called  to  tables  printed  elsewhere  in  this  report  for 
the  variety  and  amount  of  work  done. 

Careful  attention  has  been  given,  as  usual,  to  suit  the  amount 
and  character  of  employment  to  the  needs  of  the  individual 
patient.  Strong  able-bodied  patients  working  out-of-doors,  or 
who  have  parole,  work  about  eight  hours  daily.  Patients  work- 
ing in  the  shops,  laundry,  etc.,  without  parole,  work  about 
four  hours,  thus  having  a  half  day  left  for  recreation  and  a 
walk  out-of-doors.  Those  working  at  sewing,  etc.,  on  the 
wards,  work  either  forenoon,  afternoon  or  both,  according  to 
circumstances  and  the  ability  and  needs  of  the  individual  pa- 
tient. 

Two  hundred  and  forty-eight  patients  —  215  men  and  33 
women  —  have  had  parole  of  the  grounds. 

From  our  training  school  for  nurses,  a  class  of  16  —  8  men 
and  8  women  —  were  graduated  last  spring.  James  Edwin 
Macdonald,  having  maintained  the  highest  standard  of  scholar- 
ship throughout  the  course,  was  awarded  the  honor  of  deliver- 
ing the  valedictory  address;  he  also  won  the  prize  of  $25  offered 
by  Dr.  Stedman  of  your  Board  "to  that  member  of  the  grad- 
uating class  who,  during  the  whole  period  of  hospital  service, 
shall  have  shown  the  greatest  efficiency  in  the  way  of  personal 
interest  in  and  individual  care  of  his  or  her  charges."  Alice 
Mildred  Lockhart  won  the  prize  for  the  "greatest  general  im- 
provement." 

This  year  the  same  prize  has  been  again  offered,  while  a  friend 
of  the  school  offers  a  prize  of  $15  to  that  member  of  the  grad- 
uating class  showing  the  greatest  general  improvement.  The 
members  of  the  last  graduating  class  showed  a  keen  interest  in 
their  work  and  a  healthy  rivalry  in  striving  for  the  above 
mentioned  honors.  The  present  school  membership  is  as  fol- 
lows: — 

Senior  class:  men,  4;  women,  20;  total,  24.  Intermediate 
class:  men,  13;  women,  23;  total,  36.  Junior  class:  men,  18; 
women,  18;  total,  36.  Probationers:  men,  12;  women,  14; 
total,  26. 
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During  the  past  year  our  school  has  affiliated  with  the  New 
York  Nursery  and  Child's  Hospital,  New  York  City,  thus  pro- 
viding for  those  of  our  nurses  who  desire  a  three  months'  course 
in  obstetrical  nursing;  this,  in  connection  with  the  six  months' 
course  in  general  nursing  previously  provided  by  affiliation  with 
the  Boston  City  Hospital,  will  enable  them  to  take  up  private 
nursing  with  a  good  all-round  equipment,  or  will  correspond- 
ingly increase  their  value  to  our  hospital  as  long  as  they  may 
continue  in  our  service. 

One  fact  has  been  increasingly  noticeable  for  years  in  all  our 
State  hospitals,  namely,  an  insufficient  supply  of  young  men 
and  women  of  the  proper  type  for  training.  This  fact  can  be 
due  to  only  one  cause,  namely,  that  the  service  is  not  sufficiently 
attractive  to  draw  the  right  material.  Various  causes  have 
been  assigned  for  this  condition:  inadequate  wages,  long  hours 
of  labor,  the  difficult  and  trying  character  of  the  work,  lack  of 
instruction,  etc.  In  the  mean  time,  wages  have  been  increased, 
hours  of  labor  shortened,  instruction  provided,  but  still  the 
same  condition  confronts  us;  nor  is  it  likely  that  the  State 
hospitals  can  solve  the  problem  alone.  One  important  cause  is 
the  prevailing  idea  in  regard  to  insanity  and  to  hospitals  for  the 
care  of  the  insane.  It  is  still  extensively  believed  that  there  is 
something  mysterious  about  mental  diseases,  —  that  they  are 
essentially  different  from  other  diseases,  —  while  the  work  done 
in  hospitals  for  the  care  of  the  insane  is  not  generally  known  or 
understood.  Moreover,  the  great  advance  that  has  been  made 
in  the  care  and  treatment  of  patients  in  hospitals  for  the  care 
of  the  insane  is  not  generally  known  or  appreciated.  One  factor 
that  contributes  to  this  condition  is  the  lack  of  co-operation  on 
the  part  of  the  medical  schools,  the  general  medical  profession 
and  the  general  hospitals  with  the  hospitals  for  the  care  of  the 
insane.  Few  medical  schools  give  adequate  instruction  on  men- 
tal diseases  to  their  students;  few  general  practitioners  have 
any  interest  in  mental  diseases;  and  few  general  hospitals  have 
any  interest  in  cases  of  mental  diseases  except  to  get  rid  of  them 
as  quickly  as  possible.  This  state  of  things  is  illogical  and 
wrong.  There  is  absolutely  no  good  reason  for  considering  and 
treating  mental  diseases  entirely  separate  from  other  diseases 
that  afflict  the  human  race;    there  is  no  good  reason  for  insist- 
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ing  that  all  cases  of  mental  disease  shall  be  cared  for  in  hospi- 
tals designed  exclusively  for  the  care  of  the  insane;  and  general 
hospitals  should  expect  to  care  for  certain  cases  of  acute  mental 
disease  the  same  as  for  cases  of  delirium.  At  the  present  time 
in  most  cities  and  in  all  country  districts  no  place  is  open  for 
the  treatment  of  cases  of  delirium  tremens  except  the  insane 
hospitals,  where,  strictly  speaking,  they  should  not  be  taken  at 
all.  Certainly  every  large  general  hospital  should  have  a  well- 
equipped  psychopathic  ward  for  the  care  and  treatment  of  acute 
mental  disorders,  and  should  provide  for  all  their  pupil  nurses 
instruction  and  experience  in  the  care  of  cases  of  mental  disease. 
If  this  change  could  be  brought  about,  it  would  be  of  incalcu- 
lable benefit  to  suffering  humanity  and  would  assist  us  to  solve 
many  of  the  problems  with  which  we  are  confronted. 

In  years  past  we  have  from  time  to  time  held  clinics  at  our 
hospital  to  which  local  physicians  were  invited  and  which  were 
largely  attended.  We  plan  to  hold  another  early  in  February 
next  for  the  benefit  of  the  Bristol  County  branch  of  the  Mas- 
sachusetts Medical  Society,  and  hope  to  make  it,  at  least,  an 
annual  event. 

In  last  year's  report  we  mentioned  the  use  of  women  nurses 
on  the  wards  devoted  to  the  care  of  men,  and  our  intention  of 
extending  this  system.  During  the  past  year  the  third  floor  in 
the  Brown  infirmary  and  the  third  floor  of  the  west  extension, 
or  the  tuberculous  ward,  have  been  equipped  with  women 
nurses,  so  that  at  the  present  time  the  entire  Brown  infirmary 
and  west  extension  No.  3  are  in  charge  of  women  nurses.  The 
plan  has  been  sufficiently  successful  to  merit  a  further  extension 
as  soon  as  feasible. 

The  work  of  supervising  patients  on  trial  visit  has  been  ex- 
tended during  the  past  year;  about  the  same  number  have 
reported  at  the  hospital  monthly  and,  in  addition,  about  40 
have  been  visited  in  their  homes  by  Miss  Wilhelmina  Marshall, 
whose  work  in  connection  with  the  eugenics  office,  Cold  Harbor, 
Long  Island,  N.  Y.,  was  mentioned  in  last  year's  report.  In 
addition  to  the  above,  since  April  1,  she  has  in  selected  cases 
studied  the  home  conditions  of  newly  admitted  patients  and  of 
patients  under  consideration  for  dismissal  on  trial  visit,  and  has 
spent  considerable  time  in  selecting  suitable  families  in  which 
to  place  cases  for  family  care. 
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During  the  past  year  efforts  have  been  made  to  place  suitable 
patients,  for  whom  for  various  reasons  home  care  was  not  pos- 
sible, in  private  families  near  to  the  hospital.  Dr.  John  F. 
O'Brien  has  been  given  the  medical  supervision  of  the  work, 
with  Miss  Marshall  as  lay  assistant.  Nine  patients  —  7  women 
and  2  men  —  have  been  placed.  One  man  has  been  returned, 
leaving  8  in  families  at  the  present  time.  This,  of  course,  is 
only  a  small  beginning  and  it  is  too  soon  to  speak  of  results; 
but  we  are  hopeful  that  the  step  is  in  the  right  direction,  and 
that  the  comfort  and  happiness  of  the  patients  so  treated  will 
be  promoted  thereby. 

Our  acute  wards  that  were  in  active  operation  when  the  last 
report  was  issued  have  continued  to  be  most  helpful.  The 
combined  bath  and  out-of-door  treatment  has  proved  valuable 
in  many  cases,  as  was  expected.  The  special  hydrotherapeutic 
treatment  has  proved  useful  in  selected  cases. 

At  the  Raynham  farm  colony  the  milk  house  has  been  com- 
pleted and  a  spring  house  and  an  ice  house  built  to  replace 
former  inadequate  structures. 

The  colony  group  of  buildings  on  Davis  Street  and  the  dining 
room  and  kitchen  building  at  the  Raynham  farm  colony,  both 
provided  for  by  special  appropriations,  are  nearing  completion. 
A  number  of  male  patients  have  been  working  for  over  a  year 
on  the  Davis  Street  property,  clearing  the  land,  trenching  for 
drain  and  sewer  pipe,  getting  out  sand  and  gravel,  and  con- 
structing sewer  beds,  thus  diminishing  the  cost  of  construction. 
The  sewer  beds  will  be  sufficiently  advanced  to  be  used  by  the 
time  that  the  buildings  are  ready  for  occupancy,  but  sufficient 
work  will  remain  to  occupy  them  for  many  months.  As  the 
force  of  painters  was  fully  occupied  in  painting  the  rear  center 
and  outside  woodwork,  and  could  not  be  spared  for  other  much 
needed  work,  the  bakeshop,  kitchen  and  two  wards  in  the  west 
wing  were  completely  renovated  by  the  labor  of  patients,  and 
the  renovation  of  other  wards  is  now  in  progress.  Other  repairs 
and  renewals  are  as  follows:  2  new  laundry  machines  and  1 
sterilizer  have  been  installed  and  4  machines  repaired;  1  new 
pipe-cutting  machine  installed  and  1  new  water  main  laid  under 
the  west  wing,  while  the  minor  repairs  and  renewals  have  been 
numerous. 

Our  farm  has  given  a   good  account  of  itself,  as  the  farm 
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account  tabulated  elsewhere  will  show.  Our  milk  supply  has 
for  the  most  part  been  sufficient,  though  with  a  constantly  in- 
creasing population  the  milk  problem  is  a  difficult  one.  Our 
poultry  plant  is  in  flourishing  condition;  we  have  about  1,600 
hens  and  pullets  in  the  laying  houses  at  present.  Our  plant 
furnished  us  with  four-fifths  of  all  eggs  used  last  year,  and  we 
expect  to  do  even  better  the  coming  year. 

For  years  our  administration  building  has  been  getting  more 
and  more  crowded.  Originally  built  to  serve  an  institution  of 
250  patients,  it  remains  the  same  size  now  that  the  institution 
is  caring  for  1,125  patients.  Relief  is  needed  to  afford  more 
room  for  office  and  officers'  quarters.  The  best  plan  seems  to 
be  to  build  a  house  for  the  superintendent  and  thus  utilize  the 
rooms  occupied  by  him  for  the  above  purpose. 

The  Commissioner  of  Public  Records  has  directed  us  to  build 
a  fireproof  vault  in  which  to  preserve  our  records. 

The  horse  barn  at  the  Raynham  farm  colony  is  inadequate 
and  in  bad  condition;  moreover  it  cannot  be  economically  re- 
constructed. It  therefore  seems  best  to  build  a  new  barn  to 
replace  the  present  one. 

I  therefore  recommend  that  we  ask  for  the  following  special 
appropriations:  — 

Constructing  and  furnishing  house  for  superintendent,  .     $11,500  00 

Constructing  fireproof  vault, 2,000  00 

Constructing  horse  barn  at  Raynham  farm  colony,         .        .         5,500  00 


Total, $19,000  00 

We  find  that  the  various  entertainments  provided  for  amuse- 
ment and  recreation  are  much  appreciated  by  our  patients,  and 
special  efforts  along  this  line  have  been  made  during  the  past 
year.  During  the  summer  twelve  picnics  were  held,  attended 
by  747  patients;  the  annual  clam  bake  was  held  in  August  and 
was  attended  by  565  patients;  the  Fourth  of  July  was  appro- 
priately celebrated  by  field  sports  that  were  heartily  participated 
in  by  both  patients  and  employees.  The  national  game  of 
baseball  appears  to  be  the  favorite  with  both  patients  and 
employees,  and  our  ball  team  played  with  outside  teams  on 
each  picnic  day  and  acquitted  itself  with  much  credit,  —  be- 
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sides  affording  our  patients  much  pleasure.  During  the  cooler 
months,  besides  the  two  evenings  weekly  in  the  recreation  hall, 
entertainments  were  given  fortnightly  on  the  wards  caring  for 
the  disturbed  patients,  together  with  card  parties  and  social 
gatherings  on  wards  caring  for  quieter  patients. 

Dr.  Lester  F.  Norris  conducted  a  class  in  gymnastics  for  both 
patients  and  employees  during  the  winter.  The  following  enter- 
tainments were  given  to  the  hospital  by  friends  during  the 
winter: — 

"A  Knot  of  White  Ribbon,"  by  the  Junior  Auxiliary  Society, 
St.  Thomas  Parish;  "A  Love  of  a  Bonnet,"  by  the  Girls' 
Friendly  Society,  St.  Thomas  Parish;  "The  Dress  Rehearsal," 
by  the  Taunton  Teachers'  Club;  "The  Freshman"  and  "The 
Senior,"  by  the  Y.  M.   C.  A.,  Brockton. 

Besides  the  above,  a  number  of  stereopticon  lectures  were 
given  by  members  of  the  staff,  and  a  very  successful  minstrel 
show  by  officers,  employees  and  patients. 

Periodicals  were  given  by  Dr.  Henry  R.  Stedman  of  Brook- 
line,  Mrs.  Elizabeth  C.  M.  Gifford  of  East  Boston,  Miss  Laura 
C.  McCabe  of  New  Bedford,  Mr.  William  Reed,  Mr.  James 
P.  Rockwell  and  Rev.  James  Coyle  of  Taunton.  The  New 
Bedford  "Daily  Mercury"  and  the  "Old  Colony  Memorial" 
have  been  received,  as  for  many  years. 

Books  for  the  library  were  given  by  Mrs.  Maude  Randall  of 
Atlantic;  pictures  by  Mrs.  A.  P.  Coffin  of  Taunton;  clothing 
by  Miss  Laura  C.  McCabe  of  New  Bedford;  and  industrial 
material  by  Mrs.  Elizabeth  C.  M.  Gifford  of  East  Boston,  and 
Dr.  L.  Vernon  Briggs  of  Boston. 

The  following  officers  have  resigned  from  the  medical  staff: 
Dr.  C.  G.  McGaffin,  to  accept  the  position  of  assistant  physi- 
cian in  Kings  Park  Hospital,  Long  Island,  N.  Y. ;  Dr.  G.  K. 
Butterfield,  to  accept  the  position  of  assistant  physician  in 
Worcester  State  Asylum;  Dr.  Eudora  W.  Faxon,  to  accept  the 
position  of  assistant  physician  in  the  Wrentham  State  School; 
Dr.  Lester  F.  Norris,  to  accept  the  position  of  assistant  physi- 
cian in  the  Eastern  Maine  State  Hospital,  Bangor,  Me. 

The  following  additions  have  been  made  to  the  medical  staff: 
Dr.  A.  Myerson,  clinical  director  and  pathologist;  Dr.  Reginald 
St.   E.   Murray,   assistant  physician;    Dr.   Fannie   C.   Haines, 
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assistant  physician;    Dr.  Arthur  B.  Zuck,  junior  assistant  phy- 
sician. 

The  steady  increase  in  the  number  of  our  charges,  and  the 
growing  complexity  of  detail  resultant  upon  the  increased  ac- 
tivities incident  to  constant  expansion,  have  increased  the  cares 
of  administration  to  a  degree  undreamed  of  not  many  years 
ago.  I  therefore  desire  even  more  than  usual  to  express  my 
appreciation  to  the  officers  and  employees  whose  hearty  co- 
operation has  enabled  us  to  carry  on  the  work;  while  to  your 
Board  for  your  unfailing  support  I  tender  my  most  grateful 
acknowledgments.

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PATHOLOGIST'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Superintendent  of  the  Taunton  State  Hospital. 

The  following  report  records  the  work  of  the  pathological 
laboratory  during  the  year  ending  Oct.  1,  1913. 

Dr.  C.  G.  McGaffin,  the  former  pathologist,  resigned  in 
August  and  was  succeeded  by  the  present  pathologist  September 
15,  so  that  this  report  largely  concerns  Dr.  McGaffin's  work. 

There  are  records  showing  that  an  examination  was  made  of 
the  urine  of  each  new  patient,  likewise  the  sputum  of  patients 
suspected  of  tuberculosis  was  microscopically  studied,  and  the 
records  show  that  in  many  cases  the  diagnosis  of  the  disease  was 
so  established.  In  addition,  the  blood  serum  and  spinal  fluid  of 
many  patients  was  examined  by  the  Wassermann  reaction,  and 
the  diagnosis  of  syphilitic  infection  was  either  confirmed  or 
excluded.  Thus  in  these  three  important  fields  of  work  —  the 
chemical,  bacteriological  and  serological  —  the  laboratory  was 
actively  engaged  during  the  past  year. 

Autopsies  to  the  number  of  38  were  performed  by  the  pathol- 
ogist in  this  period.  This  number  is  smaller  than  that  in  any 
of  the  other  large  hospitals  of  the  State,  but  is  partly  accounted 
for  by  the  change  in  the  department.  Of  the  cases  autopsied, 
the  records  show  the  following:  —

The  present  pathologist  proposes  to  continue  the  routine  of 
pathological  work  as  it  is  at  present  carried  on,  and  has  added 
to  it  researches  in  these  directions :  — 

1.  The  chemistry  of  the  spinal  fluid  in  diseased  states.  Some 
original  observations  on  this  subject  were  read  before  the 
Boston  Society  of  Psychiatry  and  Neurology  Nov.  20,  1913, 
and  there  is  very  good  ground  for  believing  that  the  organic 
diseases  of  the  nervous  system  give  their  earliest  signs  in  the 
altered  chemistry  of  the  spinal  fluid. 

2.  Intensive  studies  of  the  brain  and  other  organs  according 
to  latest  methods.  These  methods  tend  to  show  distinct  patho- 
logical changes  in  mental  diseases  not  yet  definitely  understood, 
and  this  laboratory  will  work  along  the  newer  lines  as  they  are 
developed. 

In  his  capacity  as  clinical  director  the  present  writer  has 
started  the  following  researches :  — 

1.  Treatment  of  General  Paresis.  —  The  conception  of  this  dis- 
ease has  been  altered  by  the  work  of  the  Rockefeller  Institute, 
in  the  demonstration  of  the  organism  of  syphilis  in  the  brains  of 
patients  dying  of  the  disease.  Methods  of  treatment,  therefore, 
now  stand  out  as  possible. 

2.  Family  Studies.  —  As  at  present  conducted  such  studies 
usually  end  with  a  study  of  the  family  history  of  insane  per- 
sons.    This  the  present  writer  believes  to  be  insufficient  and 
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proposes  to  add  to  such  investigation  physical  and  mental 
examination  of  the  relatives.  Such  complete  studies  will,  it  is 
believed,  throw  light  on  the  hereditary  relationship  of  the 
psychoses. 

In  the  work  as  outlined  the  pathologist  has  already  secured 
the  co-operation  of  the  staff  and  hopes  to  have  some  results 
to  report  in  1914.

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TRUSTEES'   REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council. 

The  trustees  of  the  Taunton  State  Hospital  herewith  submit 
their  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  Nov.  30,  1914,  being  the 
sixty-first  report  of  the  trustees  of  this  institution. 

During  the  year  791  patients  have  been  admitted  and  569 
patients  have  been  discharged.  Of  those  admitted,  434  were 
males,  and  357  females.  Of  those  discharged,  317  were  males, 
and  252  females.  There  have  been  128  deaths.  The  average 
daily  number  was  1,202.58.  This  is  an  increase  of  79.29  over 
the  previous  year. 

The  accompanying  tables  show  in  detail  the  number  of  com- 
mitments, the  financial  condition  and  the  industrial  work  done 
at  the  hospital. 

The  general  health  of  the  patients  has  been  good,  and  we 
feel  that  great  benefit  has  been  derived,  both  mentally  and 
physically,  by  the  patients  from  their  employment  in  various 
occupations,  which  are  being  added  to  and  varied  as  much  as 
possible. 

During  the  year  the  group  of  buildings  intended  for  women 
alone,  on  Davis  Street,  which  is  now  known  as  the  William  C. 
Lovering  colony,  has  been  completed,  and  is  proving  satisfactory 
in  every  way.    It  provides  for  100  patients. 

We  would  again  call  attention  to  the  crowded  condition  of 
the  administration  building,  and  the  necessity  in  the  near 
future  of  providing  a  house  for  the  superintendent,  but  think 
it  best  under  the  circumstances  not  to  ask  for  an  appropriation 
for  this  purpose  during,  the  coming  year.  We  ask  for  no 
special  appropriation. 
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At  the  commencement  of  the  year  there  was  more  or  less 
complaint  as  to  the  condition  and  amount  of  food  furnished. 
A  careful  investigation  has  been  made  by  the  trustees  during 
the  year,  and  they  now  feel  mat  there  has  been  some  improve- 
ment; that  the  food,  both  as  to  quality  and  quantity,  is  as 
varied  and  wholesome  as  can  be  furnished  with  the  amount  of 
money  which  is  at  their  disposal  for  that  purpose,  and  that 
there  is  an  abundance  of  it.  There  has  been  a  change  in  the 
steward,  and  the  present  incumbent  seems  to  be  well  fitted  for 
the  position. 

The  plan  has  been  adopted  by  the  superintendent  to  place 
women  nurses  in  charge  of  the  men's  wards,  and  he  feels  much 
encouraged  at  the  results  attained,  as  the  patients  have  been 
much  more  quiet  and  orderly. 

There  was  established  at  this  hospital  in  1908  a  monthly 
clinic  at  which  patients  out  on  trial  visits  were  invited  to 
report.  These  clinics  have  been  very  successful,  and  every 
year  an  increasing  number  of  patients  have  taken  advantage 
of  the  same.  At  the  suggestion  of  the  State  Board  of  Insanity 
these  clinics  have-  been  made  weekly  instead  of  monthly,  and 
thrown  open  to  all  who  may  wish  to  consult  any  of  the  medical 
staff.  They  have  also  been  extended  by  establishing  weekly 
clinics  at  Fall  River  and  New  Bedford. 

Since  our  last  report  the  law  establishing  a  new  State  Board 
of  Insanity  has  gone  into  effect.  While  it  is  too  early  to  deter- 
mine what  benefits  will  be  derived  from  this  change,  the  trustees 
feel  it  their  duty  to  enter  into  the  spirit  of  the  law,  so  far  as 
possible,  and  give  it  a  fair  trial,  although  it  puts  upon  all  of 
them  many  added  burdens  and  duties  which  most  of  them  have 
not  the  necessary  time  to  perform. 

For  some  time  past  there  has  been  great  difficulty  in  obtain- 
ing a  sufficient  number  of  nurses,  male  and  female,  and  we  feel 
that  this  is  due  largely  to  the  insufficiency  of  their  compensa- 
tion, and  that  as  soon  as  it  can  be  doDe  the  appropriation 
should  be  increased  not  only  for  their  compensation  but  also 
for  the  purpose  of  increasing  the  salaries  of  the  other  officers 
of  the  hospital,  putting  them  on  a  level  with  those  of  other 
States.  As  it  is  now,  an  assistant  physician  does  not  feel  that 
he  can  afford  to  stay  any  length  of  time  in  the  employ  of  the

hospital,  and  the  result  is  that  as  soon  as  they  have  been  there 
long  enough  to  become  efficient,  they  seek  other  fields. 

There  have  been  four  resignations  from  the  Board  of  Trustees 
in  the  past  year,  and  the  positions  left  vacant  have  been  filled 
by  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Charles  C.  Cain,  Jr.,  of  Taunton, 
Mr.  Joseph  C.  Desmond  of  New  Bedford,  Mr.  Philip  E.  Brady 
of  Attleboro,  .and  Mr.  Arthur  B.  Reed  of  North  Abington. 

We  will  be  obliged,  for  the  coming  year,  to  ask  for  a  larger 
appropriation  for  the  ordinary  running  expenses.  This  added 
expense  is  occasioned  by  the  increasing  number  of  patients,  as 
evidenced  by  the  number  at  the  present  time,  and  by  the  in- 
formation given  us  by  the  State  Board  as  to  the  number  we 
may  expect.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  Taunton  State  Hospital. 

In  compliance  with  the  by-laws  of  your  Board,  I  present  you 
with  the  sixty-first  annual  report  of  the  superintendent  for  the 
year  ending  Nov.  30,  1914. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  in  the  hospital  1,143 
patients,  —  612  men  and  531  women.  During  the  year  791 
patients  —  434  men  and  357  women  — ■  were  admitted;  345  men 
and  292  women  by  regular  commitment,  2  men  by  voluntary 
commitment,  19  men  and  8  women  for  temporary  care,  15  men 
and  6  women  for  observation,  8  men  and  14  women  by  transfer, 
15  men  and  6  women  from  visit,  and  42  men  and  37  women 
nominally  admitted  for  discharge.  The  whole  number  of  cases 
under  treatment  during  the  year  was  1,934,  —  145  more  than 
the  previous  year. 

Fifty  patients  were  discharged  as  recovered,  87  as  capable  of 
self-support,  72  as  improved,  51  as  not  improved,  5  as  not 
insane,  and  218  died.  Of  the  651  cases  dismissed,  19  women 
were  under  treatment  as  dipsomaniacs  or  inebriates,  of  whom 
7  were  dismissed  as  capable  of  self-support,  and  12  were  on  trial 
visit  at  the  end  of  the  statistical  year.  The  daily  average  num- 
ber of  patients  was  1,202.58,  —  79.28  more  than  the  previous 
year. 

Of  those  discharged  recovered,  21  had  been  insane  less  than 
one  month,  7  less  than  twelve  months,  and  the  whole  duration 
of  insanity  in  52.9  per  cent,  of  those  who  recovered  did  not 
exceed  one  year.  The  number  of  recoveries  is  6  more  than  the 
previous  year.  The  percentage  of  recoveries  calculated  on  the 
number  of  admissions  is  7.19;  calculated  on  the  number  of 
discharges,  8.96. 

Transfers  by  the  State  Board  of  Insanity  were  as  follows: 
22  to  the  Worcester  State  Asylum,  6  to  the  Westborough  State 
Hospital,  4  to  the  Danvers  State  Hospital,  3  to  the  Tewksbury

State  Infirmary,  3  to  the  Boston  State  Hospital,  3  to  the  Med- 
field  State  Hospital,  1  to  the  Foxborough  State  Hospital,  1  to 
the  Wrentham  State  School,  2  to  Dr.  Coon's  Private  Hospital, 
and  1  to  the  McLean  Hospital.  Twenty-six  were  discharged  by 
order  of  the  State  Board  of  Insanity  to  leave  the  State  and  40 
for  deportation. 

Two  hundred  and  eighteen  patients  died  during  the  year,  — 
55  more  than  the  previous  year.  The  percentage  of  deaths  cal- 
culated on  the  daily  average  number  of  patients  is  18.12;  cal- 
culated on  the  whole  number  under  treatment,  11.7.  Sixty-two 
cases  of  tuberculosis  were  under  treatment  during  the  year,  of 
whom  20  died.  Two  nurses  and  3  patients  had  scarlet  fever. 
The  cases  were  mild  and  all  recovered.  We  also  had  4  cases 
of  diphtheria,  3  nurses  and  1  patient.  These  cases  also  yielded 
promptly  to  treatment  and  all  recovered. 

During  the  year  we  have  fitted  22  patients  with  glasses 
where  the  necessary  correction  was  slight.  Twelve  more  diffi- 
cult cases  were  examined  and  fitted  by  an  oculist. 

Dr.  Charles  F.  Davis  has  attended  to  the  necessary  dental 
work,  having  treated  423  patients. 

Thirteen  hundred  and  forty-two  patients,  666  men  and  676 
women,  or  72.63  per  cent,  of  the  whole  number  under  treat- 
ment, engaged  to  a  greater  or  lesser  extent  in  some  form  or 
forms  of  employment.  Our  industrial  work  has  been  continued 
along  the  lines  recorded  in  former  reports,  but  the  industries 
have  been  more  varied  and  a  larger  number  of  patients  have 
become  interested  in  the  more  artistic  kinds  of  work.  One  of 
the  features  was  a  doll  dressing  contest,  participated  in  by  24 
patients,  each  dressing  one  doll.  The  work  done  was  in  each 
case  of  a  high  order,  and  in  some  cases  considerable  artistic 
ability  was  shown. 

The  American  Medico-Psychological  Association  at  the 
seventieth  annual  meeting  in  Baltimore,  May  26-29,  1914,  held 
a  Diversional  Occupation  Exhibit  to  which  we  sent  an  exhibit. 
After  the  close  of  the  exhibit,  we  received  a  certificate  to  the 
effect  that  it  was  "awarded  to  the  Taunton  State  Hospital  for 
the  best  craft  leather  work,  punched  brass,  burnt  wood,  brushes, 
loom  woven  rugs,  ash  baskets  and  hooked  rugs  shown  by  any 
State  hospital."     We  held  a  successful  industrial  exhibition  and 
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sale  last  spring  at  Easter  time,  and  we  have  another  sale  in 
operation  at  the  present  time.  We  are  more  and  more  im- 
pressed each  year  with  the  great  importance  of  employment  as 
a  remedial  agent  in  dealing  with  cases  of  mental  disease.  One 
of  our  patients  who  recovered  during  the  year,  a  man  of  unusual 
intelligence  and  highly  educated,  dates  the  beginning  of  his 
convalescence  from  the  time  when  he  became  willing  to  take 
up  some  industrial  work.  This  is  by  no  means  an  isolated  case, 
as  many  others  have,  from  time  to  time,  made  similar  state- 
ments; but  this  was  instanced  as  the  benefit  received  was  so 
obvious  and  was  so  fully  recognized  by  the  patient.  Our  in- 
struction in  industrial  work  has  been  extended  and  more 
systematized  during  the  year,  and  the  wisdom  of  the  plan  of 
making  industrial  instruction  a  part  of  the  training  school 
course  has  been  increasingly  apparent. 

Two  hundred  and  seventy-six  patients  —  145  men  and  131 
women  —  have  had  parole  of  the  grounds. 

Our  training  school  for  nurses  has  completed  another  suc- 
cessful year.  It  was  thought  best  to  change  the  date  of  gradua- 
tion from  June  1  to  September  30,  on  which  latter  date  a  class 
of  24  —  5  men  and  19  women  —  graduated.  Mabel  Lena 
Mehaffy,  who  maintained  the  highest  standard  of  scholarship 
throughout  the  course,  delivered  the  valedictory.  Margaret 
Mary  O'Malley  was  awarded  the  prize  of  $25  offered  by  Dr. 
Stedman,  formerly  a  member  of  your  board,  "to  that  member 
of  the  graduating  class  who,  during  the  whole  period  of  hospital 
service,  shall  have  shown  the  greatest  efficiency  in  the  way  of 
personal  interest  in  and  individual  care  of  his  or  her  charges." 
Mary  Columba  Ferguson  was  awarded  the  prize  for  the  "great- 
est general  improvement,"  The  following  prizes  are  offered  for 
the  year  1914-15: — 

To  those  members  of  the  graduating  class  who,  during  their 
whole  period  of  hospital  service,  shall  have  shown  the  greatest 
efficiency  in  the  way  of  "personal  interest  in  and  individual 
care  of  his  or  her  charges,"  first  prize,  $25,  offered  by  Dr. 
Henry  R.  Stedman,  Brookline,  Mass.;  second  prize,  $10,  offered 
by  Elizabeth  C.  M.  Gifford,  secretary  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 
To  those  members  of  the  graduating  class  who,  during  their 
whole  period  of  hospital  service,  shall  have  shown  the  greatest 
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general  improvement,  first  prize,  $15,  second  prize,  $10,  offered 
by  friends  of  the  school.  To  that  member  of  the  graduating 
class  who  shows  the  greatest  efficiency  in  the  industrial  pur- 
suits on  his  or  her  ward,  prize,  $10,  offered  by  Dr.  Horace  G. 
Ripley,  assistant  superintendent. 

Committee  of  Award.  —  Simeon  Borden,  Esq.,  chairman  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees;  Elizabeth  C.  M.  Gifford,  secretary  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees;  Dr.  Horace  G.  Ripley,  assistant  super- 
intendent; Rebecca  G.  Cameron,  superintendent  of  nurses; 
Dr.  Henry  R.  Stedman,  Brookline,  Mass. 

During  the  year,  14  women  nurses  completed  their  service  of 
six  months  in  the  Boston  City  Hospital,  and  11  women  nurses 
completed  their  service  of  three  months  in  the  New  York 
Nursery  and  Child's  Hospital,  New  York  City.  Last  May  we 
opened  a  four-months'  post-graduate  course  to  graduates  of 
general  hospital  training  schools.  Since  that  time  we  have  had 
10  post-graduate  pupils,  —  5  men  and  5  women,  —  3  of  whom 
have  satisfactorily  completed  the  course  and  received  certifi- 
cates.   The  present  school  membership  is  as  follows:  — 

Senior  class:  men,  3;  women,  13;  total,  16.  Intermediate 
class:  men,  8;  women,  21;  total,  29.  Junior  class:  men,  28; 
women,  48;  total,  76.  Probationers:  men,  2;  women,  14; 
total,  16.  Total  number  of  pupils,  137,  —  41  men  and  96 
women. 

Last  year  we  stated  that  a  beginning  had  been  made  in  plac- 
ing suitable  patients  in  private  families,  and  that  we  closed  the 
year  with  8  patients  in  family  care.  We  close  the  present  year 
with  31  patients  —  6  men  and  25  women  —  in  family  care. 
The  family-care  service  is  at  present  in  charge  of  the  assistant 
superintendent,  Dr.  Ripley,  with  Miss  Marshall  as  lay  as- 
sistant. While  we  feel  that  family  care,  at  least  in  this  insti- 
tution, is  in  the  experimental  stage,  we,  nevertheless,  are  en- 
couraged and  hope  that  another  year  will  have  a  tale  of  greater 
success,  and  that  we  shall  be  able  to  record  that  not  only  have 
the  patients  so  cared  for  been  able  to  live  outside  the  institution, 
but  that  they  have  been  more  comfortable  and  happy  in  con- 
sequence. 

Some  two  years  ago  we  first  placed  women  nurses  on  the 
men's  wards.    This  policy  has  been  continued  until  at  the  pres- 
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ent  time  9  of  the  14  men's  wards  are  managed  by  women  nurses 
with  the  assistance  of  male  nurses,  taking  the  place  of  orderlies 
as  in  general  hospitals.  Of  the  72  nurses  on  the  14  men's  wards, 
30  are  women.  The  use  of  women  nurses  on  the  men's  wards 
has  passed  the  experimental  stage  as  far  as  this  hospital  is  con- 
cerned, as  only  good  results  have  been  observed,  and  it  is  our 
intention  to  extend  their  sphere  of  usefulness  still  further. 

On  Feb.  5,  1908,  We  established  a  monthly  clinic  at  this  insti- 
tution to  which  patients  on  trial  visit  were  invited  to  report. 
This  has  been  found  helpful,  and  an  increasing  number  of 
patients  have  been  required  to  report,  as  has  been  recorded 
from  year  to  year  in  the  annual  reports.  This  year,  at  the  sug- 
gestion of  the  State  Board  of  Insanity,  this  clinic  has  been  made 
weekly,  and  opened  to  all  who  may  desire  to  consult  the  med- 
ical staff.  Similar  clinics  have  also  been  established  in  Fall 
River  and  New  Bedford  at  the  suggestion  of  the  State  Board 
of  Insanity.  In  February  last,  a  public  clinic  that  was  largely 
attended  was  given  for  the  benefit  of  the  North  Bristol  branch 
of  the  Massachusetts  'Medical  Society.  As  was  suggested  in 
last  year's  report,  it  is  hoped  to  make  this  an  annual  event. 

For  the  last  eight  years  visitors  have  been  admitted  to  the 
different  wards  of  the  hospital,  with  marked  benefit  to  all  con- 
cerned. This  last  year,  at  the  suggestion  of  the  State  Board 
of  Insanity,  notices  were  sent  throughout  the  district,  inviting 
all  persons  interested  to  visit  the  different  departments  of  the 
institution,  and  the  invitation  has  been  accepted  by  quite  a 
number.  If  the  public  would  become  more  familiar  with  the 
practical  working  of  our  institutions,  it  would  be  mutually 
beneficial  to  both  the  public  and  the  institutions. 

The  group  of  buildings  at  the  William  C.  Lovering  colony  for 
women,  on  Davis  Street,  and  the  congregated  dining  room  and 
kitchen  building  at  the  Raynham  farm  colony  for  men,  both 
provided  for  by  special  appropriations,  were  finished  and  occu- 
pied during  the  early  summer.  The  Lovering  colony  provides 
for  100  women  patients,  and  the  addition  of  the  dining-room 
building  at  the  Raynham  farm  colony  enables  us  to  care  for 
28  more  men  there.  There  are  now  accommodations  for  95 
men  at  the  Raynham  farm  colony,  and  additional  accommoda- 
tions for  5  more  men  will  be  provided  in  a  few  days. 
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Although  we  have  operated  the  Raynham  farm  colony  for 
quite  a  number  of  years,  and  were  therefore  somewhat  familiar 
with  the  beneficial  effect  of  colony  life  upon  men,  we  were  not 
prepared  for  the  striking  benefit,  both  in  health  and  comfort, 
shown  by  the  women  patients  at  the  Lovering  colony.  The  im- 
provement may  have  appeared  greater  than  it  really  was  by 
contrast,  but  it  was  nevertheless  very  well  marked.  In  many 
cases  the  improvement  resultant  from  changing  a  life  largely 
indoors  for  just  the  reverse  was  so  great  as  to  be  almost  start- 
ling. We  have  found  the  colony  to  be  a  great  stimulus  to 
family  care,  for  if  a  patient  does  well  for  some  time  at  the 
colony,  we  are  encouraged  to  try  them  still  further.  That  both 
colony  care  and  family  care  can  be  profitably  much  extended  is 
a  proposition  that  we  hope  to  see  demonstrated  in  the  near 
future.  Our  farm  has  as  usual  proved  a  very  useful  adjunct  to 
the  institution,  as  the  farm  account  elsewhere  tabulated  will 
demonstrate.  I  would  especially  mention  our  poultry  plant, 
which  has  proved  especially  profitable,  having  provided  us  with 
all  the  eggs  that  we  have  needed  besides  considerable  dressed 
poultry.  We  expect  to  winter  about  2,000  laying  hens  and 
pullets  beside  our  breeding  stock.  Our  brooder  house  having 
become  unfit  for  use  as  such,  we  are  now  constructing  a  larger 
rat-proof  brooder  house  that  we  expect  will  meet  our  needs. 

We  have  followed  about  the  same  general  schedule  of  recrea- 
tions as  in  previous  years.  About  750  patients  attended  the 
ten  picnics  held  during  the  summer,  the  distinguishing  feature 
of  which  was,  as  usual,  the  baseball  game.  In  addition  to  the 
general  picnics  at  the  hospital  proper,  three  small  picnics  were 
given  for  the  benefit  of  the  most  disturbed  class  of  patients,  and 
were  attended  by  24  patients.  One  picnic  was  held  at  Davis 
Street,  and  attended  by  the  entire  Lovering  colony.  From 
November  until  April,  two  evenings  in  each  week  were  devoted 
to  indoor  recreation,  stereopticon  lectures  and  dances  predomi- 
nating. Weekly  card  parties  were  also  held  and  a  number  of 
impromptu  musicales  on  the  wards,  while  a  most  excellent  con- 
cert was  given  by  members  of  the  staff. 

Madame  Stuart-Richings  gave  a  recital  at  the  Lovering  col- 
ony. The  Young  Men's  Christian  Association  of  Brockton 
presented  "The  District  Attorney,"  and  the  Taunton  Teachers' 
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Club  presented  "A  Maid  o'  Plymouth  Town."  Periodicals 
were  given  by  Dr.  Henry  R.  Stedman  of  Brookline,  Mrs.  Eliza- 
beth C.  M.  Gifford  of  East  Boston,  Rev.  James  Coyle,  Mr. 
James  P.  Rockwell,  Mrs.  Henry  Atkins,  Mrs.  A.  E.  Robinson, 
Mrs.  M.  W.  Wright  and  Mrs.  C.  B.  Harmon  of  Taunton. 

Dr.  Reginald  St.  E.  Murray  resigned  his  position  to  accept 
the  position  of  assistant  physician  in  the  Northern  Hospital  for 
the  Insane,  Winnebago,  Wis.  Dr.  Murray  was  well  equipped 
for  his  work,  and  his  resignation  was  accepted  with  regret. 
Such  resignations,  however,  must  be  expected  as  long  as  other 
States  pay  higher  salaries  than  Massachusetts.  Dr.  Murray's 
vacancy  was  provided  for  by  the  promotion  of  Dr.  Zuck.  Drs. 
Ernest  J.  Clifford  and  Beatrice  A.  Reed  were  appointed  junior 
assistant  physicians.  Mr.  Otis  E.  White,  who  had  been  our 
steward  for  nine  years,  resigned  early  in  the  year,  Mr.  Stephen 
F.  Tracey  being  appointed  to  the  vacant  position. 

The  past  year  has  in  many  respects  been  different  from  those 
preceding  it.  It  has  been  a  year  of  unrest,  of  many  changes,  of 
great  anxieties  and  of  unpleasant  accidents,  but  it  has  never- 
theless been  a  year  of  achievement  and  advance  and  not  of  re- 
trogression. Never  has  the  general  standard  of  care  given  pa- 
tients been  higher,  and  never  has  the  general  outlook  been 
brighter.  In  spite  of  failures  and  discouragements,  let  us  with 
one  accord  work  unitedly  to  raise  and  maintain  the  standard 
of  efficiency  of  our  institutions,  and  contribute  the  best  of  our 
efforts  to  promote  the  care  and  restoration  of  the  most  pain- 
fully afflicted  of  humanity.

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CLINICAL    DIRECTOR    AND    PATHOLOGIST'S 

REPORT. 


To  the  Superintendent  of  the  Taunton  State  Hospital. 

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  clinical  director  and  pa- 
thologist for  the  year  commencing  Oct.  1,  1913,  and  ending 
Sept.  30,  1914. 

1.  Clinical  Work. — The  chief  effort  in  this  direction  has 
been  to  systematize  the  physical  and  mental  examinations. 
This  has  been  in  a  large  measure  successful,  and  at  the  present 
time  a  uniform,  recording  of  results  has  added  greatly  to  the 
value  of  the  records.  The  indexing  of  the  records  according  to 
diagnosis  and  symptoms  has  not,  as  yet,  been  carried  on  with 
any  thoroughness,  owing  to  lack  of  clerical  assistance. 

It  has  been  arranged  with  Dr.  E.  E.  Southard  of  the  psycho- 
pathic hospital  that  the  clinical  director  spend  some  of  his 
time  in  that  hospital  studying  the  Yerkes  point  scale,  a  new 
method  for  the  systematized  study  of  mental  disease. 

2.  Laboratory  Work.  — ■  Routine  urine  examinations  were 
made  in  each  case;  Wassermann  examinations  were  made  when- 
ever the  condition  of  the  patient  indicated  the  desirability  of 
such  a  step;  and  the  spinal  fluid  was  examined  and  studied  in 
the  case  of  such  patients  where  this  procedure  seemed  neces- 
sary to  make  clear  the  diagnosis.  Bacteriological  work,  in  gen- 
eral limited  to  an  examination  for  the  presence  of  tubercle 
bacillus,  was  carried  on. 

Seventy-five  autopsies  were  performed  in  this  year,  which  is 
about  35  more  than  in  any  previous  year.  The  following 
statistics  refer  to  these  autopsies:  — • 

Sex.  —  Forty-five  autopsies  on  males,  a  percentage  of  33 
compared  to  the  total  male  deaths;    30  autopsies  on  females,  a 
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percentage  of  25  compared  to  the  total  female  deaths.  These 
proportions  are  rather  low,  but  seem  to  be  about  up  to  the 
standard  for  Massachusetts.

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  greater  number  were  distributed 
rather  evenly  from  the  fortieth  to  the  eightieth  year,  being 
greatest  in  the  decade  from  seventy  to  eighty.  It  is  important 
to  note  that  mental  disease  is  not  incompatible  with  great 
longevity.

This  paper  has  not 
been  published,  since  much  more  work  has  to  be  done  to  determine 
the  value  of  the  method  described. 

The  routine  for  the  coming  year  both  in  the  laboratory  and 
on  the  ward  will,  it  is  hoped,  be  much  improved  over  that  of 
the  year  here  recorded.  A  careful  routine  in  a  large  number 
of  cases  constitutes  a  very  efficient  research,  and  it  cannot  be 
unduly  emphasized  that  since  every  hospital  is  founded  on  the 
knowledge  accumulated  by  research  workers,  it  is  the  bounden 
duty  of  a  hospital  to  add  to  that  knowledge  by  deliberate  re- 
search.

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TRUSTEES'  REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council. 

The  trustees  of  the  Taunton  State  Hospital  herewith  submit 
their  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  Nov.  30,  1915,  the 
sixty-second  report  of  the  trustees  of  this  institution.  Ap- 
pended are  the  reports  of  the  superintendent,  treasurer,  clinical 
director  and  pathologist  and  the  statistics  required  by  law. 

During  the  year  648  patients  have  been  admitted  and  496 
patients  discharged.  Of  those  admitted,  348  were  males  and 
300  were  females.  Of  those  discharged,  294  were  males  and  202 
were  females.  There  have  been  166  deaths.  The  average  daily 
number  was  1,239.53.  This  was  an  increase  of  36.95  over  last 
year.  The  rated  capacity  of  the  institution  is  1,250  and  the 
number  of  boarded-out  patients  is  64.  On  September  30  the 
inmates  totalled  1,336. 

The  accompanying  tables  show  in  detail  the  number  of  com- 
mitments, the  industrial  work  accomplished  and  the  financial 
condition  of  the  hospital. 

No  new  buildings  have  been  added  this  year.  Owing  to 
delays,  the  needed  new  boilers  were  not  installed,  but  this  work 
must  be  accomplished  in  the  coming  year.  Two  large  sections 
of  the  road  to  the  institution  have  been  rebuilt  this  year,  a 
special  room  for  the  examination  of  patients  upon  arrival  has 
been  fitted  up  and  other  minor  improvements  have  been  made. 
The  administration  building,  built  to  accommodate  one-quarter 
of  the  present  number  of  officers,  is  sadly  overcrowded,  and  the 
trustees  feel  that  there  is  need  of  a  superintendent's  home  if 
only    to    relieve    the    congestion.     A    new    barn    at    Raynham 
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colony,  to  replace  the  one  so  frequently  condemned  in  earlier 
reports,  is  required. 

During  the  year  there  have  been  an  unusual  number  of 
changes  in  the  medical  staff.  Drs.  Arthur  C.  Zuck,  Ernest  J. 
Clifford  and  Beatrice  A.  Reed  resigned  to  work  in  other  fields. 
Drs.  John  J.  Thompson  and  Francis  S.  Caldicott  have  been 
appointed  assistant  physicians,  leaving  one  vacancy  September 
30. 

There  seem  to  have  been  fewer  complaints  about  the  food 
this  year  than  formerly,  and  the  trustees  have  satisfied  them- 
selves by  personal  observation  that  not  only  is  proper  attention 
being  given  this  subject  but  that  the  hospital  is  buying  food 
products  of  substantial  quality  and  at  prices  as  low  as  con- 
sistent with  quality. 

The  training  school,  established  in  1894,  has  been  continued 
with  splendid  results.  The  innovation  of  women  nurses  upon 
male  wards,  a  departure  in  which  Taunton  was  one  of  the 
leaders,  has  been  continued  and  enlarged  with  satisfactory 
effect.  Attempts  have  been  made  to  secure  nurses  by  advertis- 
ing nearer  home,  and  an  inquiry  made  during  the  summer 
showed  that  75  per  cent,  of  the  employees  were  residents  of  the 
United  States  previous  to  their  employment.  Further  inquiry 
showed  that  nearly  75  per  cent,  of  male  employees  are  eligible 
as  voters.  By  enlarging  the  opportunities  offered,  the  trustees 
hope  that  even  these  percentages  may  be  increased. 

Taunton's  out-patient  clinic,  begun  in  1908,  now  includes 
weekly  visits  at  Fall  River  and  New  Bedford.  The  results 
have  been  appreciable  and  worth  while. 

The  move  to  equalize  the  salaries  and  wages  in  the  State  hos- 
pitals has  the  hearty  indorsement  of  the  trustees  because 
classes  of  employees  at  Taunton  have  been  laboring  under  a 
wage  and  salary  handicap. 

Attention  has  been  directed  this  year  toward  enlarging  the 
occupational  and  amusement  opportunities  of  the  patients. 
Taunton  has  been  engaged  in  occupational  work  since  1854,  and 
the  records  it  has  made  attest  its  success.  In  1910  there  was 
62  per  cent,  of  the  average  daily  number  employed  in  some 
way;  this  year  the  percentage  was  75.95.  Gardening  for  the 
women  patients  at  the  Lovering  colony,  the  making  of  paper 
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bags,  the  making  of  "firemen's  shawls,"  etc.,  have  been  added 
to  the  occupations  for  this  year,  and  a  continuous  sale  of  the 
patients'  handiwork  is  maintained  at  the  hospital.  A  com- 
mittee of  the  trustees  is  at  work  on  the  matter  of  recreation  for 
the  patients.  This  now  includes  picnics,  baseball  games, 
lectures,  dances  and  other  entertainments.  The  trustees  are 
informed  that  the  Public  Library  Trustees  of  the  city  of  Taun- 
ton have  voted  to  donate  discarded  books  and  periodicals  to 
the  hospital,  and  appreciate  this  interest  in  and  thoughtfulness 
of  the  hospital  problem. 

Every  attempt  has  been  made  to  interest  the  public  in  the 
hospital's  work.  The  public  is  welcomed  every  day  in  the  week 
except  Sundays  and  holidays,  which,  on  account  of  the  pressure, 
are  reserved  for  friends  of  the  patients.  In  November  a  news- 
paper day  was  held  to  which  the  daily  and  weekly  publications 
in  the  hospital  district  were  invited  to  send  representatives,  in 
order  that  they  might  carry  away  and  convey  to  the  public  in- 
dividual opinions  formed  after  inspection  which  would  be  likely 
to  do  away  with  the  old-time  prejudices. 

During  the  past  year  the  trustees  have  conducted  through  a 
committee  an  investigation  of  the  farm  work  and  results,  but 
the  report  is  not  yet  complete. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  began  the  fiscal  year  with  a  full  mem- 
bership and  has  continued  unchanged  to  date.  The  Board  has 
paid  special  attention  to  the  investigation  of  accidents,  even 
more  so  than  required  by  law,  and  in  the  case  of  an  unfortunate 
fatality  during  the  year  has  conducted  an  inquiry  independent 
of  the  hospital  staff  or  the  legal  officers  of  the  State.  Though 
every  reasonable  precaution  is  required  at  the  hospital,  the 
trustees  believe  that  the  further  precaution  is  needed  of  having 
committing  doctors  state  on  the  entrance  blank  the  kind  and 
extent  of  a  physical  examination  they  have  given  the  patients 
before  entrance.  As  a  protection  to  the  patient  as  well  as  the 
hospital,  the  trustees  believe  that  this  rule  would  obviate  much 
of  the  difficulty  in  some  recently  discussed  cases. 

The  trustees  cannot  close  this  report  without  expressing  their 
hearty  appreciation  of  the  effective  work  of  Dr.  Goss  and  his 
corps  of  assistants  in  caring  for  the  patients  and  for  their  in- 
terest and  energv  in  the  humane  work. 
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At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  trustees  in  December,  the 
following  resolutions  were  ordered  to  be  incorporated  in  this 
report :  — 

Whereas,  Mrs.  Susan  E.  Learoyd  died  Nov.  30,  1915,  at  her  home  in 
Wakefield,  Mass.,  and 

Whereas,  Mrs.  Learoyd  served  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  as 
a  trustee  of  the  State  Hospital  at  Taunton  from  1891  to  1912,  and 

Whereas,  She  was  faithful  to  the  duties  put  upon  her,  and  by  her  cheerful 
personal  interest  in  the  patients  made  her  visits  to  the  hospital  a  looked- 
for  pleasure  to  them;   therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  wish  to  express  their  appreciation 
of  her  faithful  and  sympathetic  service  in  behalf  of  the  institution,  the 
patients  and  members  of  the  staff; 

Resolved,  That  this  be  placed  on  the  records  of  the  Board,  and  a  copy 
sent  to  Mrs.  Learoyd's  family.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  Taunton  State  Hospital. 

In  compliance  with  the  by-laws  of  your  Board,  I  present  you 
with  the  sixty-second  report  of  the  superintendent  for  the  year 
ending  Nov.  30,  1915. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  in  the  hospital  1,283 
patients,  —  686  men  and  597  women.  During  the  year  648 
patients  —  348  men  and  300  women  —  were  admitted:  261 
men  and  209  women  by  regular  commitment,  3  men  and  1 
woman  by  voluntary  commitment,  18  men  and  2  women  for 
temporary  care,  10  men  and  1  woman  for  observation,  7  men 
and  30  women  by  transfer,  2  men  from  escape,  48  men  and  50 
women  nominally  admitted  for  discharge.  The  whole  number 
of  cases  under  treatment  during  the  year  was  1,931,  —  3  less 
than  the  previous  year. 

Fifty-two  patients  were  discharged  as  recovered,  64  as  ca- 
pable of  self-support,  77  as  improved,  31  as  not  improved,  and 
166  died.  Of  the  595  cases  dismissed,  21  women  were  under 
treatment  as  dipsomaniacs  or  inebriates,  of  whom  15  were  dis- 
charged as  capable  of  self-support,  1  as  not  improved,  4  by 
transfer,  and  1  was  on  trial  visit  at  the  end  of  the  statistical 
year.  The  daily  average  number  of  patients  was  1,239.53,  — 
36.95  more  than  the  previous  year. 

Of  those  discharged  recovered,  24  had  been  insane  less  than 
one  month,  8  less  than  six  months,  1  less  than  one  year,  and 
the  whole  duration  of  insanity  in  63.46  per  cent,  of  recoveries 
did  not  exceed  one  year.  The  number  of  recoveries  is  2  more 
than  the  previous  year.  The  percentage  of  recoveries  calculated 
on  the  number  of  admissions  is  9.48;  calculated  on  the  number 
of  discharges,  10.48. 

Transfers  by  the  State  Board  of  Insanity  were  as  follows: 
42  to  the  Grafton  State  Hospital,  13  to  the  Monson  State  Hos- 
pital, 6  to  the  Westborough  State  Hospital,  3  to  the  Medfield 
State  Hospital,  2  to  the  State  Infirmary  at  Tewksbury,  2  to  the 
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Wrentham  State  School,  1  to  the  Danvers  State  Hospital,  1  to 
the  Boston  State  Hospital,  1  to  the  Bridgewater  State  Hospital, 
1  to  the  Foxborough  State  Hospital,  1  to  the  Arlington  Sani- 
tarium, and  1  to  Dr.  Coon's  Private  Hospital.  Thirteen  were 
discharged  by  order  of  the  State  Board  of  Insanity  to  leave  the 
State,  and  13  to  be  deported. 

One  hundred  and  sixty-six  patients  died  during  the  year,  — 
52  less  than  the  previous  year.  The  percentage  of  deaths  cal- 
culated on  the  daily  average  number  of  patients  is  13.4;  cal- 
culated on  the  whole  number  under  treatment,  9.09.  Fifty- 
four  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  under  treatment  during  the  year, 
of  which  23  died.  We  had  5  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  3  of  measles 
and  2  of  diphtheria,  all  cases  being  mild  and  terminating  in 
recovery.  Twenty-five  patients  —  7  men  and  18  women  —  had 
lobar  pneumonia,  and  25  patients  —  16  men  and  9  women  — 
had  broncho-pneumonia.  Of  these,  one  man  suffering  from 
lobar  pneumonia  recovered,  the  remainder  died.  This  record, 
together  with  the  records  of  former  years,  illustrates  vividly  how 
frequently  some  pneumonic  condition  is  the  cause  of  death  in 
old  debilitated  chronic  cases. 

During  the  year  we  have  fitted  25  patients  with  glasses  where 
the  necessary  correction  was  slight.  Seven  more  difficult  cases 
were  treated  by  outside  oculists. 

Four  hundred  and  eighty-five  different  patients  have  received 
dental  treatment  during  the  year.  Besides  the  regular  routine 
treatment,  all  patients  in  the  hospital  were  examined  for  Rigg's 
disease,  200  positive  cases  being  found  and  treated. 

Thirteen  hundred  and  eighty-seven  patients  —  648  men  and 
739  women  —  or  75.95  per  cent,  of  the  whole  number  under 
treatment  engaged  in  some  form  or  forms  of  employment.  Two 
new  industries  have  been  introduced  during  the  year  *—  picture 
framing  and  paper  bag  making  —  while  others  are  planned  for 
the  coming  year.  Last  December  we  held  our  annual  Christmas 
exhibition  and  sale  of  articles  made  during  the  year,  the  total 
receipts  of  which  were  $477.37.  May  1,  1915,  an  exhibition 
and  sale  room  was  opened  at  the  hospital  that  has  proved  to  be 
a  great  help  and  convenience,  as  it  enables  us  to  show  our 
handicraft  work  to  persons  interested  and  tends  to  promote  a 
steady    sale.     From   the    diversional    occupation    exhibit,    held 
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under  the  auspices  of  the  American  Medico-Psychological  Asso- 
ciation at  Old  Point  Comfort  last  May,  we  were  awarded  three 
first  prize  certificates.  This  last  summer  at  the  William  C. 
Lovering  colony  9  patients  undertook  to  cultivate  individual 
gardens,  a  small  garden  plot  being  set  aside  for  each.  These 
gardens  were  all  successes  in  a  practical  way,  while  the  neces- 
sary labor  and  care  was  a  wholesome  diversion  to  those  who 
undertook  the  work.  Mention  should  here  be  made  of  the  war 
relief  work  done  during  the  past  year  by  our  patients.  Besides 
the  regular  hospital  industries  which  have  been  kept  fully  up  to 
standard,  our  patients  have  made  2,054  articles  exclusive  of 
surgical  dressings  —  of  which  many  more  have  been  made  — 
for  the  relief  of  war  sufferers  in  Europe.  This  work  has  been 
to  many,  if  not  to  most,  a  labor  of  love.  Information  in  detail 
concerning  our  industrial  work  will  be  found  in  the  various 
tables  accompanying  this  report,  to  which  reference  is  made. 
Although  we  have  devoted  more  time  and  energy  to  diversional 
occupations  than  in  previous  years,  we  have  endeavored  not  to 
depart  in  the  least  degree  from  the  fundamental  principles  upon 
which  our  industrial  system  is  founded  and  by  which  it  has 
been  developed,  one  being  that  the  most  time  and  energy  should 
be  expended  on  those  forms  of  industry  that  are  the  most 
directly  useful  regarding  the  hospital  as  a  co-operative  com- 
munity. It  is  our  conviction  that  it  is  necessary  to  give  this 
principle  due  prominence  to  establish  a  permanent  and  valuable 
industrial  system;  this  will  also  tend  to  counteract  the  tendency 
to  develop  an  unhealthy  spirit  of  rivalry,  whereby  greater  efforts 
may  be  made  to  surpass  a  sister  institution  than  to  promote 
healthful  and  helpful  industry  according  to  the  needs  of  the 
individual  patient. 

Three  hundred  and  ninety-two  patients  —  150  men  and  242 
women  —  have  had  parole  during  the  year,  —  the  largest 
number  in  the  history  of  the  hospital.  When  we  consider  that 
this  means  that  more  than  20  per  cent,  of  the  total  number 
under  treatment  during  the  year  were  trusted  to  go  about 
freely  unattended,  it  becomes  a  striking  illustration  of  the 
freedom  given  patients  in  our  hospitals  to-day. 

The  graduating  exercises  of  our  training  school  for  nurses 
were  held  on  the  evening  of  September  30,  on  which  occasion 
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13  nurses  — 11  women  and  2  men  —  were  graduated.  The 
diplomas  were  presented  by  Mr.  Joseph  C.  Desmond,  represent- 
ing the  Board  of  Trustees.  Mrs.  Elizabeth  C.  M.  Gifford, 
representing  the  committee  of  award,  announced  the  winners  of 
prizes,  which  were  then  presented  by  Mrs.  Margaret  C.  Smith, 
representing  the  Board  of  Trustees.  "To  the  members  of  the 
graduating  class  who,  during  their  whole  period  of  hospital 
service,  shall  have  shown  the  greatest  efficiency  in  the  way  of 
personal  interest  in  and  individual  care  of  his  or  her  charges" 
two  prizes  were  awarded:  the  first,  a  prize  of  $25,  offered  by 
Dr.  Henry  R.  Stedman  of  Brookline,  Mass.,  to  Frances  Marion 
Bournes;  the  second  prize  of  $10,  offered  by  Mrs.  Elizabeth 
C.  M.  Gifford,  secretary  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  to  Emily 
Rose  Durland.  "  To  the  members  of  the  graduating  class  who, 
during  their  whole  period  of  hospital  service,  shall  have  shown 
the  greatest  general  improvement"  two  prizes  were  awarded: 
the  first,  a  prize  of  $15,  to  Pauline  Martha  Brether;  the  second, 
a  prize  of  $10,  to  Rose  Octavia  Renaud.  "To  that  member  of 
the  graduating  class  who  shows  the  greatest  efficiency  in  the 
industrial  pursuits  on  his  or  her  ward"  a  prize  of  $10,  offered  by 
Dr.  Horace  G.  Ripley,  assistant  superintendent,  was  awarded  to 
Blanche  Antoinette  Provost.  Nine  general  hospital  graduates, 
having  completed  the  prescribed  postgraduate  course,  received 
postgraduate  certificates. 

During  the  year,  17  women  nurses  completed  their  service  of 
six  months  in  the  Boston  City  Hospital,  and  19  women  nurses 
completed  their  service  of  three  months  in  the  New  York 
Nursery  and  Child's  Hospital,  New  York  City.  Twenty-three 
graduates  of  our  training  school  are  in  our  employ  at  the 
present  time.     The  training  school  membership  is  as  follows: —

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Nine  pupil  nurses  are  serving  their  required  periods  in  affili- 
ated hospitals.  We  feel  that  our  school  is  in  a  healthy  condi- 
tion and  that  it  is  steadily  making  progress,  but  there  are 
dangers  to  be  avoided,  the  most  dangerous  and  subtle  of  which 
is  the  tendency  noticeable  in  some  sister  States  to  consider  the 
hospital  for  the  benefit  of  the  training  school  instead  of  the 
reverse.  Those  who  fall  into  this  error  forget  that  both  doctor 
and  nurse  are  merely  the  servants  of  the  patient,  and  that  it  is 
only  to  enable  them  to  discharge  their  duties  properly  as  such 
servants  that  they  are  educated.  In  this  connection  this  may 
be  stated  as  self-evident  and  certainly  true,  that  any  change  or 
requirement  that  lessens  the  care  that  the  individual  patient 
receives,  or  that  tends  to  intrust  that  care  to  less  competent 
hands,  is  a  step  backward. 

In  last  year's  report  we  stated  that  we  felt  "  that  family  care, 
at  least  in  this  institution,"  was  "in  the  experimental  stage." 
With  another  year's  experience  behind  us  we  now  feel  that 
family  care  has  passed  the  experimental  stage  and  is  firmly 
established.  In  family  care  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  we 
had  31  patients  —  6  men  and  25  women;  we  received  by  trans- 
fer 22  patients  — 3  men  and  19  women  —  and  close  the  year 
with  66  patients  —  9  men  and  57  women  —  in  family  care.  We 
have  been  hampered  in  the  work  by  lack  of  proper  facilities  for 
•transportation,  which  we  hope  will  be  corrected  during  the 
coming  year.  The  work  of  the  past  year  convinces  us  that  in 
family  care  we  possess  a  valuable  means  of  treatment  for 
properly  selected  cases. 

The  wisdom  of  employing  women  nurses  on  the  men's  wards 
has,  we  believe,  been  clearly  demonstrated,  and  we  have  ex- 
tended the  system  until  all  but  one  of  the  men's  wards  are 
managed  by  women  nurses  except  at  night.  Further  extension 
is  planned  to  cover  at  least  part  of  the  night  service.  The 
normal  number  of  nurses  on  the  men's  wards  at  present  is  77, 
of  whom  38  are  women. 

The  clinics  mentioned  in  last  report  have  been  continued 
throughout  the  year,  348  patients,  including  62  former  inmates 
of  the  hospital,  having  been  examined.  In  addition  to  the 
clinics  mentioned  above  we  have  held,  in  co-operation  with  the 
Massachusetts  School  for  the  Feeble-minded,  a  monthly  clinic 
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for  children  at  Fall  River  which  has  been  fully  attended,  the 
results  of  which  have  been  gratifying,  as  we  have  been  able  to 
give  assistance  in  quite  a  number  of  cases.  The  question  of 
establishing  a  similar  clinic  at  New  Bedford  is  under  considera- 
tion at  the  present  time.  Our  annual  public  clinic,  for  the 
benefit  of  the  North  Bristol  branch  of  the  Massachusetts  Medi- 
cal Society  and  the  local  Doctors'  Club,  was  held  in  February 
and  was  as  usual  well  attended. 

Nov.  16,  1915,  was  observed  at  our  institution  as  "newspaper 
day,"  a  notice  to  that  effect  and  an  invitation  to  attend  being 
sent  to  every  newspaper  in  our  district.  Representatives  of  22 
newspapers  accepted  the  invitation,  and  after  visiting  all  parts 
of  the  institution  sat  down  to  dinner,  which  was  presided  over 
by  the  chairman  of  your  Board,  Mr.  C.  C.  Cain,  Jr.  After 
dinner  brief  addresses  were  made  by  Mr.  Cain  and  your  superin- 
tendent, after  which  late  comers,  who  did  not  arrive  in  time  to 
visit  the  wards  before  dinner,  were  conducted  through  the  insti- 
tution. It  is  hoped  to  make  this  an  annual  event,  as  we  regard 
it  of  the  greatest  importance  that  the  people  at  large  should 
know  what  the  State  actually  does  and  what  it  is  trying  to  do 
for  those  under  its  care. 

Our  two  colonies  are  now  fully  equipped  to  care  for  100 
patients  each  and  are  more  clearly  demonstrating  their  great 
value  as  time  goes  on. 

The  brooder  house  mentioned  in  last  year's  report  as  under 
construction  has  been  in  use  since  early  in  the  year,  and  proves 
a  very  practical  addition  to  our  farm  equipment. 

Eight  hundred  and  seventeen  patients  —  415  men  and  402 
women  —  attended  the  seventeen  picnics  held  during  the  sum- 
mer, at  which  as  usual  baseball  was  the  most  popular  di- 
version. Eleven  picnics  were  general  in  character  and  attended 
by  between  400  and  500  patients;  one  was  given  at  the  William 
C.  Lovering  colony  and  attended  by  the  whole  colony,  while 
five  were  for  the  more  disturbed  patients  and  were  attended  by 
60  different  patients  —  12  men  and  48  women.  As  in  former 
years,  two  evenings  of  each  week  from  November  to  April  were 
devoted  to  entertainments  in  the  chapel,  while  weekly  card 
parties  were  held  on  both  men's  and  women's  wards. 

Many  good  friends  of  the  hospital  at  various  times  during 
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the  year  bestowed  upon  us  useful  gifts.  Mr.  A.  B.  Reed  of 
Abington  presented  us  with  a  large  number  of  excellent  straw- 
berry plants.  The  publishers  of  the  "New  Bedford  Mercury" 
and  the  "Old  Colony  Memorial"  have  continued  to  send  their 
valuable  papers  to  us  without  expense,  as  they  have  for  many 
years.  Miscellaneous  periodicals  have  been  presented  by  Mr. 
A.  B.  Reed  of  Abington,  Mass.,  Mrs.  Elizabeth  C.  M.  Gifford, 
of  East  Boston,  Mass.,  Rev.  James  Coyle,  Dr.  Abraham  Myer- 
son,  Mr.  Julius  Rockwell,  Mr.  Nathan  Freedman,  Mr.  Charles 
Harmon,  Reed  &  Barton,  Mrs.  Edward  French,  Mrs.  N.  W. 
Wright,  Mrs.  G.  B.  Lawton,  Mrs.  W.  H.  Bent,  Miss  Grace 
Lewis,  Mrs.  L.  D.  Manter,  Mrs.  A.  C.  Robinson,  Mrs.  Fred 
Hamlin  and  Mrs.  J.  J.  Carr,  all  of  Taunton.  Material  for  in- 
dustrial work  was  given  by  Mrs.  Elizabeth  C.  M.  Gifford  of 
East  Boston  and  Miss  Agnes  Rockery  of  New  York  City. 

During  the  year  Drs.  Arthur  C.  Zuck,  Ernest  J.  Clifford  and 
Beatrice  A.  Reed  and  lay  assistant  Wilhelmina  S.  Marshall 
resigned  to  take  up  work  in  other  fields.  Drs.  John  J.  Thomp- 
son and  Francis  S.  Caldicott  have  been  appointed  assistant 
physicians. 

On  the  very  last  day  of  the  hospital  year,  Mrs.  Susan  E. 
Learoyd,  for  years  a  resident  of  Taunton,  and  for  many  years  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  died  at  her  home  in  Wake- 
field. Mrs.  Learoyd  was  a  faithful  and  active  member  of  the 
Board,  devoted  to  and  loved  by  the  patients,  who  moreover  did 
not  lose  interest  in  the  hospital  after  her  retirement,  but  con- 
tinued to  visit  and  take  an  active  interest  in  everything  per- 
taining to  the  institution  until  prevented  by  the  infirmities  of 
age.  Beloved  by  all  with  whom  she  came  in  contact,  she  was 
especially  loved  by  the  patients,  who  looked  for  her  visits  with 
eager  anticipation  and  expressed  the  keenest  regret  when  she 
was  unable  for  any  reason  to  come.  It  may  be  truly  said  of 
her  "she  hath  done  what  she  could." 

In  conclusion,  I  feel  that  I  must  express  my  grateful  acknowl- 
edgments to  the  faithful  officers  and  employees  who  have  so 
loyally  supported  the  administration  of  the  hospital  during  the 
year  that  has  passed. 

Perhaps  you  will  allow  me  to  congratulate  your  Board  for 
the  very  active  and  efficient  service  that  you  have  rendered  the 
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hospital.  Referring  to  the  record  book  I  find  that  collectively 
and  individually  your  Board  is  credited  with  166  visits  during 
the  past  year,  while  a  quorum  has  been  present  at  every  regular 
meeting.     Certainly  a  record  of  which  to  be  proud. 

In  spite  of  discouragements  and  failures,  of  difficulties,  per- 
plexities and  ever  increasing  complications  are  we  not  each  and 
all  conscious  of  progress,  and  shall  we  not  turn  our  faces  reso- 
lutely forward  and  with  renewed  energy  take  up  the  mighty  task 
before  us?

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CLINICAL    DIRECTOR    AND    PATHOLOGIST'S 

REPORT. 


To  the  Superintendent  and  Trustees  of  the  Taunton  State  Hospital. 

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  pathologist  and  clinical 
director  for  the  work  done  in  his  departments  during  the  past 
year. 

Pathological  Work. 

(a)  Autopsy  Work. 
The  number  of  autopsies  performed  was  49,  27  of  these  being 
on  males,  22  on  females.  The  autopsy  percentage,  that  is,  the 
ratio  to  the  total  number  of  deaths,  was  28.9,  the  male  autopsies 
being  31.7  per  cent,  of  total  male  deaths,  female  autopsies 
being  26.2  per  cent,  of  total  female  deaths.  These  percentages 
are  low,  but,  with  the  exception  of  autopsies  obtained  at  Dan- 
vers,  they  are  about  equal  to  those  obtained  in  the  State  hos- 
pitals of  Massachusetts.  The  importance  of  the  autopsy  as  a 
means  of  furthering  medical  research  has  led  the  pathologist  to 
write  a  paper  emphasizing  this  fact,  in  non-scientific  language, 
which  was  published  in  the  "Attleboro  Sun,"  and  following  that 
in  other  papers  of  the  community  served  by  the  Taunton  State 
Hospital.  It  is  hoped  and  to  a  certain  degree  expected  that 
such  publicity  given  to  the  aims  of  the  scientific  department  of 
the  hospital  will  increase  its  value.

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It  will  be  seen  by  the  above  table  that  the  largest  number  of 
the  autopsies  were  performed  on  persons  between  fifty  and 
eighty  years  of  age.  This  is  in  accordance  with  the  general 
death  rate  of  the  hospital,  which  in  many  respects  is  as  good 
and  perhaps  better  than  the  death  rate  of  the  community  in 
general.  In  other  words,  hospital  conditions  at  the  present 
time  do  not  shorten  life,  and  in  the  case  of  the  insane  un- 
doubtedly prolong  it  many  years. 

A  point  to  be  emphasized  is  that  many  of  our  patients  are 
admitted  in  what  is  practically  a  dying  condition.  For  example, 
of  the  autopsies  performed,  ten  of  the  patients  had  been  in  the 
hospital  less  than  one  month  and  the  majority  of  these  about 
one  week.  Since  in  many  cases  the  transfer  was  from  an 
inferior  environment  from  the  standpoint  of  medical  care,  it 
becomes  evident  that  we  are  receiving  patients  whose  mental 
symptoms  are  incidental  to  approaching  death.  The  fact  that 
an  ancestor  died  in  an  insane  hospital  is  as  yet  something  to  be 
avoided  in  family  histories. 

Causes  of  Death.  —  It  is  to  be  emphasized  that  in  the  fol- 
lowing tables  only  the  immediate  cause  is  given.  In  many 
cases  several  contributory  causes  had  operated  for  a  long  time 
before  the  immediate  agent  of  death  came  into  play.

Of  the  cases  of  dementia  prsecox,  2  had  associated  epilepsy. 
Of  the  organic  brain  diseases,  4  were  caused  by  cerebral  hem- 
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orrhage,  2  by  cerebral  thrombosis,  1  from  tubercular  meningitis, 
and  1  from  tumor  of  the  brain.  In  the  senile  dementias, 
arteriosclerosis  was  prominent,  but  it  is  not  believed  that  this 
organic  condition  was  anything  more  than  an  incidental  factor 
in  the  course  of  the  psychosis.  The  cases  designated  as  "un- 
classified" resembled  in  most  respects  manic-depressive  in- 
sanity and  are  perhaps  more  nearly  related  to  this  disease  than 
to  any  other. 

It  will  be  noted  that  of  the  so-called  endogenous  diseases, 
that  is  to  say,  those  cases  in  which  no  definite  pathology  has 
been  established  and  which  are  said,  therefore,  to  depend  upon 
hereditary  and  other  internal  factors,  the  females  autopsied 
suffered  more  heavily  than  did  the  males;  thus  in  the  senile 
dementia,  dementia  prsecox,  involution  psychoses,  presenile 
dementia  and  unclassified  groups  there  are  20  females  as  against 
9  males.  On  the  other  hand,  in  the  psychoses  which  are  to  be 
considered  as  organic  in  their  character,  that  is  to  say,  general 
paresis,  organic  brain  disease  and  tabeo  paresis,  there  are  2 
females  as  contrasted  with  18  males. 

This,  of  course,  is  a  gross  exaggeration  of  the  ratio  obtained 
in  general,  but  it  is  nevertheless  true  that  organic  diseases 
are  more  prevalent  among  the  male  population  in  the  insane 
hospitals,  while  the  endogenous  diseases  are  more  prevalent 
among  the  female  population. 

(b)  Other  Laboratory  Work. 
This  comprised  the  routine  examination  of  urine,  examination 
of  blood  and  sputum  whenever  necessary  or  indicated,  examina- 
tion of  spinal  fluid  for  certain  chemical  and  cytological  changes, 
the  obtaining  of  spinal  fluid  and  the  blood  for  Wassermann 
reaction,  the  cultivation  of  bacteria  and  general  bacteriological 
study.  The  statistics  from  this  work  of  the  laboratory  are  not 
here  published  because  they  are  not  believed  to  be  of  any  par- 
ticular importance.  The  Wassermann  statistics  would  be  of 
importance  had  the  test  been  made  on  all  patients  admitted  to 
the  hospital.  Since  the  Wassermann  statistics  represent  only 
selected  cases,  they  throw  no  light  on  the  incidence  of  syphilis 
in  the  hospital. 
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(c)  Research  Work  of  the  Laboratory. 

For  the  past  year  the  pathologist  has  been  studying,  both  in 
the  cases  coming  to  autopsy  in  this  hospital  and  in  the  material 
obtained  from  fifty  cases  autopsied  at  Worcester  State  Hospital, 
the  condition  of  the  sympathetic  nervous  system,  particularly 
the  semilunar  ganglion.  This  branch  of  the  nervous  system  has 
received  no  routine  study  in  insane  hospitals,  although  its 
importance  in  relation  to  the  emotional  and  vegetative  life  of 
the  individual  cannot  be  overestimated.  As  a  result  of  this 
study  it  can  be  definitely  stated  that  certain  important  changes 
take  place,  both  of  an  acute  and  chronic  nature.  Of  the  acute 
changes  it  may  be  stated  that  exhaustive  and  infectious 
diseases  play  an  important  part  in  producing  them.  The 
chronic  changes  seem  to  indicate  that  this  part  of  the  nervous 
system,  which  is  one  of  the  latest  to  appear  in  the  animal  scale, 
shows  a  particular  liability  to  early  senility  and  early  atrophy. 
Compared  with  the  central  nervous  system,  that  is,  the  brain 
and  the  cord,  the  semilunar  ganglion  becomes  aged  earlier  and 
more  intensely. 

Work  on  the  adrenal  glands  commenced  over  a  year  ago  is 
still  .progressing.  The  results  which  have  been  recorded  from 
time  to  time  in  papers  before  medical  societies  have  not  yet 
been  published  nor  are  they  ready  for  complete  summarization. 

A  large  part  of  the  laboratory  time  has  been  spent  in  ex- 
perimentation with  the  aim  of  developing  new  methods  of 
study.  Medical  progress  depends  upon  the  development  of 
new  methods  of  study.  The  pathologist  has  felt  that  certain 
ideals  of  study  of  the  nervous  system  are  not  possible  under  the 
technique  used  at  present,  and  it  has  been  his  aim  to  develop 
new  methods.  While  the  results  as  yet  obtained  are  sporadic 
and  incomplete,  it  is  believed  that  they  promise  success  in  the 
attainment  of  technical  ideals  for  the  future. 

Clinical  Work. 

The  efforts  of  the  clinical  director  have  been  directed  entirely 
to  the  study  of  family  insanity.  For  the  past  two  years 
sporadic  work  has  been  done  in  studying  the  descendants  of  the 
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•insane,  but  in  the  past  six  months  because  of  the  assistance  of 
Miss  Ethel  Latham  a  systematic  effort  has  been  made  possible. 
This  research,  with  the  general  idea  that  it  is  to  discover  the 
fate  of  the  descendants  of  the  insane,  has  been  divided  into  the 
following  problems:  — 

1.  How  do  the  marriage  ratio  and  relationships  of  the  insane 
differ,  if  at  all,  from  that  of  the  normal  population? 

This  part  of  the  work  has  been  practically  completed  and 
the  answer  can  be  stated  as  follows:  the  patients  suffering 
from  senile  dementia  marry  in  about  the  same  proportion  as 
do  the  normal  population,  and,  as  a  result,  the  patients  who 
enter  this  hospital  at  the  age  of  sixty  or  upwards  are  nearly 
all  married  or  widowed.  That  is  to  say,  the  single  and  the 
divorced  have  died  before  they  reached  this  age.  Of  the 
dementia  prsecox  patients,  the  females  are  more  often  married 
than  are  the  males,  which  fact  can  be  explained  by  the  state- 
ment that  upon  the  male  devolves  the  initiative  for  marriage 
and  the  dementia  prsecox  patient  is  notoriously  lacking  in  this 
quality;  hence  the  males  are  single  in  greater  proportion  than 
are  the  females.  The  marriage  rate  of  the  alcoholics  is  less 
than  the  marriage  rate  of  any  other  class  of  the  insane. 

2.  The  appearance  of  families  in  the  population  of  the. hos- 
pital since  the  time  of  its  founding,  in  1854. 

We  have  at  present  a  complete  list  of  all  the  families,  mem- 
bers of  which  have  been  in  the  hospital  from  the  founding  of 
the  hospital  to  the  present  day.  The  analysis  of  this  list 
has  not  yet  been  made,  but  it  is  sufficient  to  say  that  we 
have  over  fifteen  hundred  patients  whose  cases  must  be  studied 
and  analyzed. 

3.  The  number  of  patients  in  this  hospital  at  present  who 
have  relatives  here  now  or  who  have  had  relatives  here  in  the 
past. 

This  part  of  the  work  is  not  yet  completed. 

4.  The  main  body  of  the  problem  lies  in  the  effort  to  dis- 
cover the  fate  of  the  descendants  of  those  patients  who  were  in 
the  hospital  at  least  two  generations  ago. 

We  have  divided  these  patients  into  two  groups:  first,  those 
whose  descendants  reappeared  in  the  hospital,  and  in  their 
cases  we   are   studying   particularly  the   variation  in  the  form 
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of  the  psychosis  and  in  the  character  of  the  symptoms;  and 
second,  those  whose  descendants  did  not  reappear  in  the  hos- 
pital. These  constitute  by  far  the  most  important  group.  It 
is  necessary  to  know  whether  the  stock  became  extinct  or 
whether  because  of  fortunate  intermarriage  or  some  other  factor 
the  stock  recovered. 

The  above  is  a  brief  outline  of  a  research  that  must  take 
years  for  any  approach  to  completion.  Meanwhile  important 
facts  are  being  turned  up  in  every  step  of  the  work.

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TRUSTEES'   REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council. 

The  trustees  of  the  Taunton  State  Hospital  herewith  submit 
their  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  Nov.  30,  1916,  the  sixty- 
third  report  of  the  trustees  of  this  institution.  Appended  are 
the  reports  of  the  superintendent,  treasurer,  clinical  director  and 
pathologist  and  the  statistics  required  by  law. 

During  the  year  635  patients  have  been  admitted  and  648 
were  discharged.  There  have  been  172  deaths.  The  average 
daily  number  in  the  hospital  was  1,339.11.  This  was  an  in- 
crease of  45.22  over  last  year  as  compared  to  the  36.95  increase 
reported  in  1915.  There  were  58  patients  boarded  out.  Four 
hundred  had  parole. 

The  accompanying  tables  show  in  detail  the  number  of  com- 
mitments and  the  financial  condition  of  the  hospital.  It  is  note- 
worthy that  76  per  cent,  of  the  patients  were  employed  at  some 
kind  of  work. 

Again  we  must  report  that  no  new  buildings  were  added  this 
year.  The  administration  building  remains  sadly  overcrowded, 
and  emphasizes  the  repeated  demand  for  the  relief  that  a  super- 
intendent's home  would  give.  The  accommodations  for  nurses 
are  also  inadequate,  and  some  are  quartered  in  space  that 
should  be  used  for  patients.  In  particular  this  is  so  in  the 
infirmary  where  room  that  should  be  kept  for  a  contagious 
disease  ward  is  given  up  to  nurses.  In  addition  there  is  still 
the  need  of  a  barn  at  the  Borden  Colony  in  Raynham. 

A  substantial  start  was  made  this  year  in  replacing  boilers 
that  have  outgrown  their  usefulness,  and  the  trustees  hope  that 
the  Legislature  will  see  fit  to  continue  this  work.  Road  build- 
ing on  the  main  thoroughfare  of  the  institution  was  continued 
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with  good  results,  and  another  year  should  see  this  completed 
to  the  rear  gate,  if  possible. 

The  shortage  of  labor  has  been  a  serious  factor  here  as  else- 
where, and  the  plan  for  having  women  nurses  on  male  wards, 
begun  as  an  innovation  with  satisfactory  result,  has  been  con- 
tinued and  enlarged  as  a  necessity.  But  in  the  equalization  of 
salaries  lies  the  hope  of  making  this  service  so  attractive  that 
no  department  will  meet  the  obstacle  of  labor  shortage.  There 
is  no  reason  why  the  State  should  expect  to  pay  less  at  Taunton 
than  it  does  at  any  other  like  institution. 

One  more  automobile,  a  second-hand  one,  was  added  this 
year  as  necessary  because  of  the  condition  of  our  horses.  With 
the  addition  of  another  machine  this  year,  the  trustees  hope 
that  the  horse  and  carriage  service  can  be  practically  dispensed 
with,  resulting  in  more  satisfactory  service. 

The  trustees  desire  to  point  out  that  the  coal  appropriation 
has  been  inadequate  for  several  years,  requiring  the  hospital  to 
contract  for  coal  at  the  end  of  a  year  without  having  money  to 
pay  for  it.  The  advantage  of  buying  a  year's  supply  at  once  is 
obvious,  and,  if  approved,  the  estimates  filed  for  the  coming 
year  will  allow  this. 

The  trustees  this  year  designated  a  colony  and  several  build- 
ings with  the  names  of  some  of  those  who  have  served  the 
institution  well  in  the  past.  This  seems  a  lasting  recognition 
that  is  worthy  to  become  a  custom.  The  colony  at  Raynham 
was  named  in  honor  of  Simeon  Borden,  formerly  chairman  of 
this  Board.  The  industrial  building  was  named  in  honor  of  Dr. 
Henry  R.  Stedman,  a  former  chairman  of  this  Board.  The 
female  nurses'  home  was  named  in  honor  of  Mrs.  Susan  E. 
Learoyd,  one  of  the  first  women  members  of  this  Board.  The 
greenhouse  was  named  in  honor  of  Oakes  A.  Ames,  who  also 
served  as  chairman  of  this  Board.  The  male  nurses'  home  was 
named  in  honor  of  Ruth  S.  Murray,  who  served  on  this  Board 
for  seventeen  years,  and  was  the  mother  of  the  present  secretary 
of  the  Board.  Of  the  main  plant,  the  east  wing  wards,  from  1 
to  6,  inclusive,  and  also  the  west  wing  wards,  from  1  to  6,  in- 
clusive, were  named  in  honor  of  Dr.  George  C.  S.  Choate,  the 
first  superintendent  of  this  institution.  The  east  wing  wards, 
from  7  to  9,  inclusive,  and  also  the  west  wing  wards,  from  7  to 
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9,  inclusive,  were  named  in  honor  of  Dr.  William  W.  Godding, 
the  second  superintendent  of  the  hospital,  under  whose  ad- 
ministration these  wards  were  erected. 

The  trustees  close  the  year  with  renewed  appreciation  of  the 
faithful  and  energetic  work  of  Dr.  Goss  and  his  assistants.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  Taunton  State  Hospital. 

In  compliance  with  the  by-laws  of  your  Board,  I  present  the 
sixty-third  report  of  the  superintendent  for  the  year  ending 
Nov.  30,  1916. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  in  the  hospital  1,336 
patients,  —  692  men  and  644  women.  During  the  year,  635 
patients  —  366  men  and  269  women  —  were  admitted :  494  — 
278  men  and  216  women  —  by  regular  commitment;  8  —  5 
men  and  3  women  —  by  voluntary  commitment;  34  —  24  men 
and  10  women  —  for  temporary  care;   7  —  2  men  and  5  women 

—  by  transfer;  17  —  10  men  and  7  women  —  from  visit;  1 
man  from  escape;  and  74  —  46  men  and  28  women  —  nomi- 
nally admitted  for  discharge.  The  whole  number  of  cases  under 
treatment  during  the  year  was  1,971, — 40  more  than  the  pre- 
ceding year. 

Fifty  patients  were  discharged  as  recovered,  54  capable  of 
self-support,  66  as  improved,  35  as  not  improved,  9  as  not  in- 
sane, and  172  died.  Of  the  648  cases  dismissed,  2  women  were 
under  treatment  as  dipsomaniacs  or  inebriates,  of  whom  1  was 
discharged  as  capable  of  self-support,  and  1  as  improved.  The 
number  of  recoveries  is  8  less  than  the  preceding  year.  The 
percentage  of  recoveries  calculated  on  the  number  of  ad- 
missions is  9.9;  calculated  on  the  number  of  discharges,  8.8. 

The  daily  average  number  of  patients  under  care  was  1,339.11, 

—  45.22  more  than  the  preceding  year. 

Transfers  by  the  State  Board  of  Insanity  and  their  successors, 
the  Massachusetts  Commission  on  Mental  Diseases,  were  as 
follows:  2  to  the  Boston  State  Hospital,  1  to  the  Bridgewater 
State  Hospital,  1  to  the  Danvers  State  Hospital,  1  to  the  Fox- 
borough  State  Hospital,  20  to  the  Gardner  State  Colony,  51  to 
the  Grafton  State  Hospital,  57  to  the  Medfield  State  Hospital, 
and  4  to  the  State  Infirmary.  By  the  authority  of  the  same 
Board  and  Commission,  12  were  discharged  to  leave  the  State, 
and  12  to  be  deported.

One  hundred  and  seventy-two  patients  died  during  the  year, 
—  6  more  than  the  year  preceding.  The  percentage  of  deaths 
calculated  on  the  daily  average  number  of  patients  is  12.8; 
calculated  on  the  whole  number  under  treatment,  8.7. 

During  the  year  we  had  69  cases  of  tuberculosis  —  34  men 
and  35  women  —  with  18  deaths;  6  cases  of  diphtheria  and  7 
of  erysipelas  with  no  deaths ;  6  cases  of  dysentery  —  4  men  and 
2  women  —  with  2  deaths;  157  cases  of  acute  enteritis  —  6  men 
and  151  women  —  with  9  deaths. 

Sixty-seven  different  patients  have  had  glasses  fitted;  of 
these,  22  were  examined  and  fitted  by  outside  oculists. 

Three  hundred  and  fifty-eight  different  patients  have  re- 
ceived dental  treatment;  of  these,  75  were  treated  for  Rigg's 
disease  by  the  visiting  dentist,  while  many  others  were  treated 
by  the  regular  staff  physicians. 

Fourteen  hundred  and  sixty-six  patients,  —  696  men  and  770 
women,  —  76  per  cent,  of  all  patients  under  treatment,  engaged 
in  some  form  of  employment.  While  our  regular  established 
industries  kept  about  the  usual  number  occupied,  it  is  fitting 
that  special  mention  be  made  of  several.  Of  new  industries, 
pine  needle  work,  wood  carving  and  pottery,  including  kiln 
firing,  were  introduced.  At  the  Lovering  Colony,  a  large  pro- 
portion of  the  women  assisted  at  fruit  picking  and  gardening, 
while  21  voluntarily  cultivated  individual  gardens.  Those 
interested  in  war  relief  work  exceeded  the  record  of  the  pre- 
ceding year,  2,514  different  articles  being  made  besides  a  large 
number  of  surgical  dressings. 

Four  hundred  patients  —  197  men  and  203  women  —  have 
had  parole  during  the  year. 

On  the  evening  of  September  28,  the  graduating  exercises  of 
our  training  school  for  nurses  were  held;  19  nurses  —  3  men 
and  16  women  — being  presented  with  diplomas  by  Philip  E. 
Brady,  Esq.,  representing  the  Board  of  Trustees.  Mrs.  Eliza- 
beth C.  M.  Gifford,  representing  the  committee  of  award, 
announced  the  prize  winners.  "To  the  members  of  the  gradua- 
ting class  who,  during  the  whole  period  of  hospital  service,  shall 
have  shown  the  greatest  proficiency  in  the  way  of  personal 
interest  in  and  individual  care  of  his  or  her  charges"  two  prizes 
were  awarded:  the  first,  $20,  given  by  a  friend  of  the  school, 
to  Miss  Lillian  Elizabeth  Stopford  Taylor;    the  second, 
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given  by  Mrs.  Elizabeth  C.  M.  Gifford,  secretary  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  to  Miss  Mary  Catherine  Fagan.  "To  those  mem- 
bers of  the  graduating  class  who,  during  the  whole  period  of 
hospital  service,  shall  have  shown  the  greatest  general  im- 
provement" two  prizes  were  awarded:  the  first,  $15,  to  George 
Andrew  McGuire;  the  second,  $10,  to  Miss  Ellen  Stopford 
Taylor.  "To  that  member  of  the  graduating  class  who  shows 
the  greatest  efficiency  in  the  industrial  pursuits  on  his  or.  her 
ward,"  a  prize  of  $10,  given  by  Dr.  Horace  G.  Ripley,  was 
awarded  to  Miss  Katherine  Williston  Kirkpatrick.  The  prizes 
were  then  presented  to  the  winners  by  Philip  E.  Brady,  Esq. 
Six  general  hospital  graduates  having  completed  the  prescribed 
course  were  awarded  and  presented  post-graduate  certificates. 
During  the  year,  12  women  nurses  completed  their  six  months' 
service  in  the  Boston  City  Hospital,  and  11  women  nurses  com- 
pleted their  three  months'  service  in  the  New  York  Nursery  and 
Child's  Hospital,  New  York  City.  Seventeen  nurses  are  now 
serving  the  required  period  in  the  Boston  City  Hospital. 
Circumstances  rendering  it  both  necessary  and  advisable,  our 
affiliation  with  the  New  York  Nursery  and  Child's  Hospital  was 
canceled  several  months  ago,  and  the  period  of  service  in  the 
Boston  City  Hospital  increased  to  ten  months,  the  Boston  City 
Hospital  now  having  an  excellent  maternity  service.  This 
change  we  expect  to  work  to  our  advantage,  as  it  will  render  it 
unnecessary  for  our  nurses  to  leave  the  State,  and  will  reduce 
our  affiliation  to  one  near-by  hospital,  not  too  far  away  for  us 
to  keep  in  touch  with  our  nurses  throughout  their  service.  In 
last  year's  report,  we  called  attention  to  certain  subtle  dangers 
that  threatened  nursing  in  general,  and  our  training  schools  in 
particular.  These  dangers  are  becoming  more  apparent  daily; 
already  nurses'  associations  have  practically  bound  themselves 
not  to  care  for  the  sick  for  a  lower  rate  than  a  certain  specified 
sum  per  day  or  per  week,  thus  branding  themselves  with  the 
sordid  stamp  of  mercenary  commercialism.  While  in  our  own 
State  an  effort  was  made  this  past  year  to  pass  a  bill  that 
would  have  prevented  all  unregistered  nurses,  no  matter  how 
competent,  from  caring  for  the  sick,  and  would,  moreover,  de- 
prive all  but  the  well-to-do  of  the  service  of  a  nurse,  or  bring 
them  to  the  level  of  paupers.  An  effort  to  pass  a  similar  bill 
will    be    made    this    coming    winter,    and    should    be    strongly 
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opposed  by  all  who  have  the  best  interests  of  nursing  at  heart. 
The  growing  tendency,  moreover,  to  raise  training  school  re- 
quirements unnecessarily,  and  to  multiply  unduly  the  subjects 
taught,  thereby  rendering  it  impossible  for  more  than  a  small 
per  cent,  of  the  number  seeking  instruction  to  graduate,  and  at 
the  same  time  encouraging  a  lower  grade  of  instruction  to  train 
so-called  hospital  attendants,  seems  to  us  most  unwise.  The 
inevitable  result  will  be  to  weaken  our  training  schools,  lower 
the  standard  of  care  in  our  hospitals,  and  turn  us  backward 
instead  of  assisting  us  to  advance. 

Adequate  means  of  transportation,  now  at  our  command, 
have  enabled  us  to  supervise  our  patients  out  in  family  care 
with  comparative  ease,  and  we  close  a  successful  year  with  58 
patients  —  8  men  and  50  women  —  in  family  care,  —  8  less  than 
the  preceding  year. 

The  employment  of  women  nurses  on  the  men's  wards  has 
been  extended  with  good  results;  of  the  58  day  nurses  36  are 
women,  and  of  the  16  night  nurses  8  are  women.  In  fact,  we 
have  been  obliged  to  employ  women  on  the  men's  wards  for  the 
past  year  to  a  greater  extent  than  we  otherwise  should,  perhaps, 
were  it  not  for  the  difficulty,  and,  indeed,  impossibility,  of  pro- 
curing a  sufficient  number  of  men. 

Mental  clinics  have  been  held  during  the  past  year  in  Taunton, 
Fall  River  and  New  Bedford.  At  the  present  time  a  clinic  for 
adults  is  held  weekly  in  Taunton,  and  monthly  in  Fall  River 
and  New  Bedford;  children's  clinics  are  also  held  monthly  in 
Fall  River  and  New  Bedford  in  co-operation  with  the  Massa- 
chusetts School  for  the  Feeble-minded.  In  addition  to  the 
above,  at  the  request  of  the  school  authorities  of  Taunton,  a 
four  days'  clinic  was  held  last  June  in  this  city,  during  which 
nearly  50  children  were  examined.  The  greatest  credit  is  due 
Dr.  Fernald,  superintendent  of  the  Massachusetts  School  for 
the  Feeble-minded,  for  his  zeal  and  self-sacrificing  willingness  to 
co-operate  in  this  important  work. 

Six  hundred  and  eighty-five  patients  attended  the  14  picnics 
held  for  their  recreation  during  the  summer.  Of  these,  2  were 
held  at  the  Lovering  Colony  and  were  attended  by  the  whole 
population  of  both  nurses  and  patients;  2  were  for  the  most 
disturbed  patients  and  were  attended  by  14  each;  the  remaining 
10  were  attended  by  the  main  body  of  patients,  at  which  base- 
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ball  was  as  usual  the  principal  diversion.  During  the  cooler 
months,  as  in  previous  years,  two  evenings  of  each  week  were 
devoted  to  dancing  and  other  entertainments  in  the  chapel,  and 
weekly  card  parties  were  held  on  East  and  West  Godding  No.  9. 

One  evening  last  spring  all  male  employees  were  invited  to 
attend  a  "citizenship"  meeting  in  our  chapel,  and  a  large 
number  were  present.  An  introductory  address  was  delivered 
by  the  chairman  of  your  Board,  Mr.  Charles  C.  Cain,  Jr.,  who 
introduced  the  speaker  of  the  evening,  John  B.  Tracy,  Esq.,  of 
this  city,  who  spoke  on  citizenship,  its  privileges  and  duties, 
and  described  in  detail  the  requirements  for  naturalization  and 
registration.  A  rising  vote  of  thanks  was  given  Mr.  Tracy  for 
his  very  instructive  and  impressive  address. 

The  publishers  of  the  "New  Bedford  Mercury"  and  "Old 
Colony  Memorial,"  following  a  custom  of  many  years,  have 
sent  us  their  papers  gratuitously;  other  periodicals  have  been 
presented  to  us  by  Mrs.  Elizabeth  C.  M.  Gifford  of  East 
Boston,  Mr.  Arthur  B.  Reed  of  North  Abington,  Mr.  Charles 
C.  Cain,  Jr.,  Mrs.  Margaret  Smith,  Rev.  James  Coyle,  Mrs. 
Zilpha  Chase,  Mrs.  Theon  Gorham,  Mrs.  C.  R.  Washburn, 
Rev.  Elbert  W.  Whitney,  Mrs.  W.  H.  Bent,  Mrs.  Mary  J. 
Wheeler,  all  of  Taunton,  and  the  Taunton  Public  Library. 

Entertainments  were  given  as  follows:  a  dramatic  entertain- 
ment by  Mrs.  Alvira  Harnden,  and  a  concert,  both  vocal  and 
instrumental,  by  Mr.  F.  W.  Howes,  assisted  by  the  pupils  from 
the  Taunton  High  School. 

During  the  year,  Drs.  Raoul  G.  Provost  and  Francis  S. 
Caldicott  resigned  to  take  up  work  elsewhere.  Drs.  Charles  E. 
Roderick,  Thomas  J.  O'Brien,  and  Beatrice  A.  Reed  have  been 
appointed  to  the  medical  staff. 

The  work  of  the  past  year  has  been  especially  trying  owing 
to  the  impossibility  of  retaining  or  securing  a  sufficient  number 
of  male  employees  to  carry  on  our  work  properly.  The  reasons 
for  this  condition  are  not  far  to  seek  or  difficult  to  find,  and  are 
clearly  owing  to  the  unhealthy  demand  for  labor  in  the  mu- 
nition factories,  and  the  absurdly  disproportionate  prices  paid 
for  the  same.  When,  for  instance,  a  munition  factory  less  than 
5  miles  from  this  institution  pays  $3  per  day,  and,  in  some 
instances,  more  to  untrained  boys  under  twenty  years  of  age, 
the   scarcity   of  labor  at   normal  prices  is   easily  understood. 
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Besides  the  increase  in  the  price  of  labor,  the  cost  of  all  neces- 
sities has  advanced  from  15  to  50  per  cent.,  and,  in  some 
instances,  even  more.  This,  of  course,  renders  a  larger  appro- 
priation for  maintenance  necessary,  and  our  detailed  estimate 
totals  about  20  per  cent,  more  than  for  the  year  preceding 

I  must  again  call  to  your  attention  our  pressing  needs  in 
certain  directions,  for  which  we  have  been  unable  to  obtain  any 
relief:  a  superintendent's  house,  to  relieve  our  overcrowded  ad- 
ministration building,  and  provide  more  office  room  and  more 
and  better  accommodations  for  officers;  a  building  or  buildings 
to  accommodate  50  employees,  many  of  whom  are  now  occupy- 
ing space  that  should  be  used  for  patients;  two  isolation  wards 
for  patients  suffering  from  contagious  diseases  (these  can  be 
provided  without  expense  if  accommodations,  as  above  recom- 
mended, are  provided  for  the  employees  now  occupying  the 
fourth  floor);  and  a  new  horse  barn  at  the  Borden  Colony,  to 
replace  the  one  now  in  use  which  is  past  profitable  repair. 

In  conclusion,  I  heartily  thank  all  loyal  officers  and  em- 
ployees for  their  hearty  co-operation. 

To  your  Board,  for  your  hearty  co-operation  and  helpful 
sympathy,  as  well  as  for  timely  assistance  always  rendered,  I 
should  indeed  be  an  ingrate  not  to  express  my  heartfelt  thanks. 
But  hand  in  hand  with  the  thanks  must  go  a  compliment  for 
the  faithfulness  you  have  shown  to  your  trust.  Beside  numerous 
individual  visits,  a  quorum  has  been  present  at  every  regular 
meeting. 

As  we  look  over  the  field  of  possible  achievement  and  com- 
pare it  with  the  meager  results  of  years  of  struggle,  can  one  be 
blamed  for  discouragement?  On  the  other  hand,  when  we  con- 
sider that  some  benefit  and  comfort  is  brought  to  many  sufferers 
by  each  advance,  no  matter  how  small,  must  we  not  all  feel 
encouraged  to  keep  on,  and  each  and  all  contribute  what  we 
can  to  the  grand  whole?

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CLINICAL    DIRECTOR    AND    PATHOLOGIST'S 

REPORT. 


To  the  Superintendent  and  Trustees  of  the  Taunton  State  Hospital. 

The  clinical  director  and  pathologist  respectfully  reports  as 
follows  for  the  work  in  his  departments  during  the  past  year. 

Clinical  Research. 

First.  —  The  treatment  of  general  paralysis  and  cerebral 
syphilis  was  undertaken  in  co-operation  with  the  pathological 
department  of  the  Commission  on  Mental  Diseases.  This  work 
has  not  as  yet  been  fully  organized  in  this  hospital,  and  there- 
fore no  definite  report  can  be  made.  It  may  briefly  be  said 
that  a  brilliantly  useful  field  of  work  has  now  been  opened  by 
the  recent  developments  in  the  use  of  salvarsan  in  nervous 
syphilis. 

Second.  —  Concerning  the  inheritance  of  insanity,  a  very  ex- 
tensive research  commenced  a  year  ago  was  carried  out.  The 
paper  containing  the  results  of  this  research  is  to  be  published 
in  the  "American  Journal  of  Insanity,"  and  was  read  in'part 
before  the  Boston  Society  of  Psychiatry  and  Neurology.  The 
following  is  an  abstract  of  the  paper  which  is  entitled  "Psychi- 
atric Family  Studies." 

The  contents  of  the  paper  may  be  divided  as  follows :  — ■ 

1.  A  brief  review  of  the  literature,  special  attention  being  paid  to  the 
doctrine  of  polymorphism. 

2.  An  analysis  of  the  marriage  rate  of  the  insane  as  shown  in  Taunton 
State  Hospital  figures.    This  part  of  the  work  demonstrates :  — 

(a)  That  of  four  great  groups  of  the  insane,  namely,  alcoholic  insanity, 
general  paresis,  dementia  prsecox  and  senile  dementia,  great  differences 
in  the  marriage  rate  are  found. 

Males  suffering  with  senile  psychosis  marry  in  somewhat  less  proportion 
than  the  total  population  of  that  age. 

The  male  patients  suffering  wTith  general  paresis  marry  in  almost  the 
same  proportion  as  the  total  population  of  the  same  age  group. 

Male  patients  suffering  with  alcoholic  psychosis  not  only  marry  in 
less  proportion  than  the  members  of  the  other  two  groups,  but  therefore 
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marry  in  very  much  less  proportion  than  the  total  population  of  the  same 
age. 

The  dementia  prsecox  group  shows  by  far  the  lowest  marriage  rate, 
not  only  because  the  individuals  enter  the  hospital  young,  but  even  as 
compared  with  the  total  population  of  the  same  age  group. 

In  other  words,  marriage  offers  a  barrier  to  the  propagation  of  dementia 
prcecox,  in  so  far  as  males  are  concerned,  but  offers  little  or  no  barrier  against 
the  race  damage  caused  by  the  hind  of  syphilis  that  leads  to  general  paresis. 
In  alcoholism  there  also  seems  to  be  a  mechanism  operating  against  marriage. 

The  females  of  the  same  groups  show  about  the  same  features  in  senile 
psychoses  and  in  general  paresis.  In  alcoholism  there  is  no  such  dropping 
off  in  the  marriage  rate  as  is  seen  in  the  male  cases.  In  the  dementia 
prsecox  group  the  dropping,  while  great,  is  not  nearly  so  extensive  as  in 
the  male  cases.  In  other  words,  and  this  seems  to  me  to  be  very  important, 
the  female  dementia  prcecox  has  nearly  twice  the  chance  of  marriage  that 
the  male  dementia  prcecox  has.  It  seems  to  be  true,  as  figures  from  all 
over  the  world  show,  that  the  female  insane  tend  to  have  insane  daughters 
in  greater  proportion  than  they  tend  to  have  insane  sons.  We  have, 
therefore,  a  simple  explanation  of  the  preponderance  of  females  in  insane 
statistics  in  the  greater  marriage  rate  of  female  insane. 

(b)  The  hereditary  taint  of  the  sane  and  the  insane,  as  compiled  by 
Koller  and  Dien,  is  reviewed  and  criticized  from  their  figures.  It  seems 
evident  that  we  need  to  be  specific  in  our  statement  of  the  relationship, 
that  the  degree  of  the  "taint"  is  very  important  and  that  nervous  disease 
per  se  has  not  the  importance  usually  attributed  to  it  in  determining  in- 
sanity in  a  descendant. 

(c)  The  statistics  of  640  families,  as  studied  at  Taunton  State  Hospital, 
comprise  the  related  families  that  have  appeared  in  the  history  of  the 
hospital  from  1854  to  1916.  The  facts  thus  elicited  are  analyzed  from 
the  standpoint  of  relationship  and  the  standpoint  of  so-called  anticipation, 
the  phenomenon  emphasized  by  Mott,  which  briefly  expressed  is  the 
earlier  appearance  of  insanity  in  a  descendant  than  in  an  ancestor. 
Luther,  Jolly,  Albrecht,  Rosanoff,  and  others  show  this  phenomenon  to 
be  marked  in  their  cases.  The  analysis  of  the  Taunton  State  Hospital 
figures  also  brings  into  prominence  this  anticipation.  Certain  objections 
are  raised  against  laying  overemphasis  on  the  phenomenon,  largely  be- 
cause of  the  manner  of  collecting  the  statistics.  Moreover,  analysis  of 
families  in  which  disease  has  been  prevalent  for  several  generations  does 
not  show  anticipation  to  so  marked  an  extent  as  those  in  which  two 
generations  alone  are  represented. 

(d)  Certain  groups  of  cases  are  analyzed  in  detail  according  to  the 
type  of  disease  in  the  ancestor.  Altogether  nearly  one  hundred  families 
are  studied  and  these  contain  the  only  three  and  four  generations  hospital 
families  in  the  literature.  One  case  is  especially  unique  in  that  three 
generations  are  at  present  in  this  hospital.  In  the  main,  only  direct 
relationship  has  been  considered,  that  is  to  say,  uncles  and  aunts  and 
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their  descendants  are  not  here  presented,  this  particular  aspect  of  the 
subject  being  reserved  for  a  future  paper. 

(1)  Paranoid  diseases  of  the  nondementing  type  in  the  parent  are 
usually  followed  either  by  paranoid  diseases  in  the  descendant  or  by 
dementia  prsecox. 

(2)  Catatonic  mental  diseases  in  the  parent  are  usually  followed  by 
dementia  precox  in  the  descendant. 

(3)  The  senile  psychoses  are  followed  by  a  variety  of  diseases  in  the 
descendant.  The  interpretation  of  this  phenomenon  is  that  the  senile 
psychoses  are  in  reality  many  diseases,  including  a  senile  paranoia,  a 
form  of  dementia  prsecox  and  a  form  of  manic-depressive  insanity,  all 
somewhat  colored  by  the  general  mental  make-up  of  senility. 

(4)  Dementia  prsecox  is  followed  in  the  majority  of  cases  by  dementia 
prsecox,  usually  in  a  more  severe  form  and  occurring  earlier.  Imbecility 
and  epilepsy  are  not  uncommon  in  the  descendants  of  dementia  prsecox. 
One  case  of  manic-depressive  following  a  dementia  prsecox  is  noted. 

(5)  The  situation  in  regard  to  alcoholic  psychoses  and  organic  brain 
disease  in  the  ancestors  cannot  easily  be  given  in  abstract. 

It  is  remarkable  to  note  that  in  spite  of  different  interpretations  by 
most  of  the  workers  in  family  studies,  that  results  closely  corresponding 
to  the  above  are  recorded  by  Albrecht,  Kruger,  Luther,  Jolly,  Rosanoff, 
and  others. 

It  is  concluded  in  regard  to  the  transformation  of  psychotic  types 
occurring  in  two,  three  and  four  generations  that  there  are  two  main 
currents,  both  leading  toward  dementia  prsecox  in  the  descendant,  one 
leading  through  manic-depressive  insanity,  though  this  is  not  so  marked 
as  to  be  beyond  question,  the  other  a  current  leading  through  paranoia, 
the  paranoid  diseases  and  catatonia  to  dementia  prsecox.  The  course 
of  events  from  dementia  prsecox  is  toward  dementia  prsecox  and  race 
extermination,  because  of  the  lower  marriage  rate,  and  also  toward  im- 
becility and  perhaps  epilepsy. 

The  above  conclusions  apply  only  to  those  cases  of  two  generations 
where  the  descendant  enters  the  hospital  and  do  not,  of  course,,  apply 
to  those  descendants  who  do  not  enter  the  hospital.  Moreover,  the 
situation  is  not  so  clear  where  three  and  four  generations  are  involved, 
perhaps  because  these  are  few  in  number.  It  is  also  concluded  that  a 
study  of  asylum  cases  alone  throws  only  a  partial  light  on  the  trans- 
mission of  insanity. 

Since  the  work  which  formed  the  basis  of  the  paper  above 
abstracted  was  finished  further  research  developed  the  fact  that 
dementia  prsecox  is  more  often  a  disease  of  family  groups,  while 
manic-depressive  tends  to  occur  in  more  sporadic  fashion.  There 
is  thus  a  notable  difference  in  what  may  be  termed  hereditary  value 
of  the  two  diseases.     In  the  case  of  manic-depressive  psychosis 
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there  may  follow  psychosis  in  the  descendant,  but  insanity  in 
the  direct  fraternity  is  not  so  common,  while  both  the  descendants 
and  the  fraternity  of  dementia  prsecox  are  very  much  more 
liable  to  mental  disease.  There  remains  to  be  carried  out  a  re- 
search into  certain  of  those  descendants  of  the  insane  who  do 
not  reach  the  insane  hospital.  This,  a  most  important  study, 
will  receive  the  assistance  of  the  Commission  on  Mental 
Diseases. 

Pathological  Work. 

1.  Routine  examinations  of  urine,  blood  and  spinal  fluid  of 
the  patients  admitted  to  this  hospital  were  carried  on  according 
to  indications.  Bacteriological  studies  of  routine  kind  were 
instituted  wherever  indicated. 

2.  Autopsy  Statistics.  —  There  were  38  autopsies  performed 
on  female  patients  and  18  autopsies  performed  on  male  patients. 
Since  the  total  female  death  list  numbered  74,  the  percentage  of 
female  autopsies  was  51;  the  total  male  death  list  numbered 
98,  and  the  percentage  of  male  autopsies  was  18.  It  may  be 
stated  that  the  striking  discrepancy  noted  in  the  percentage  of 
male  and  female  autopsies  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  physicians 
on  the  female  side  carried  out  a  very  elaborate  and  notably 
successful  campaign  for  the -procurement  of  permission  to  per- 
form autopsies.

The  striking  feature  of  this  general  picture  of  the  fact  is  the 
extreme  age  of  the  persons  concerned.  It  is  safe  to  state  that  it 
is  fairly  representative  of  the  annual  hospital  death  list,  and 
that  a  large  number  of  the  people  who  die  in  the  insane  hos- 
pital have  reached  insanity  only  through  their  longevity.  It  is 
probably  true  that  in  a  great  number  of  persons  with  senile 
dementia  the  disease  is  not  to  be  regarded  as  a  hereditary  taint 
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for  their  descendants.  Any  stock  that  tends  to  longevity  will, 
of  course,  have  a  greater  number  of  cases  of  senile  insanity  than 
those  stocks  of  lesser  longevity.

As  was  to  be  expected  from  the  age  of  the  persons  who  came 
to  autopsy,  those  diseases  which  are  most  common  in  old  age 
predominate  in  the  statistics.  There  is  a  noticeable  scarcity  of 
tuberculosis,  a  fact  which  speaks  well  for  the  hygiene  of  the 
hospital.

The  predominance  of  senile  dementia  and  general  paralysis  in 
the  death  rate  is  easy  to  explain  in  the  first  case  by  the  age  of 
the  persons  concerned,  and  in  the  second  case  by  the  fact  that 
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the  disease  is  a  rapidly  progressive  one  and  unless  energetically 
treated  terminates  fatally.  Of  those  cases  of  dementia  praecox 
who  came  to  autopsy,  the  most  (5)  had  been  a  long  time  in  the 
institution  and  died  of  senile  diseases.  It  does  not  seem  that 
dementia  prsecox,  as  a  disease,  predisposes  to  early  death  to  a 
marked  extent. 

3.  A  problem  that  received  much  attention  in  the  laboratory 
during  the  past  year  was  the  pathology  of  the  sympathetic 
nervous  system.  This  important  system,  responsible  for  the 
visceral  control  of  the  body  and  probably  more  closely  related 
to  the  emotional  life  than  any  other  part  of  the  nervous  system, 
was  found  to  be  the  seat  of  peculiar  morphological  constituents, 
—  granules  of  a  non-fatty  kind,  for  which,  because  of  their 
affinity  for  silver,  the  name  of  " argyrophilic  granules"  is  sug- 
gested. These  granules  are  also  found  in  occasional  cells  of 
the  spinal  ganglia,  and  especially  in  two  regions  of  unknown 
function,  —  the  locus  cereleus  and  substantia  nigra.  Because 
they  are  not  found  in  the  central  nervous  system,  that  is,  the 
cerebrum,  cerebellum  and  spinal  cord,  they  would  seem  to  have 
a  special  physiological  or  pathological  significance. 

4.  A  very  large  part  of  the-  laboratory  time  for  the  past  two 
years  has  been  occupied  in  developing  a  technique  which  would 
enable  the  pathologist  to  carry  on  as  routine  an  investigation  in 
the  finest  elements  of  the  nervous  system.  At  the  present  time 
this  can  be  said  to  have  been  successfully  accomplished,  though 
not  yet  with  the  perfection  that  further  efforts  will  make 
possible.  The  value  of  new  technique  is  always  in  the  facts 
which  are  thus  uncovered,  and  it  is  believed  that  this  technique 
will  open  the  road  to  research  of  value.

TRUSTEES'   REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council. 

The  trustees  of  the  Taunton  State  Hospital  present  here- 
with their  sixty-fourth  annual  report.  A  record  in  detail  of 
the  number  of  patients,  admissions,  discharges  and  deaths  and: 
other  schedules  required  by  law  are  appended,  together  with 
the  superintendent's  report,  which  has  been  submitted  to  and 
approved  by  the  trustees. 

Ten  years  ago  the  statistics  of  the  institution  showed  a  daily 
average  number  of  943.8  patients;  for  this  year  the  daily 
average  number  was  1,344.573,  which  tells  of  the  growth  and 
explains  the  ever-increasing  appropriations. 

The  shortage  of  pupil  nurses,  the  enrolling  of  18  physicians, 
nurses  and  other  employees  in  the  national  service,  a  wonderful 
response  by  employees  and  patients  in  the  war-relief  work,  — 
these  tell  the  outstanding  features  of  the  effect  of  the  war  year 
upon  our  institution.  Loyal  and  generous  responses  have  been 
made  in  each  new  campaign,  —  war  gardens  and  food  saving 
no  less  than  Liberty  loans,  Red  Cross  and  camp  funds. 

A  step  toward  an  immense  improvement  was  made  this  year 
when  the  Legislature  authorized  an  exchange  of  land  by  which 
the  hospital  is  to  acquire  the  so-called  Hopewell  mill  property. 
This  will  allow  the  construction  of  a  new  entrance,  materially 
shorten  the  distance  to  one  colony,  add  much  to  the  con- 
venience of  visitors  and  employees,  perhaps  permit  of  a  saving 
through  the  nearness  of  the  electric  express,  and  suggest  the 
possibility  of  locating  employees'  cottages  in  the  future  upon 
the  newly  acquired  land.  The  trustees  who  considered  the 
problem  of  the  Hopewell  entrance  and  the  railroad  spur  track 
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three  years  ago  are  much  pleased  at  the  prospect  of  seeing 
these  improvements  materialize. 

The  administration  building  continues  to  be  overcrowded, 
and  the  relief  that  would  come  through  the  building  of  a 
superintendent's  home  is  still  needed  urgently.  A  barn  at  the 
Raynham  Colony  is  required  at  once. 

We  would  respectfully  ask  that  the  incoming  Legislature 
consider  the  advisability  of  allowing  us  to  start  at  once  on  a 
bridge  across  to  the  Hopewell  entrance,  and  of  giving  the  hos- 
pital its  needed  spur  track  and  cow  barn  at  Raynham  Colony. 

The  trustees  regret  the  resignations  this  year  of  Dr.  Abraham 
Myerson,  Dr.  Thomas  J.  O'Brien  and  Dr.  Fannie  C.  Haines. 
It  is  desired  this  year  to  add  to  the  schedule  of  regular  religious 
services  to  be  held.  Beyond  considering  it  earnestly,  nothing 
has  been  done  as  yet  toward  arranging  for  the  work  we  believe 
the  institution  must  do  in  assuming  its  share  of  the  problem  of 
the  mentally  ill  soldier. 

Confidence  in  each  other,  harmony  and  a  spirit  of  kindness 
and  humanity  toward  patients  continue  to  mark  the  work  of 
the  entire  hospital  staff.  No  other  spirit  would  be  tolerated. 
As  before,  visits  of  inspection  by  the  public  have  been  invited, 
save  on  holidays  and  Sundays,  which  are  reserved  for  the 
relatives  and  friends  of  the  patients,  and  these  visits  have 
fostered  the  growth  of  confidence  in  the  institution  and  its 
management. 

We  cannot  close  this  report  without  expressing  our  thanks 
to  Dr.  Goss  and  his  entire  corps  of  workers  for  the  loyalty  and 
zeal  that  have  marked  their  service  during  a  year  that  brought 
many  war-time  trials.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  Taunton  State  Hospital. 

In  compliance  with  the  by-laws  of  your  Board,  I  present  the 
sixty-fourth  report  of  the  superintendent  for  the  year  ending 
Nov.  30,  1917. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  in  the  hospital  1,412 
patients,  —  695  men  and  717  women,  —  89  more  than  on  the 
corresponding  date  last  year.  During  the  year  there  were  583 
admissions,  —  297  men  and  286  women.  There  were  492  dis- 
charges, —  258  men  and  234  women.  The  whole  number  of 
cases  under  treatment  was  2,024,  —  53  more  than  the  preceding 
year.  Fifty-seven  patients  were  discharged  as  recovered,  —  7 
more  than  the  preceding  year.  The  percentage  of  recoveries 
calculated  on  the  number  of  admissions  is  9.8;  calculated  on 
the  number  of  discharges,  11.5. 

The  daily  average  number  of  patients  under  hospital  care, 
including  those  in  family  care,  was  1,344.573,  —  5.463  more 
than  the  preceding  year. 

Two  hundred  and  eight  patients  died  during  the  year,  — 
36  more  than  the  year  preceding.  The  percentage  of  deaths 
calculated  on  the  daily  average  number  of  patients  is  15.4; 
calculated  on  the  whole  number  under  treatment,  10.2.

2  to  the  Wrentham  State  School  and  1  to  the  State  Infirmary. 
By  the  authority  of  the  same  Commission,  29  were  discharged 
to  leave  the  State  and  3  to  be  deported. 

During  the  year  we  had  70  cases  of  tuberculosis  —  28  men 
and  42  women  —  with  21  deaths;    79  cases  of  acute  enteritis  — 
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26  men  and  53  women  —  with  12  deaths;  16  cases  of  dysentery 
and  1  case  of  measles  with  no  deaths. 

Thirty-one  patients  have  had  glasses  fitted;  of  these,  18 
were  examined  and  fitted  by  outside  oculists. 

The  summary  of  the  year's  dental  work  is  as  follows:  teeth 
extracted,  341;  teeth  filled,  90;  teeth  treated,  74;  sets  of  teeth 
cleaned,  170;  total  number  of  patients  receiving  dental  treat- 
ment, 481. 

Five  hundred  and  twenty-eight  patients  —  277  men  and 
251  women  —  have  had  parole  of  the  grounds  during  the 
year. 

Fifteen  hundred  and  twenty-seven  different  patients,  —  794 
men  and  733  women,  —  75  per  cent,  of  the  whole  number  under 
treatment,  engaged  in  some  form  of  employment;  of  these, 
894  patients,  —  571  men  and  323  women,  —  44  per  cent,  of 
the  whole  number  under  treatment,  were  employed  upon  other 
than  ward  work.  The  work  at  the  Lovering  Colony  for  women 
deserves  special  mention.  Besides  indoor  employments,  — 
knitting,  sewing,  weaving,  rug  making,  etc.,  —  20  patients 
voluntarily  cultivated  individual  gardens.  It  is  only  fair  to 
say  that  these  gardens  were  successful,  furnishing  the  colony 
with  a  good  supply  of  fresh  vegetables.  These  gardens  pro- 
duced 1,280  pounds  of  squash,  412  pounds  of  string  beans,  633 
ears  of  sweet  corn,  932  pounds  of  tomatoes,  13  bushels  of 
radishes,  400  pounds  of  summer  cabbage  and  smaller  amounts 
of  miscellaneous  vegetables.  The  heavier  farm  work  was  as 
usual  done  by  male  patients  under  the  supervision  of  a  farm 
attendant.  The  general  colony  garden,  besides  supplying  the 
colony  table,  produced  a  handsome  surplus  for  the  main  hos- 
pital. Of  farm  crops,  the  most  important  were  600  bushels  of 
potatoes  and  40  bushels  of  pea  beans.  Besides  the  farm  work, 
they  have  stumped,  drained  and  plowed  about  2|  acres  of 
rough  land  that  will  be  ready  for  cultivating  next  spring,  and 
have  done  considerable  road  making  and  grading.  For  several 
years  past  we  have  each  year  reclaimed  an  acre  or  more  of  the 
rough,  swampy  land  and  we  hope  to  continue  until  the  whole 
is  brought  under  cultivation. 

During  the  year  the  three  colony  buildings  have  been  con- 
nected by  corridors,   enabling  the  patients  to  pass  from  the 
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day  rooms  to  the  dining  room  under  cover,  an  improvement 
much  appreciated,  especially  in  stormy  weather. 

Our  War  Relief  Association  is  continuing  its  commendable 
work.  Since  the  United  States  entered  the  war,  the  association 
has  co-operated  with  the  local  branch  of  the  Red  Cross,  sending 
its  entire  output  to  them  for  distribution.  The  output  for  the 
past  year  is  as  follows:  1,016  pairs  of  socks,  835  shirts,  87 
pairs  of  wristers,  15  bed  jackets,  336  pairs  of  pajama  pants, 
318  pajama  coats,  12  nightingales,  108  convalescent  gowns,  12 
pairs  of  flannel  boots,  27  slings,  200  bandages,  14  comfort  bags, 
16  hot-water  covers,  —  2,815  different  articles  in  all.  All 
materials  have  been  purchased  with  money  contributed  and 
raised  by  the  association,  except  the  yarn  for  knitted  articles, 
which  has  been  furnished  by  the  Red  Cross  since  August.  All 
articles  have  been  made  by  our  patients  under  the  instruction 
of  our  superintendent  of  nurses,  Miss  Cameron,  and  her  corps 
of  nurses.  This  work  has  been  willingly  and  cheerfully  done 
in  addition  to  the  regular  hospital  sewing  which  has  been  kept 
up  as  usual.  In  order  to  increase  the  efficiency  of  the  work 
and  at  the  same  time  to  prevent  possible  interference  with 
the  regular  hospital  work,  one  ward,  East  Choate  No.  1,  was 
dedicated  with  appropriate  patriotic  exercises  on  Oct.  17,  1917, 
as  Red  Cross  ward.  The  exercises  which  were  of  a  high  order 
were  conducted  by  the  War  Relief  Association,  the  performers 
being  members  of  the  association  and  patients  in  about  equal 
numbers.  It  would  be  ungrateful  and  unjust  not  to  acknowl- 
edge in  this  connection  the  hearty  and  enthusiastic  co-operation 
of  our  patients  who  have  been  more  than  willing  to  help  win 
the  war.  Two  patiemts  have  learned  to  operate  knitting  ma- 
chines and  are  doing  work  of  a  high  order,  the  average  daily 
output  of  one  of  these  patients  being  about  7  pairs  of  socks. 
The  zeal  of  our  employees  should  also  be  mentioned,  —  they 
have  freely  given  of  their  time  and  labor  and  have  also  gen- 
erously contributed  of  their  earnings,  not  alone  to  war  relief 
work,  but  also  to  the  war  funds  of  the  Red  Cross,  the  Young 
Men's  Christian  Association,  the  Knights  of  Columbus  and  other 
worthy  war  causes. 

The  necessary  work  of  our  training  school  for  nurses  has  been 
performed  under  difficulties.     War  conditions  have  rendered  it 
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very  difficult  and,  in  fact,  impossible  to  fill  all  vacancies  in  our 
force  of  pupil  nurses,  and  at  no  time  during  the  year  have  we 
had  a  full  quota  of  nurses  on  duty.  In  addition,  the  regulations 
and  requirements  necessary  to  standardize  all  the  State  Hospital 
Training  Schools  went  into  effect  this  past  year.  As  these 
required  the  completion  of  the  full  term  of  general  hospital 
affiliation  to  qualify  for  graduation,  it  was  necessary  for  us  to 
send  our  whole  senior  class  to  the  Boston  City  Hospital  during 
the  year.  Their  absence,  together  with  the  war  shortage,  has 
rendered  the  proper  care  and  observation  of  our  patients  very 
difficult,  if  not  impossible  at  times.  We  are  pleased  to  report, 
however,  that  our  nurses  and  attendants  have  acquitted  them- 
selves well  and  have  evidently  felt  that  they  were  "doing  their 
bit"  by  caring  for  those  who  could  not  care  for  themselves. 
The  changed  requirements  for  admission  to  the  school  has 
resulted,  as  was  expected,  in  the  reintroduction  of  "  attendants," 
to  which  class  most  of  the  men  now  belong.  This  result  was 
unavoidable  but  to  our  personal  regret.  We  have  not  as  yet 
held  our  graduation  exercises,  owing  to  the  fact  that  nearly  all 
of  the  graduating  class  are  at  present  at  the  Boston  City  Hos- 
pital. These  exercises  will  be  held  at  as  early  a  date  as  possible. 
Sixteen  pupil  nurses — 15  women  and  1  man — have  or  will  have 
completed  the  requirements  for  graduation  on  the  expiration 
of  their  terms  of  affiliation.  Twenty-one  of  our  pupil  nurses 
are  in  the  Boston  City  Hospital  at  the  present  time,  a  total  of 
31  having  been  sent  to  that  institution  from  Oct.  1,  1916,  to 
Oct.  1,  1917.  Seven  postgraduate  nurses  were  admitted  during 
the  year,  of  whom  3  completed  the  course.  The  number  in 
the  training  school  at  present  is  as  follows:  seniors,  7;  inter- 
mediates, 39;  juniors,  19.  In  addition  to  these  we  now  have 
in  our  employ  29  attendants.

May  we  not  properly  and  justly  be  proud  of  this  showing  by 
our  training  school. 

Drs.  John  J.  O'Brien  and  Abraham  Myerson  each  served  for 
one  month  as  contract  surgeon,  examining  the  drafted  men  in 
the  camps  at  Ayer  and  Framingham. 

We  close  the  year  with  47  patients  —  8  men  and  39  women  — 
in  family  care,  11  less  than  the  preceding  year. 

The  mental  clinics,  mentioned  in  last  year's  report,  in 
Taunton,  Fall  River  and  New  Bedford,  and  also  the  children's 
clinic  in  Fall  River  and  New  Bedford,  held  in  co-operation 
with  Dr.  Fernald,  Superintendent,  Massachusetts  School  for 
the  Feeble-minded,  have  been  maintained  and  continue  to  be 
successful. 

Eight  hundred  and  eighty-nine  patients  —  394  men  and  495 
women  —  attended  the  10  picnics  held  during  the  summer 
months,  at  which  as  in  former  years  the  national  game,  base- 
ball,   continues    to    be    the    principal    attraction.     During    the 
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colder  months  the  usual  indoor  entertainments  have  been 
provided,  —  dances,  stereopticon  lectures,  whist  parties  and 
miscellaneous  entertainments,  —  by  home  talent  for  the  most 
part.  Of  the  stereopticon  lectures,  two  were  given  by  the 
Rev.  Elbert  W.  Whitney  of  Taunton  and  the  balance  by  dif- 
ferent members  of  the  medical  staff.  Miss  Eliza  Orvis,  R.N., 
class  of  1913,  gave  us  a  special  stereopticon  lecture  on  her 
experience  as  a  Red  Cross  Nurse  in  Belgium  during  the  early 
part  of  the  war,  which  was  much  appreciated. 

The  "New  Bedford  Mercury"  and  the  "Old  Colony  Memo- 
rial" have  been  sent  to  the  hospital  gratuitously  as  for  many 
years.  Other  periodicals  have  been  presented  by  Mrs.  Eliza- 
beth C.  M.  Gifford  of  East  Boston,  Mr.  Arthur  B.  Reed  of 
North  Abington,  the  Unitarian  Church  of  Fairhaven,  the 
Taunton  Public  Library,  Mrs.  Charles  C.  Cain,  Jr.,  Mrs. 
William  H.  Bent,  Mr.  William  C.  Davenport  and  Miss  Zilpha 
Chace  of  Taunton.  Mr.  H.  W.  Atkins,  also  of  Taunton,  pre- 
sented the  hospital  a  valuable  donation  of  books,  periodicals 
and  pictures. 

During  the  year  Dr.  Abraham  Myerson  resigned  to  take  up 
work  in  Boston,  Dr.  Thomas  J.  O'Brien  to  enter  the  United 
States  Navy  and  Dr.  Fannie  C.  Haines  to  resume  professional 
work  in  her  native  State,  Pennsylvania.  All  three  were  faithful 
and  valuable  members  of  the  medical  staff  and  their  resigna- 
tions were  accepted  with  regret.  The  vacancies  caused  by  the 
resignations  of  Dr.  O'Brien  and  Dr.  Haines  have  been  filled  by 
the  appointment  of  Dr.  Joseph  V.  Chatigny  and  Dr.  Alma  E. 
Fowler,  both  of  Boston.  The  vacancy  caused  by  the  resigna- 
tion of  Dr.  Myerson  has  not  been  filled  as  yet. 

Your  Board  meetings  have  been  well  attended  throughout 
the  year,  a  quorum  having  been  present  at  each  regular  meeting 
with  a  total  attendance  of  61  for  the  year,  and  in  addition  66 
individual  visits  have  been  made. 

To  all  loyal  officers  and  employees  for  past  and  present 
co-operation  we  give  grateful  thanks. 

To  your  Board,  without  whose  hearty  co-operation  and  timely 
assistance  we  must  utterly  have  failed,  we  tender  our  thanks 
and  grateful  acknowledgments. 
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With  our  country  engaged  in  the  greatest  war  in  history  we 
feel  keenly  the  responsibility  resting  upon  us  of  doing  our  duty 
by  caring  for  the  most  afflicted  and  helpless  of  God's  creatures, 
and  we  hope  that  strength  and  wisdom  may  be  given  to  us  to 
enable  us  to  successfully  accomplish  our  task.

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TRUSTEES'   REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council. 

The  trustees  of  the  Taunton  State  Hospital  herewith  present 
the  sixty-fifth  annual  report  for  the  institution,  together  with 
the  superintendent's  report  and  other  statistics  and  data  of  the 
year. 

The  past  twelve  months  imposed  a  war-time  handicap  upon 
this  as  well  as  other  institutions.  The  number  of  patients  re- 
mained about  the  same,  except  that  the  number  in  family  care 
was  slightly  reduced,  while  the  nurses  and  attendants  totalled 
barely  one-half  of  the  quota,  and  were  fewer  by  32  on  October  1 
of  this  year  than  on  October  1  of  last  year.  Twenty-two  physi- 
cians, nurses  and  employees  entered  war  service  during  the 
year. 

The  resulting  shortage  made  the  hospital  work  largely  cus- 
todial. Working  conditions  as  well  as  wage  scales  should  be 
improved  to  make  it  possible  to  secure  the  type  of  worker 
needed. 

The  influenza  outbreak  at  the  hospital  was  particularly  severe, 
with  373  cases  and  a  total  of  57  deaths.  The  tireless  courage 
with  which  a  depleted  staff  faced  the  difficulties  of  those  weeks 
deserves  to  be  recorded  and  remembered.  One  pupil  nurse, 
Miss  Janie  Flynn,  gave  her  life  while  serving  as  a  volunteer 
nurse  in  the  emergency  hospital  the  city  of  Taunton  opened. 
The  city  urgently  called  for  help,  and  two  of  our  nurses  re- 
sponded. Miss  Flynn's  sacrifice  will  be  commemorated  with  a 
suitable  tablet  in  our  chapel,  and  the  splendid  example  of  Miss 
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Annie  E.  Hall,  the  other  volunteer  nurse,  who  was  also  taken 
ill  but  is  now  recovering,  will  also  be  remembered. 

During  the  year  progress  has  been  made  on  the  exchange  of 
land,  whereby  the  hospital  will  acquire  the  Hopewell  site  and  a 
direct  access  to  Bay  Street.  The  trustees  hope  that  the  prop- 
erty may  be  improved  and  a  suitable  bridge  across  the  river 
built  this  year.  The  site  will  afford  an  excellent  opportunity 
for  planning  a  cottage  colony  for  employees  in  coming  years. 

The  matter  of  the  spur  track  and  trestle,  leading  from  the 
railroad  yards  at  Dana  Street,  has  also  had  attention.  The 
approval  of  the  plans  has  been  secured  from  the  mayor  and 
council  of  Taunton  and  the  county  commissioners  of  Bristol. 
After  the  Public  Service  Commission  has  acted  on  it  the  project 
can  be  started.  Despite  the  increase  in  construction  costs  since 
the  improvement  was  first  proposed,  it  seems  certain  that  the 
track  will  allow  economies  and  conveniences  that  will  prove  it 
a  money-saver. 

The  crowding  of  the  administration  building,  mentioned  in 
several  reports,  continues.  Early  attention  should  be  given  the 
reconstruction  of  the  kitchen  arrangement  and  equipment  if  the 
best  results  are  to  be  obtained.  The  renovation  of  the  wards 
continues,  and  should  continue  on  even  a  larger  scale  this  year. 
Considerable  time  was  spent  this  year  in  obtaining  a  social 
service  worker,  and  the  Board  is  now  hopeful  of  the  results  to 
be  expected  from  this  branch  of  the  work.  The  trustees  feel 
that  when  the  staff  is  restored  to  normal  size  there  should  be  a 
physician  resident  at  Lovering  Colony,  as  there  was  at  Borden 
Colony,  to  safeguard  the  patients  now  distant  from  medical 
help  in  case  of  an  emergency. 

The  policy  of  publicity  continues  at  this  institution.  The 
public  is  always  made  welcome,  and  visits  of  inspection  are  wel- 
comed. This  system,  tried  out  for  years,  has  brought  a  wider 
and  a  better  appreciation  of  the  hospital,  because  it  has  been 
better  understood  by  the  community  and  people  it  serves. 

In  closing  the  year  especial  mention  should  be  made  of  the 
spirit  of  loyalty  manifested  by  the  hospital  staff  and  employees. 
Their  willingness  to  do  more  than  their  individual  share  during 
a  difficult  period  has  proved  them  as  having  a  high  conception 
of  their  service.    This  has  been  true  of  every  officer  and  nearly 
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every   employee,   and   it   deserves   to   be   commended   on   the 
record. 

To  Dr.  Goss,  in  particular,  the  thanks  of  the  trustees  are  due 
for  tireless  attention  to  every  detail  and  for  unfailing  courtesy.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  Taunton  State  Hospital. 

In  compliance  with  the  by-laws  of  your  Board,  the  sixty-fifth 
report  of  the  superintendent  for  the  year  ending  Nov.  30,  1918, 
is  presented. 

On  Oct.  1,  1917,  the  patients  in  the  hospital  and  in  family 
care  numbered  1,412,  —  695  men  and  717  women;  the  corre- 
sponding number  on  Oct.  1,  1918,  was  1,405, — 689  men. and 
716  women.  During  the  year  482  patients  —  257  men  and  225 
women  —  were  admitted;  227  patients  —  123  men  and  104 
women  —  were  discharged;  195  patients  —  85  men  and  110 
women  —  were  on  trial  visit  Oct.  1,  1918;  and  187  patients  — 
110  men  and  77  women  —  died. 

Transfers  by  the  Massachusetts  Commission  on  Mental  Dis- 
eases were  as  follows:  1  to  the  Danvers  State  Hospital,  2  to  the 
Foxborough  State  Hospital,  24  to  the  Grafton  State  Hospital, 
24  to  the  Medfield  State  Hospital,  1  to  the  Monson  State  Hos- 
pital, 6  to  the  Tewksbury  State  Infirmary,  and  2  to  the  Wren- 
tham  State  School.  Eleven  were  sent  to  other  States  and  4 
deported. 

During  the  year  we  had  62  cases  of  tuberculosis,  —  36  men 
and  26  women,  —  with  26  deaths;  10  cases  of  dysentery,  —  4 
men  and  6  women,  —  with  5  deaths;  13  cases  of  mumps,  —  10 
men  and  3  women,  —  with  no  deaths;  and  2  cases  of  diph- 
theria, —  1  man  and  1  woman,  —  with  no  deaths. 

The  hospital  was  attacked  by  the  influenza  the  last  of  Sep- 
tember, and  the  epidemic  following  was  the  most  extensive, 
severe  and  fatal  in  the  history  of  the  hospital.  The  first  case 
developed  at  the  Simeon  Borden,  Sr.,  Colony,  in  the  family  of 
our  head  farmer,  Mr.  Hiltz.  This  case  was  doubtless  acquired 
in  the  city  of  Taunton,  where  the  epidemic  was  raging  before

the  hospital  was  affected.  The  first  patient  was  attacked  Sep- 
tember 26,  also  at  the  Simeon  Borden,  Sr.,  Colony.  The  first 
case  appeared  September  29.  Quarantine  remained  in  force 
until  November  10,  —  a  period  of  six  weeks.  As  soon  as  cases 
began  to  appear,  Brown  Infirmary  No.  1  and  Howland  Infirm- 
ary No.  1  were  prepared  as  isolation  wards  for  the  reception  of 
influenza  patients.  These  soon  proving  insufficient,  East  Ex- 
tension No.  1  and  West  Extension  No.  1  were  added,  but  at 
the  height  of  the  epidemic  even  these  were  not  sufficient,  and 
the  larger  dormitories  off  the  main  wards  were  also  added.  The 
following  statistics  clearly  show  the  severity  of  the  epidemic :  —

Dr.  Zohler,  sent  by  the  State  Department  of  Health,  on 
October  20,  21  and  22  vaccinated  with  the  Leary  serum  800  of 
our  population.  At  the  time  of  the  vaccination  the  epidemic 
had  begun  to  subside  in  the  West  Wing  and  was  at  its  height 
in  the  East  Wing.  Of  the  total  number  (373)  developing  the 
influenza,  20  per  cent  had  received  the  serum  treatment.  Most 
of  the  cases  occurred  at  the  hospital  proper,  only  8  developing 
at  the  Simeon  Borden,  Sr.,  Colony,  and  2  at  the  William  C. 
Lovering  Colony.  Most  of  the  deaths  resulted  from  the  com- 
plicating broncho  or  lobar  pneumonia,  and  occurred  for  the 
most  part  in  those  who  already  had  some  organic  disease,  es- 
pecially of  the  heart,  lungs  or  kidneys.  The  epidemic  came  at 
a  most  inopportune  time,  when  both  the  medical  staff  and  the 
nursing  staff  were  reduced  to  about  50  per  cent  of  their  respec- 
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tive  quotas.  But  it  is  such  emergencies  that  bring  out  the  true 
metal,  and  so  it  proved  this  time;  the  entire  medical  staff  and 
nearly  all  the  nursing  staff  exercised  to  the  full  extent  their 
privilege  of  service.  The  instances  of  failure  to  accept  full 
responsibility  are  so  few  that  by  contrast  the  self-sacrifice  and 
untiring  devotion  of  the  rest  shine  only  the  brighter.  Our 
heartfelt  thanks  are  due  to  Drs.  Ripley,  O'Brien,  Haines  and 
Reed,  while  too  much  praise  cannot  be  given  to  the  nursing 
staff,  some  of  whom  laid  down  their  lives,  who,  overworked, 
tired  and  heavy-eyed,  loyally  did  their  duty,  quietly,  courage- 
ously, uncomplainingly  and  unostentatiously,  simply  as  a  mat- 
ter of  course  and  all  in  the  day's  work.  The  epidemic  began  its 
ravages  in  the  city  before  the  hospital  became  affected,  and  in 
response  to  urgent  appeals  for  help  three  of  our  senior  nurses, 
—  Janie  Flynn,  Maisie  R.  Grierson  and  Annie  E.  Hall,  —  who 
had  finished  their  studies  and  were  due  to  go  to  the  Boston  City 
Hospital  for  general  hospital  training  in  a  few  days,  volunteered 
to  serve  in  the  Broadway  Emergency  Hospital.  Of  these  we 
were  able  to  spare  two,  Janie  Flynn  and  Annie  E.  Hall,  who 
rendered  valuable  service  until  both  were  stricken  with  the  dis- 
ease at  the  same  time,  and  returned  to  the  hospital  for  treat- 
ment. Miss  Flynn  developed  pneumonia  and  died;  Miss  Hall 
developed  nephritis,  was  desperately  ill,  but  is  now  convales- 
cent. The  following  employees  died:  pupil  nurses,  Janie  Flynn 
and  Minnie  A.  Sheehan;  attendant,  Chauncey  J.  Van  Keuran; 
employees,  Mary  E.  Smalley  and  Frank  Boutin.  Surely  of 
these  and  such  as  these  the  Master  will  take  note  when  he 
makes  up  his  jewels. 

Forty-eight  patients  had  glasses  fitted  during  the  year;  of 
these,  14  were  examined  and  fitted  by  outside  oculists. 

The  summary  of  the  year's  dental  work  is  as  follows:  number 
of  teeth  filled,  62;  number  of  teeth  treated,  60;-  number  of 
teeth  extracted,  361;  number  of  sets  of  teeth  cleaned,  169;  sets 
of  teeth  made,  8;   whole  number  of  cases  treated,  399. 

Four  hundred  and  fifty-eight  patients  —  306  men  and  152 
women  —  have  had  parole  of  the  grounds. 

Ten  hundred  and  seventy-five  patients,  —  540  men  and  535 
women,  —  53  per  cent  of  the  whole  number  under  treatment, 
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engaged  in  some  form  of  employment.  The  various  industries 
pursued  were  practically  the  same  as  outlined  in  former  reports, 
except  that,  owing  to  war  conditions,  we  found  it  necessary  to 
omit  largely  the  more  purely  diversional  forms  of  occupation, 
and  devote  all  our  energies  to  useful  occupations. 

Besides  the  ordinary  routine  repairs  that  necessarily  are  con- 
stantly increasing,  seven  wards  and  the  cottage  in  the  rear  of 
the  boiler  plant  have  been  completely  renovated;  the  renova- 
tion of  the  older  cow  barn  at  the  Simeon  Borden,  Sr.,  Colony 
has  been  completed;  in  the  boiler  plant  six  boilers  have  b,jen 
equipped  with  Coppus  steam  blowers,,  our  draught  being  insuf- 
ficient to  burn  the  quality  of  coal  with  which  we  are  now  sup- 
plied; 5  washing  machines  and  3  extractors  have  been  com- 
pletely rebuilt;  a  feed-water  heater  is  now  in  process  of  con- 
struction, and  we  are  now  covering  with  asbestos  our  hot-water 
heaters  and  pipes,  as  recommended  for  conservation  of  fuel. 

Our  War  Relief  Association  continued  its  work  as  outlined 
in  last  year's  report  until  about  July,  when  the  extreme  short- 
age of  nurses  and  attendants  obliged  us  to  suspend  relief  work 
for  the  time  being.  Our  employees,  however,  have  not  shown 
any  lack  of  zeal  in  war  work,  as  their  contributions  to  all  war 
relief  appeals  and  their  purchases  of  Liberty  Bonds  and  war 
saving  stamps  abundantly  show. 

During  the  year  past  20  have  entered  the  United  States 
service  and  2  the  Canadian  service.  Since  the  United  States 
entered  the  war  the  following  physicians,  nurses  and  employees

On  the  evening  of  June  29,  1918,  our  service  flag  was  dedi- 
cated in  the  presence  of  an  audience  from  the  hospital  and  the 
city  that  filled  the  hall,  Mr.  Charles  C.  Cain,  Jr.,  chairman  of 
your  Board,  presiding.  The  honor  roll  was  read  bj  Mrs.  Mar- 
garet Smith  of  your  Board,  after  which  appropriate  patriotic 
addresses  were  made  by  Mr.  Charles  C.  Cain,  Jr.,  ?nd  Philip 
Brady,  Esq.,  of  your  Board,  and  Mr.  William  H.  Reed  of  the 
"Taunton  Gazette." 

On  Dec.  14,  1917,  Dr.  Horace  G.  Ripley  was  appointed  a 
member  of  the  Medical  Advisory  Board  for  this  district,  which 
position  he  still  holds. 
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Our  training  school  for  nurses  has  closed  another  year  success- 
fully, though  working  under  the  greatest  difficulties  owing  to 
the  shortage  of  nurses  caused  by  the  war  and  the  necessity  of 
sending  so  many  of  our  advanced  pupils  to  the  Boston  City 
Hospital  for  their  general  hospital  experience,  and,  last  but  not 
least,  the  absence  part  of  the  year  of  our  efficient  superintendent 
of  nurses,  Miss  Reba  G.  Cameron,  and  our  assistant  superin- 
tendent of  nurses,  Miss  Mary  C.  Fagan,  both  of  whom  have 
entered  the  United  States  service.  Miss  Janet  MacConachie, 
R.N.,  of  New  York  served  very  acceptably  for  four  months  as 
acting  superintendent  of  nurses,  but  resigned  early  in  August, 
greatly  to  our  regret,  to  take  up  another  line  of  work.  Miss 
Frances  E.  Edgett  of  our  training  school,  a  graduate  of  the 
present  year,  has  been  appointed  assistant  superintendent  of 
nurses,  and  is  conducting  the  school  at  the  present  time.

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The  year  closes  with  36  patients  —  6  men  and  30  women  — 
in  family  care,  11  less  than  last  year. 

Six  hundred  and  seventy-five  patients  attended  the  six  picnics 
that  were  held  during  the  summer,  while  the  Saturday  after- 
noon baseball  games  from  June  until  September  were,  as  in 
former  years,  much  enjoyed. 

About  the  usual  program  of  indoor  entertainments  was  pro- 
vided during  the  colder  months.  Mrs.  Alvaro  Harnden  and 
her  sister  Rebeccas  gave  us  a  very  interesting  dramatic  sketch, 
"Mrs.  Wiggs  of  the  Cabbage  Patch."  Mr.  Russell  Peck  and 
friends  gave  an  enjoyable  Victrola  concert.  The  jazz  band 
from  the  United  States  Radio  School  at  Charlestown  gave  a 
unique  concert  that  was  a  credit  to  the  performers  and  much 
enjoyed  by  the  listeners.  Rev.  E.  W.  Whitney  gave  a  most 
interesting  and  instructive  stereopticon  lecture.  The  balance  of 
the  entertainments  were  about  as  usual,  —  dances,  whist  par- 
ties, concerts  and  miscellaneous  entertainments  in  which  officers, 
employees  and  patients  participated.  In  fact,  it  has  been  for  a 
long  time  a  well-noted  fact  that  our  patients  enjoy  an  enter- 
tainment by  home  talent  more  than  any  other. 

The  publishers  of  the  "New  Bedford  Mercury"  and  the  "Old 
Colony  Memorial"  sent  us  their  valuable  papers  gratuitously, 
as  for  many  years.  Periodicals  were  given  by  the  Taunton 
Public  Library,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  W.  H.  Bent,  Rev.  E.  W.  Whit- 
ney, Mrs.  William  C.  Davenport,  Mrs.  Edward  Palmer,  Mr. 
Charles  C.  Cain,  Jr.,  of  Taunton,  Mr.  Julius  Berkowitz  of  New 
Bedford,  Mrs.  Elizabeth  C.  M.  Gifford  of  East  Boston,  and  Mr. 
Arthur  B.  Reed  of  Abington.  The  A.  M.  Davis  Company, 
530  Atlantic  Avenue,  Boston,  gave  us  a  most  welcome  and  un- 
usual present,  —  a  large  number  of  high  quality  Christmas 
cards,  which  will  be  distributed  to  our  patients  the  coming 
Christmas. 

The  results  of  the  past  year's  farming  have  been  unusually 
gratifying,  and  our  barns  and  storehouses  are  filled  to  over- 
flowing. While  only  one  crop,  the  onion,  was  unusually  large 
and  fine,  we  have  never  had  a  year  when  all  our  crops  were  so 
successful. 

During  the  year  leave  of  absence  was  given  Dr.  John  J. 
Thompson  to  enter  the  Canadian  service  and  Dr.  Joseph  V. 
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Chatigny  to  enter  the  United  States  service,  and  Dr.  Fannie  C. 
Haines  was  reappointed,  making  a  very  acceptable  addition  to 
our  staff. 

Your  Board  meetings  have  been  well  attended,  a  quorum 
being  present  at  every  regular  meeting;  the  total  attendance 
at  the  regular  meetings  was  53,  while  73,  individual  visits  have 
been  made.  Several  members  of  your  Board  have  in  addition 
devoted  quite  a  little  time  to  interesting  others  in  the  work  of 
the  hospital,  and  even  in  accompanying  them  on  visits  of  in- 
spection, all  of  which  work  has  been  very  helpful.  For  these 
labors  on  your  part,  as  well  as  your  ever-helpful  co-operation 
and  assistance,  my  most  grateful  thanks  are  tendered.

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TRUSTEES'   REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council. 

The  trustees  of  the  Taunton  State  Hospital  present  herewith 
their  sixty-sixth  annual  report,  together  with  the  superintend- 
ent's report,  the  Treasurer's  report,  and  the  annual  statistical 
tables. 

In  times  of  great  difficulty,  emergency  and  distress  it  some- 
times seems  that  the  written  as  well  as  the  spoken  word  is  in- 
adequate, and  in  such  cases  brevity  is  apt  to  prevail.  During 
the  year  now  past  the  work  of  the  hospital  has  been  carried  on 
under  greater  difficulties  than  during  any  previous  year  since 
the  beginning  of  the  great  war  in  1914.  The  suspension  of 
actual  hostilities  in  November,  1918,  brought  no  relief;  prices 
for  all  commodities  have  continued  to  increase  and  are  still  in- 
creasing; scarcity  of  labor  has  become  more  and  more  acute; 
and  last,  but  by  no  means  least,  no  relief  is  in  sight.  The  result 
has  been  painfully  apparent  in  all  hospital  departments,  but  has 
been  especially  noticeable  in  the  ward  service,  which  has  shown 
at  no  time  during  the  year  past  a  shortage  less  than  50  per 
cent,  while  at  the  present  time  it  is  laboring  under  a  shortage 
of  more  than  60  per  cent.  When  we  realize  that  this  indicates 
that  we  lack  the  means  to  give  necessary  care  to  the  most 
helpless  and  unfortunate  of  the  State's  dependents,  and  that 
the  situation  promises  to  get  worse  rather  than  better,  it 
certainly  calls  for  serious  consideration  from  every  one  who  has 
the  cause  of  suffering  humanity  at  heart.  Were  this  the  situa- 
tion in  one  large  institution  alone  it  would  be  sufficiently  dis- 
quieting, but  the  same  condition  extends  throughout  the  State. 
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Let  us  hope  that  a  remedy  may  be  found  not  too  late.  In  the 
superintendent's  report  is  noted  the  work  done  during  the  year 
in  general,  and  special  repairs  and  improvements,  much  of 
which  was  done  with  considerable  difficulty  owing  to  conditions 
above  stated  and  general  unfavorable  weather  for  out  of  door 
work.  Much  more  remains  to  be  done.  When  the  spur  track 
now  in  process  of  construction  is  completed  with  suitable 
trestle,  together  with  service  building,  congregate  dining  room, 
enlarged,  remodeled  kitchen,  and  improved  transportation 
facilities,  a  long  step  toward  increased  efficiency  in  receiving 
and  distributing  supplies,  and  preparing  and  serving  food,  will 
have  been  made.  A  substantial  increase  in  the  available  farm 
acreage  is  also  desirable  at  both  the  William  C.  Lovering  and 
Simeon  Borden,  Sr.,  colonies. 

The  trustees  have  with  much  pleasure  welcomed  back  those 
officers  and  employees  who,  having  loyally  served  our  country 
in  her  time  of  need,  showed  their  loyalty  to  our  hospital  by  re- 
turning to  our  fold.  That  they  all  returned  with  a  record  of 
work  well  done,  was,  while  expected  as  a  matter  of  course, 
nevertheless  most  pleasing. 

The  resignation  of  Dr.  Charles  E.  Roderick  was  received  by 
us  with  much  regret.  While  with  us  he  discharged  his  duties 
faithfully,  and  we  wish  him  success  in  his  new  position. 

Our  able  and  efficient  superintendent  of  nurses,  Miss  R.  G. 
Cameron,  who  for  nearly  two  years  has  been  serving  in  the 
United  States  army,  resigned  her  position  here  in  the  early  fall, 
to  our  great  regret.  She  has  given  years  of  faithful,  loyal  and 
most  efficient  service  to  the  Commonwealth,  and  we  anticipate 
that  her  labors  in  the  service  of  our  country  will  be  even  more 
valuable. 

Our  training  school  for  nurses  succeeded,  under  great  diffi- 
culties, in  completing  a  most  trying  year,  and  graduated  a  class 
of  thirteen  nurses  with  appropriate  exercises  last  November,  in 
which  class  we  are  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  was  Miss  Annie 
A.  Hall,  whose  work  and  self-sacrifice  were  mentioned  in  the 
report  of  last  year.  The  sudden  death  of  our  head  painter, 
Robert  A.  Henry,  was  felt  by  each  and  every  one  of  us  as  a 
personal  loss.  For  forty  years  he  had  faithfully  and  unselfishly 
discharged  his  duties  with  skill  that  it  would  be  difficult  to 
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duplicate.     When   such  as  he   are   taken   their  place   remains 
vacant  though  their  position  is  filled. 

The  trustees  wish  to  thank  their  superintendent,  Dr.  Arthur 
V.  Goss,  and  his  able  assistants  for  their  faithfulness  and  co- 
operation in  the  work  for  the  past  year.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  Taunton  State  Hospital. 

In  compliance  with  the  by-laws  of  your  Board,  I  respectfully 
submit  the  sixty-sixth  annual  report  of  the  superintendent  for 
the  year  ending  Nov.  30,  1919. 

On  Oct.  1,  1918,  patients  in  the  hospital  and  in  family  care 
numbered  1,405,  —  689  men  and  716  women;  the  corresponding 
number  on  Oct.  1,  1919,  was  1,349,  —  663  men  and  686  women. 
During  the  year  521  patients  —  274  men  and  247  women  — 
were    admitted;     296    patients  —  146    men    and    150  women 

—  were  discharged;  219    patients — 103  men  and  116  women 

—  were  on  trial  visit  Oct.  1,  1919;  and  257  patients — 136 
men  and  121  women — died.  The  whole  number  under 
treatment  during  the  year  was  2,121,  —  1,048  men  and  1,073 
women.  The  daily  average  number  was  1,350+,  —  672+  men 
and  678+  women.  Fifty-eight  patients  —  39  men  and  19 
women  — ■  were  discharged  as  recovered. 

Transfers  by  the  Massachusetts  Commission  on  Mental 
Diseases  were  as  follows:  2  to  the  Boston  State  Hospital;  2  to 
the  Danvers  State  Hospital;  27  to  the  Foxborough  State  Hos- 
pital; 24  to  the  Monson  State  Hospital;  1  to  the  State  In- 
firmary; and  1  to  the  Westborough  State  Hospital.  Eight 
were  sent  to  other  States  and  7  were  deported. 

During  the  year  we  had  64  cases  of  tuberculosis,  —  27  men 
and  37  women,  —  with  33  deaths;  5  cases  of  dysentery,  —  4 
men  and  1  woman, — -with  no  deaths;  6  cases  of  erysipelas,  — 
4  men  and  2  women,  —  with  no  deaths.  The  unusually  large 
number  of  deaths  appearing  in  the  general  statistics  for  the 
year  is  due  to  the  influenza  epidemic,  a  full  account  of  which 
was  included  in  the  report  of  last  year;  most  of  the  deaths  due 
to  influenza  and  its  complications,  however,  occurred  after  the 
close  of  the  statistical  year,  and  therefore  appear  in  the  general 
statistics  of  the  current  year. 

We  close  the  year  with  29  patients  —  4  men  and  25  women  — 
in  family  care,  7  less  than  last  year.

Seventy-six  patients  had  glasses  fitted  during  the  year;  of 
these,  25  were  examined  and  fitted  by  outside  oculists. 

The  dental  work  done  during  the  year  is  as  follows:  whole 
number  of  cases  treated,  346;  sets  of  teeth  cleaned,  139; 
number  of  teeth  filled,  68;  number  of  teeth  treated,  50;  num- 
ber of  teeth  extracted,  280. 

Five  hundred  and  forty- one  patients  —  394  men  and  147 
women  —  have  had  parole  of  the  grounds. 

Fourteen  hundred  and  twenty-one  patients,  66|  per  cent  of 
the  whole  number  under  treatment,  engaged  in  some  form  of 
employment.  All  practical  industries  were  pursued  as  in 
former  years.  Diversional  occupations,  owing  to  shortage  of 
employees,  have  been  discontinued  for  the  present. 

Our  training  school  for  nurses  successfully  struggled  through 
the  year  under  great  difficulties.  The  war  shortage  of  nurses 
continued  through  the  entire  year  and  is  still  acute;  the 
influenza  epidemic  delayed  school  work  for  weeks;  and  in  addi- 
tion to  these  handicaps  the  assistant  superintendent  of  nurses, 
Miss  Frances  E.  Edgett,  resigned  in  the  mid  year.  Miss  Ella 
S.  Averill,  a  graduate  of  our  school,  Class  of  1917,  was  ap- 
pointed in  her  place,  and,  though  severely  handicapped  by  the 
above-mentioned  causes,  successfully  conducted  the  school  for 
the  remainder  of  the  year.  On  Nov.  17,  1919,  a  class  of  13 
graduated  with  appropriate  exercises.  It  is  pleasing  to  record 
that  Annie  A.  Hall,  the  co-worker  and  co-sufferer  with  Janie 
Flynn,  who  at  the  time  of  the  last  report  was  still  seriously  ill 
though  convalescent,  has  fully  recovered  and  graduated  with  her 
class  on  that  occasion.

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I  regret  to  be  obliged  to  report  the  great  loss  sustained  by  the 
hospital  and  the  school  by  the  recent  resignation  of  Miss  R.  G. 
Cameron,  superintendent  of  nurses  since  1910.  Miss  Cameron 
entered  this  hospital  as  pupil  nurse  in  1902,  graduating  from 
the  training  school  in  1904.  She  was  then  employed  in  this 
hospital,  and  in  private  and  general  hospital  nursing,  until 
1910,  when,  as  above  stated,  she  was  appointed  superintendent 
of  nurses,  which  position  she  held  continuously  until  her  resig- 
nation a  few  weeks  ago.  Early  in  1918  she  was  granted  leave 
of  absence  by  your  Board,  to  enable  her  to  enter  the  United 
States  service,  where  her  promotion  has  been  rapid,  and  her 
success  most  gratifying.  A  wider  field  of  usefulness  thus  open- 
ing before  her,  her  resignation  became  inevitable,  and  was 
accepted  by  your  Board  with  much  regret.  As  a  nurse,  she  was 
always  loyal,  faithful  and  conscientious;  as  a  disciplinarian, 
consistent,  firm  and  just;  as  an  instructor,  patient,  accurate 
and  thorough;  while  holding  up  to  her  subordinates  a  high 
ideal,  she  emphasized  the  lesson  by  embodying  the  same  in  her 
daily  life.  May  even  greater  success  be  hers  in  the  service  of 
our  country. 

The  necessary  yearly  repairs  and  improvements  have  been 
unusually  heavy,  taxing  our  available  force  to  the  utmost,  in 
addition  to  which  the  extraordinary  repairs  and  improvements 
have  been  also  unusually  numerous  and  extensive.  The  spur 
track,  in  process  of  construction  under  the  superintend ency  of 
the  Massachusetts  Commission  on  Mental  Diseases,  has  been 
constructed  to  a  point  a  few  rods  beyond  Pine  Avenue;  further 
construction  has  been  suspended  pending  the  completion  of 
plans  now  under  consideration.  The  ties  for  the  track,  1,800  in 
number,  we  cut  last  winter  from  our  noble  chestnut  trees,  so 
long  the  beauty  of  our  woods,  but  they  are  all  infected  with  the 
chestnut  disease  and  are  dying,  and  the  only  thing  for  us  to  do 
is  to  cut  them  while  they  are  still  of  value.  The  new  horse  barn 
that  we  are  constructing  at  the  Simeon  Borden,  Sr.,  Colony  is 
well  advanced;  unfavorable  weather  and  shortage  of  labor  have 
delayed  the  work  considerably.  The  newer  cow  barn  at  this 
same  colony  has  been  completely  remodeled  and  the  roof 
shingled.  At  the  main  hospital  early  in  the  spring  the  cottage 
on  Danforth  Street,  on  land  exchanged  for  the  Hopewell  Mill 
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property,  was  moved  across  the  river  and  located  near  the 
cottage  in  the  rear  of  the  main  hospital;  it  will  be  renovated 
the  coming  winter.  A  macadamized  road  from  our  garage  to 
the  rear  entrance  has  been  constructed,  thus  making  a  con- 
tinuous hard  road  from  the  front  entrance  on  Hodges  Avenue 
to  the  rear  entrance  on  Danforth  Street.  The  lower  floor  of  the 
laundry  is  in  process  of  reconstruction,  the  work  being  well  ad- 
vanced. All  the  old  machinery  to  be  retained  has  been  rebuilt 
and  the  following  new  machinery  purchased:  1  sterilizer  and 
washer,  1  tumbler  dryer,  1  extractor,  1  special  washer  and  1 
steam  press.  This  reconstruction  enables  us  to  eliminate  the 
old  drying  room,  now  out  of  date  and  a  source  of  danger.  The 
engineering  department  has  been  supplied  with  the  following 
equipment:  1  receiving  tank,  1  boiler  feed  pump,  1  hot-water 
meter  and  6  Monarch  soot  blowers.  The  following  equipment 
has  been  purchased  for  the  kitchen:  2  four-compartment  cabi- 
net steamers,  1  Royal  combination  meat  cutter  and  coffee 
grinder,  2  SO-gallon  steam  jacketed  aluminum  kettles,  2  70- 
gallon  steam  jacketed  aluminum  tea  and  coffee  urns,  and  1 
galvanized  iron  hood  to  replace  one  worn  out.  Of  the  much- 
needed  repairs  to  the  kitchen  itself  only  those  requiring  imme- 
diate attention  were  undertaken,  pending  complete  renovation, 
plans  for  which,  are  now  under  consideration.  Last  July  our 
farm  horse  barn  was  damaged  by  fire,  the  cause  of  which  is 
unknown.  The  horses,  farm  wagons  and  harnesses  were  saved, 
but  hay  and  grain  to  the  value  of  about  $900  were  destroyed, 
and  the  barn  required  rebuilding  from  the  second-floor  timbers; 
the  work  is  now  nearly  completed  at  a  cost  of  about  $2,500. 
The  dome  over  the  administration  building  has  been  leaking 
at  intervals  for  years;  many  times  it  has  been  temporarily  re- 
paired, but  it  at  length  became  evident  that  a  thorough  over- 
hauling was  required;  upon  examination  the  entire  dome  re- 
quired tinning,  together  with  much  carpenter  work.  The  work 
has  been  thoroughly  done  and  should  last  for  years.  In  addition 
to  the  above,  all  the  farm  buildings  have  been  painted,  and 
much  other  painting  done  other  than  ordinary  routine  work. 

Mention  of  our  mental  clinics  at  the  hospital  proper  and  at 
Fall  River  and  New  Bedford  has  been  made  in  previous  reports. 
At  these  clinics  patients  on  trial  visit  report,  and  out-patients, 
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who  present  themselves,  are  examined  and  advised.  Perhaps 
the  most  interesting  of  our  clinics  are  the  two  held  the  first 
Friday  and  Saturday  of  each  month  in  Fall  River  and  New 
Bedford,  respectively,  in  co-operation  with  the  school  authori- 
ties, for  the  examination  of  children.  These  two  clinics  are 
conducted  with  the  co-operation  and  assistance  of  Dr.  Fernald, 
superintendent  of  the  Massachusetts  School  for  the  Feeble- 
minded, to  whom  all  credit  is  due  for  whatever  assistance  they 
have  been  to  these  communities.  During  the  past  year  we 
have  been  gratified  at  the  greater  number  of  children  who  have 
been  sent  to  our  weekly  clinic  at  the  hospital  by  the  school 
authorities  of  Taunton,  as  it  indicates  that  the  work  that  we 
have  been  trying  to  do  is  recognized  as  of  some  value.  The

Dr.  Roderick  afterwards  resigned  to  accept  a  position  at  the 
Wrentham  School  for  the  Feeble-minded,  and  Dr.  Chatigny  was 
promoted  to  fill  the  vacancy  thus  created,  leaving  one  vacancy 
on  the  medical  staff  which  is  still  unfilled. 

It  is  my  sad  duty  to  report  the  breaking  of  one  of  the  few 
remaining  living  links  that  bind  us  to  the  past.  Robert  A. 
Henry,  head  painter  for  forty  years,  died  suddenly  on  March 
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17,  1919.  He  was  competent  and  skillful,  loyal  and  faithful,  a 
friend  to  all  and  enemy  to  none.  He  died  in  the  harness,  as 
seemed  most  appropriate,  dropping  dead  in  his  shop  while  pre- 
paring to  begin  the  work  of  the  day. 

Six  hundred  and  twenty-five  patients  attended  the  five 
picnics  held  during  the  summer.  Saturday  afternoons  from 
June  to  September  were  devoted  to  baseball,  as  usual.  During 
the  winter  months  three  evenings  weekly  were  given  up  to 
recreation:  Monday  nights,  stereopticon  lectures  and  dances 
alternately;  Wednesday  nights,  community  singing;  and 
Saturday  nights,  whist  parties.  These  evenings  were  all  thor- 
oughly enjoyed.  The  Rev.  E.  W.  Whitney  gave  a  much  en- 
joyed stereopticon  lecture,  and  Mrs.  Alvaro  Harnden  and  her 
sister  Rebeccas  gave  an  amusing  play. 

Papers  and  periodicals  were  given  by  the  publishers  of  the 
"New  Bedford  Mercury,"  the  publishers  of  the  "Old  Colony 
Memorial,"  and  by  Mrs.  William  H.  Reed,  Rev.  E.  W.  Whit- 
ney, Mrs.  E.  L.  French,  Mrs.  Thomas  W.  Smith,  Mrs.  M.  W. 
Wright,  Mrs.  Albert  E.  Robertson,  Mrs.  William  C.  Davenport 
and  Mrs.  W.  H.  Bent,  all  of  Taunton,  and  Mrs.  Sarah  J. 
Kingsbury  of  Walpole,  Mass. 

Books  were  presented  to  our  library  by  Miss  Marion  L. 
Childs  and  Mrs.  William  H.  Reed. 

During  the  epidemic  of  influenza  your  Board  meetings  were 
for  a  time  suspended;  nevertheless,  I  find  the  total  attendance 
to  have  been  39,  together  with  51  individual  visits. 

This  hospital,  severely  handicapped  in  common  with  all 
similar  institutions  in  the  State,  and  perhaps  in  the  country  as 
well,  has  been  able  to  accomplish  its  allotted  task  only  with  the 
greatest  difficulty.  The  shortage  of  labor  has  continued  since 
the  signing  of  the  armistice,  growing  more  acute  rather  than 
otherwise,  and  in  addition,  regulations  of  various  kinds  restrict 
us  still  further;  for  instance,  a  recent  change  in  the  immigration 
laws  prevent  us  from  obtaining  pupil  nurses  from  the  Provinces, 
from  which  source  in  former  years  much  valuable  material  was 
secured.  In  consequence,  we  have  not  been  able  to  do  our 
work  as  well  as  it  should  have  been  done.  On  the  other  hand, 
these  very  difficulties  have  taught  us  many  things,  and  have 
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pointed   out  new  lines  of  thought  and  action,  and  as  gold  is 
tried  by  fire,  the  good  has  shone  with  a  brighter  luster. 

My  thanks  are  due  as  usual  to  your  Board  for  your  sympa- 
thetic and  unfailing  support,  and  also  to  all  the  hospital  officials 
for  their  unfailing  loyalty  and  faithful  service.  To  the  nursing 
staff  and  employees  as  a  whole  the  highest  praise  must  be  given 
for  loyalty  and  faithful  and  courageous  service,  those  found 
wanting  having  by  contrast  only  emphasized  the  virtues  of  the 
great  majority.  Therefore  with  renewed  courage  we  begin 
another  year.

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ASSISTANT  PHYSICIAN'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Superintendent  and  Trustees  of  the  Taunton  State  Hospital. 

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  work  done  in  the  patho- 
logical department  from  Oct.  1,  1918,  to  Sept.  30,  1919.  Little 
work  was  done  in  the  laboratory  during  the  first  two  months  of 
this  period,  as  it  was  necessary  for  the  pathologist  to  help  with 
the  ward  work  on  account  of  the  influenza  epidemic  and  short- 
age of  the  staff. 

Pathological  Work. 
1.  Autopsy  Statistics.  —  During  the  year  77  autopsies  were 
performed,  31  on  female  patients  and  46  on  male  patients.  As 
the  total  death  list  numbered  257,  the  percentage  of  autopsies 
was  30.  Although  the  total  number  of  autopsies  was  higher 
than  in  any  previous  year,  the  percentage  was  low,  this  being 
due  to  the  above-mentioned  epidemic.

2.  Examinations.  —  Examination  of  the  spinal  fluid  being  of 
special  value  in  certain  cases,  effort  has  been  made  by  our  staff 
physicians  to  obtain  permission  from  interested  relatives  for  the 
performance  of  lumbar  puncture.  As  a  result  examination  of 
the  spinal  fluid  has  been  made  in  57  cases.  Twenty-two  of 
these  cases  gave  a  positive  Wassermann  reaction,  together  with 
positive  chemical  findings  and  a  positive  blood  Wassermann. 
Twenty-eight  cases  gave  negative  reactions  throughout,  and 
seven  cases  showed  a  positive  Wassermann  reaction  with  nega- 
tive chemical  findings. 

3.  Treatment  of  General  Paralysis.  —  In  March,  1919,  treat- 
ments of  arsphenamine  intravenously,  and  mercury  salicylate 
intramuscularly,  were  begun  in  certain  specified  cases.  Since 
that  time  17  patients  received  treatments  continuously.

All  of  these  cases  at  the  beginning  of  treatment  gave  a  posi- 
tive blood  Wassermann,  and  10  a  positive  Wassermann  in  the 
spinal  fluid  with  positive  chemical  findings.  The  remaining  7 
did  not  have  lumbar  puncture  performed.  Five  cases  now  have 
a  negative  blood  Wassermann,  but  without  much  change  in 
their  mental  condition.     Three  have  died  of  conditions  other 
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than  general  paralysis,  2  have  been  discharged  (but  still  come 
to  the  hospital  for  their  treatments),  and  one  has  escaped. 

4.  Other  Laboratory  Work.  —  The  routine  urine,  blood  and 
bacteriological  work  has  been  carried  on.  All  new  patients 
have  had  a  specimen  of  blood  taken  for  the  Wassermann  test 
for  syphilis.  During  the  year  a  routine  taking  of  the  blood  of 
all  old  patients,  who  had  never  had  such  an  examination,  was 
begun.  At  the  present  time  800  have  been  taken,  the  re- 
mainder to  be  finished  during  the  coming  year. 

A  copy  of  all  autopsies  in  the  history  of  this  institution  is 
now  present  in  the  laboratory.  These  have  been  renumbered, 
beginning  with  the  first  one,  and  shows  934  up  to  Sept.  30, 
1919.  A  card  index  for  these  —  one  for  the  anatomical  diag- 
nosis, one  for  the  psychoses,  and  one  for  the  number  each  year 
—  has  been  made  and  is  now  complete  in  the  laboratory.

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TRUSTEES'   REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council. 

The  trustees  of  the  Taunton  State  Hospital  present  herewith 
their  sixty-seventh  annual  report,  together  with  the  super- 
intendent's report,  the  treasurer's  report  and  the  annual 
statistics. 

After  a  great  calamity  it  is  usually  noted  that  the  full  extent 
of  the  damage  done  is  not  apparent  until  some  time  has  elapsed. 
The  aftermath  of  the  great  war  has  emphasized  this  fact  of 
common  observation  to  a  painful  degree.  In  last  year's 
report  we  noted  the  great  difficulties  under  which  this  hospital, 
in  common  with  the  other  State  hospitals,  was  laboring. 
During  the  year  past  some  of  these  difficulties,  as  far  as  our 
particular  institution  is  concerned,  were  increased  rather  than 
otherwise.  The  labor  shortage  during  the  year  was  even 
more  acute  than  during  the  previous  year,  affecting  all  de- 
partments, but  especially  the  medical  staff,  the  ward  service 
and  the  farm  service,  naturally  resulting  in  lessened  efficiency 
and  less  satisfactory  results.  At  the  present  time  more  labor 
is  available,  and  our  quota  in  the  different  departments  is 
slowly  filling  up.  Therefore  we  hope  for  and  expect  general 
improvement  in  the  year  to  come. 

The  social  service  work  has  been  conducted  during  the  year 
to  our  satisfaction  by  Miss  Esther  C.  Cook.  The  great  amount 
of  work,  however,  that  can  and  should  be  done  in  addition  to 
that  already  accomplished  calls  for  an  increase  in  that  depart- 
ment. Miss  Cook  has  therefore  been  promoted  to  the  position 
of  head  social  service  worker,  Miss  Mary  H.  Holland  has  been 
appointed  assistant  social  service  worker,  and  Miss  Mabel  A.

Paine,  who  has  been  actively  employed  in  Red  Cross  work 
during  the  war,  has  been  appointed  student  assistant  social 
service  worker.  We  now  feel  that  we  are  equipped  to  render 
more  extensive  service  in  this  important  department. 

We  are  pleased  to  be  able  to  note  that  our  training  school 
for  nurses,  though  still  working  under  great  difficulties,  made 
substantial  improvement  over  the  work  of  the  year  previous, 
and  that  Mrs.  Ella  S.  Averill,  who  has  been  acting  superin- 
tendent of  nurses  for  nearly  two  years,  fairly  earned  her  pro- 
motion to  the  position  of  superintendent  of  nurses.  During 
the  perplexities  and  trials  incident  to  the  war  and  post-war 
periods  the  influence  of  our  training  school,  although  crippled, 
has  been  one  of  the  strongest  forces  counteracting  the  de- 
generating tendencies  of  the  prevailing  conditions.  We  have 
also  reason  to  believe  that  the  training  schools  in  the  other 
State  hospitals  have  been  similarly  helpful  in  their  respective 
institutions.  In  former  reports  we  have  recorded  the  services 
rendered  to  our  country  during  the  war  by  those  trained  in 
our  training  schools.  We  therefore  view  with  regret  and 
apprehension  contemplated  changes  in  requirements  that  will 
hamper  and  perhaps  destroy  these  schools.  Not  only  the 
suffering  inmates  of  the  State  hospitals,  but  the  people  at 
large  need  the  services  of  the  nurses  trained  in  these  schools 
as  never  before. 

Construction  work  on  the  new  horse  stable  at  the  Simeon 
Borden,  Sr.,  Colony  has  been  practically  completed,  but  con- 
siderable grading  remains  to  be  done.  At  the  William  C. 
Lovering  Colony  two  substantial  cement  platforms  for  the 
reception  of  coal  have  been  constructed,  and  two  temporary 
shelters,  one  for  pigs,  the  other  for  oxen,  have  been  built,  all 
by  patients'  labor. 

The  work  on  the  spur  track,  trestle  and  coal  pocket  has  been 
actively  pushed,  and  as  it  nears  completion  the  necessity  and 
importance  of  the  other  contemplated  improvements,  mentioned 
in  our  last  report,  become  increasingly  apparent,  and  we  are 
most  anxious  for  the  same  to  be  provided  for  as  soon  as 
feasible.  We  also  believe  that  the  contemplated  new  entrance 
through  the  old  Hopewell  Mill  property  will  add  materially  to 
the  comfort  and   convenience  of  the  public  and   the   hospital 
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as  well,  and  we  therefore  hope  that  the  necessary  means  to 
construct  the  dam  and  bridge  may  soon  be  available. 

The  medical  staff  has  suffered  from  resignations  during  the 
year  more  than  any  other  department.  The  resignation  of 
Dr.  John  F.  O'Brien  was  accepted  with  much  regret.  During 
his  service  of  eight  years  he  had  advanced  from  the  position 
of  interne  to  the  position  of  senior  assistant  physician,  rilling 
every  position  satisfactorily.  He  was  always  faithful,  loyal 
and  efficient.  He  bears  with  him  to  his  new  sphere  of  labor 
the  good  will  and  best  wishes  of  every  member  of  our  Board. 
Drs.  Joseph  V.  Chatigny  and  Beatrice  A.  Reed  Chatigny 
also  resigned  to  engage  in  private  practice.  Both  were  loyal 
and  faithful  officers.  Parting  with  them  with  regret,  we  bid 
them  "God  speed,"  with  our  best  wishes  for  their  continued 
success.  Two  of  the  vacancies  thus  created  have  been  tempo- 
rarily filled.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S   REPORT. 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  Taunton  State  Hospital. 

In  compliance  with  the  by-laws  of  your  Board,  I  respectfully 
submit  the  sixty-seventh  annual  report  of  the  superintendent 
for  the  year  ending  Nov.  30,  1920. 

On  Oct.  1,  1920,  patients  in  the  hospital  and  in  family  care 
numbered  633  men  and  668  women,  total,  1,301,  —  48  patients 
less  than  on  the  corresponding  date  the  previous  year.  During 
the  year,  232  men  and  213  women,  total,  445,  were  admitted, 
and  265  men  and  239  women,  total,  504,  were  discharged. 
Of  those  discharged,  37  men  and  18  women,  total,  55,  were 
discharged  as  recovered,  while  118  men  and  101  women, 
total,  219,  died.  The  daily  average  number  of  all  patients 
actually  in  the  institution  during  the  year  was  652.0601  men 
and  661.0655  women,  total,  1,313.1256. 

Transfers  by  the  Department  of  Mental  Diseases  were  as 
follows:  1  to  Grafton  State  Hospital,  36  to  the  Medfield 
State  Hospital,  5  to  the  State  Infirmary  and  2  to  the  West- 
borough  State  Hospital.  Three  were  sent  to  other  States  and  9 
were  deported. 

During  the  year  we  had  63  cases  of  tuberculosis,  —  27  men 
and  36  women,  with  25  deaths;  15  cases  of  erysipelas,  — 14 
men  and  1  woman,  with  2  deaths.  One  woman  had  scarlet 
fever  and  recovered.  Five  nurses  had  diphtheria  and  all 
recovered.  During  the  summer  typhoid  fever  broke  out  on 
West  Godding  No.  8,  10  cases  in  all,  —  -8  patients  and  2  nurses. 
Of  these,  1  patient  died.  The  outbreak  was  traced  to  an 
attendant  who  had  been  engaged  a  short  time  before,  who 
proved  to  be  the  carrier.  Doubtless  we  would  have  had  more 
cases  had  not  all  patients  and  employees  been  subjected  to 
anti-typhoid  vaccination.  We  had  a  few  cases  of  influenza, 
most  of  them  of  the  mild  type  without  complications.  Two 
cases  of  the  more  severe  type  died. 
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In  family  care  we  have  25  patients,  4  men  and  21  women,  — 
4  less  than  last  year. 

Forty-six  patients  had  glasses  fitted,  of  which  number  12 
were  fitted  by  outside  oculists. 

The  dentist's  report  is  as  follows:  Whole  number  of  cases 
treated,  509;  sets  of  teeth  cleaned,  269;  teeth  extracted,  327; 
teeth  filled,  71;  teeth  treated,  21;  sets  of  false  teeth  made,  2; 
sets  of  false  teeth  repaired,  10. 

Three  hundred  and  seventy-nine  patients,  234  men  and 
145  women,  —  have  had  parole  of  the  grounds. 

Twelve  hundred  and  two  patients,  or  59.71  per  cent  of  the 
whole  number  under  treatment,  engaged  in  some  form  of 
employment. 

The  organized  indoor  industries  for  men  have  continued 
under  the  same  management  as  for  many  years.  The  work 
accomplished  in  the  shoe  shop,  superintended  by  Mr.  Barr,

Our  training  school  for  nurses  again  successfully  struggled 
through  a  very  hard  year.  The  shortage  of  nurses  and  pupil 
nurses  due  to  war  and  post-war  conditions  was  the  greatest 
of  any  year  since  the  wTar  broke  out  in  1914.  As  a  result  there 
was  a  much  smaller  junior  class,  and  all  pupil  nurses  had  to 
do  their  school  work  carrying  a  greater  than  normal  load  of 
general  hospital  duties.  In  spite  of  all  this,  however,  the 
school  made  a  much  better  showing  than  the  previous  year. 
Mrs.  Ella  S.  Averill,  assistant  superintendent  of  nurses,  who 
has  successfully  conducted  the  school  during  the  year  past,  was 
promoted  to  the  position  of  superintendent  of  nurses,  and  we 
hope  that  she  may  spend  many  useful  years  laboring  with  us. 

In  this  work,  however,  it  is  most  discouraging  when  we 
have  to  contend  (as  is  the  case  at  the  present  time)  with 
unnecessary  and  untimely  requirements,  threatened  at  the 
same  time  with  hostile  legislation.  Should  the  result  be  the 
abolishing  of  the  State  hospital  training  schools,  not  only  will 
all  the  insane  wards  of  the  State  be  cared  for  -by  less  com- 
petent and  inadequately  trained  attendants,  but  the  people 
of  the  State  at  large  will  be  deprived  of  the  services  of  a  large 
body  of  practically  trained  nurses,  the  most  useful  and  efficient 
class  for  the  majority  of  cases.  Let  us  hope  that  this  dire 
calamity  and  disastrous  step  backward  may  be  averted.

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The  laboratory  and  pathological  work  has  been  carried  on  by 
Dr.  Haines;  but  during  part  of  the  year,  on  account  of  the 
shortage,  she  has  had  to  take  one  of  the  ward  services,  in  con- 
sequence of  which  she  has  not  been  able  to  devote  as  much 
time  to  pathological  work  as  she  otherwise  would.  Her  report 
of  the  year's  work  follows :  — 

To  the  Superintendent  and  Trustees  of  the  Taunton  State  Hospital. 

The  following  is  a  report  of  the  work  done  in  the  pathological 
department  from  Oct.  1,  1919,  to  Sept.  30,  1920. 

The  laboratory  was  without  a  technician  four  months  of  this 
time.  Miss  Katherine  McConville  resigned  her  position  as 
technician  April  10,  1920.  Miss  Maybelle  Duff  was  appointed 
to  this  position  June  28,  1920. 

Pathological  Work. 
Autopsy  Statistics.  —  The  special  effort  made  by  the  members 
of  the  hospital  staff  to  obtain  permission  for  autopsies  was 
rewarded  by  a  larger  number  of  autopsies  than  ever  before  in 
the  history  of  this  hospital,  the  total  number  being  96;  59  of 
these  were  on  male  patients  and  37  on  female.  The  total 
number  of  deaths  was  219,  so  that  the  percentage  of  autopsies 
was  43.  This  is  an  increase  of  14  per  cent  over  the  previous 
year,  there  having  been  19  more  autopsies  performed.  The 
following  table  shows  the  deaths  and  autopsies  performed  during

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The  greater  number  of  autopsies  were  performed  on  patients 
over  fifty  years  of  age,  and  this  corresponds  with  the  same 
results  in  previous  years. 

Blood  and  Spinal  Fluid.  —  The  routine  taking  of  a  blood 
specimen  from  the  older  patients  was  begun  in  the  previous  year 
and  finished  during  the  early  part  of  this  year.  At  the  present 
time  a  blood  Wassermann  has  been  done  on  every  patient  in 
the  institution.  The  total  number  of  blood  specimens  taken 
during  the  year  was  772.  This  includes  both  the  old  patients 
and  the  new  cases  as  they  are  admitted. 

Having  found  the  number  of  patients  whose  blood  gave  a 
positive  reaction  to  the  Wassermann  test  for  syphilis,  an 
attempt  was  made  to  get  permission  for  lumbar  puncture  in 
each  case.  This  permission  was  granted  in  the  greater  number 
of  cases,  so  that  during  the  year  53  lumbar  punctures  were 
done.  The  Wassermann  test  was  done  by  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Health,  and  the  chemical  and  cytological  exami- 
nations made  here.  The  result'  of  the  Wassermann  test  of  these 
fluids  was  as  follows:    Positive,  23;    doubtful,  2;    negative,  27. 

Salvarsan  Treatments.  —  During  the  year  43  patients  (29 
males  and  14  females)  received  special  treatments  of  arsphena- 
mine  intravenously  alternating  with  mercury  salicylate  intramus- 
cularly. Altogether  839  injections  of  the  former  and  170  of  the 
latter  were  given. 

No  change  in  the  mental  condition  of  these  patients  has  been 
noticed,  but  a  few  have  shown  some  change  in  the  blood  Wasser- 
mann reaction.  In  five  cases,  after  a  variable  number  of  treat- 
ments, the  blood  Wassermann  has  been  given  a  doubtful  re- 
action more  than  once.  One  female  patient,  suffering  from  an 
alcoholic  psychosis,  has  had  six  negative  blood  Wassermanns 
with  treatment  and  six  without  treatment,  these  tests  being 
made  once  a  month.  Two  other  patients  have  had  six  consecu- 
tive negative  blood  Wassermanns  with  treatment. 

Other  Laboratory  Work.  —  The  routine  laboratory  work,  includ- 
ing blood  and  urine  examinations,  has  been  carried  on.  The 
present  indexing  of  autopsies  and  their  findings  have  been  studied 
and  arranged  according  to  Dr.  E.  E.  Southard's  classification.

The  amount  of  necessary  social  service  work  being  greater 
than    one   social   service   worker   could   handle,    approval   was 
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obtained  to  increase  our  force,  in  accordance  with  which  Miss 
Cook  was  promoted  to  the  position  of  head  social  service 
worker,  and  Miss  Mary  H.  Holland  was  appointed  to  the 
position  of  assistant  social  service  worker,  while  Miss  Mabel 
A.  Paine  was  appointed  to  the  position  of  student  assistant 
social  service  worker.  Miss  Paine  has  been  engaged  in  Red 
Cross  work  during  the  war  and  post-war  periods. 

Following  are  the  statistics  submitted  by  Miss  Cook: — ■ 

During  the  year  1919-20  the  social  service  department  came 
into  contact  with  464  cases,  — ■  336  hospital  patients  and  128 
children,  either  at  hospital  or  outside  clinics. 

In  the  cases  of  some  of  the  patients  the  relatives,  either  at 
the  hospital  or  in  their  homes,  were  interviewed,  and  court, 
school,  employment,  etc.,  records  consulted,  for  the  purpose  of 
obtaining  data  to  aid  in  the  making  of  diagnoses.  In  other 
instances  the  homes  were  investigated  so  that  an  idea  might  be 
had  of  the  type  of  environment  to  which  the  patient  was  going 
after  discharge.  Of  the  241  patients  discharged  on  trial  visit 
after  a  hospital  residence,  82  were  visited  at  their  homes  or 
places- of  employment,  advice  rendered,  and  arrangements  for 
readjustment  frequently  made.  Compensation  claims  of  the 
47  soldiers  who  have  been  in  the  hospital  were  filed  and  matters 
of  bonus,  insurance,  etc.,  attended  to  with  the  assistance  of  the 
Red  Cross.  At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  31  patients 
boarding  out  in  private  families.  During  the  year  2  more  were 
placed  and  8  dismissed,  leaving  a  total  of  25  at  the  end  of  the 
year;    68  visits  were  made. 

At  the  clinics  held  in  Fall  River  and  New  Bedford  social 
histories  were  obtained  from  the  relatives  of  the  children,  and 
the  latter  given  the  performance  tests.

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Of  the  construction  work  in  progress  at  the  time  of  the  last 
report  the  new  horse  stable  at  the  Simeon  Borden,  St.,  Colony 
has  been  practically  completed,  and  will  be  occupied  soon. 
The  work  on  the  spur  track,  trestle,  and  coal  pocket  has  been 
far  advanced,  and  reconstruction  work  in  the  laundry  com- 
pleted. We  have  also  added  to  the  laundry  equipment  one 
American  six-roll  motor-driven  flat-work  ironer  and  one 
36-inch  by  72-inch  belt-driven  washing  machine.  At  the 
William  C.  Lovering  Colony,  by  patients'  labor,  we  have 
constructed  of  cement  two  receiving  platforms  for  coal.  We 
have  also  built  two  shelters  intended  for  temporary  use,  one 
intended  for  pigs,  the  other  for  oxen.  Besides  the  routine 
work  the  external  painting  has  been  completed  at  the  hospital 
proper. 

Our  clinics  for  children  have  been  discontinued  in  anticipation 
of  the  State-wide  work  to  be  undertaken  by  the  Department  of 
Mental  Diseases,  as  provided  for  by  the  last  General  Court. 

Dr.  John  F.  O'Brien,  senior  assistant  physician,  and  Drs. 
Joseph  V.  Chatigny  and  Beatrice  A.  Reed  Chatigny  resigned, 
the  former  to  take  an  advanced  position  in  Boston,  the  two 
latter  to  enter  general  practice. 

During  the  eight  years  of  Dr.  O'Brien's  service  he  advanced 
through  the  intermediate  grades  from  interne  to  senior  assist- 
ant, filling  each  position  satisfactorily.  Always  faithful,  loyal 
and  enthusiastic,  he  displayed  unusual  professional  ability  and 
devotion  to  his  work.  Regretting  the  loss  of  his  services,  we 
wish  him  success  and  distinction  in  his  new  field  of  labor. 

The  Drs.  Chatigny  were  also  loyal,  faithful  and  competent. 
We  regret  their  departure,  but  we  wish  them  the  best  of  success 
in  their  chosen  work.  Two  of  the  vacancies  thus  created  have 
been  temporarily  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Drs.  Florence  H. 
Tresilian  and  Charles  J.  Bolton. 

Six  hundred  and  twenty-five  patients,  the  same  number  as 
for  previous  years,  attended  the  various  picnics  held  during 
the  summer  months. 

The  evening  entertainments  were  the  same  in  character  and 
number  as  in  former  years.  A  very  pleasing  concert  was 
given  by  Mrs.  Carolyn  Kaharl,  and  the  Rev.  E.  W.  Whitney 
gave  us  one  of  his  much  appreciated  illustrated  lectures. 
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The  appeal  of  your  Board  to  the  public  for  books  and 
periodicals  for  the  use  of  our  patients  met  with  a  generous 
response,  our  library  having  been  enriched  with  nearly  800 
volumes  in  consequence,  besides  a  great  quantity  of  periodical

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TRUSTEES'  REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council. 

The  trustees  of  the  Taunton  State  Hospital  present  herewith 
their  sixty-eighth  annual  report,  together  with  the  superin- 
tendent's report,  the  treasurer's  report  and  the  annual  sta- 
tistics. 

In  our  report  of  last  year  we  mentioned  the  difficulties  under 
which  this  hospital,  together  with  the  other  State  hospitals, 
were  laboring  owing  to  conditions  produced  by  and  following 
the  great  war.  That  the  deep  wounds  inflicted  by  that  mighty 
contest  should  be  speedily  healed  is  not  to  be  expected.  But 
in  common  with  the  rest  of  the  country  we  have  tried  to  forget 
the  gloom  of  the  past  in  the  activities  of  the  present.  One  great 
difficulty  —  the  lack  of  suitable  employees  ■ —  has  been  relieved 
in  a  measure.  Our  ward  service,  however,  is  still  short  of  our 
quota  owing  to  an  insufficient  number  of  young  women  as  pupil 
nurses  and  attendants.  No  doubt  this  condition  has  affected 
in  some  degree  all  the  State  hospitals.  Our  training  school  for 
nurses,  while  it  has  not  increased  in  numbers,  is  now  better 
organized  than  at  any  time  since  the  war,  and  we  look  for  in- 
creased efficiency  in  consequence.  Our  social  service  department 
is  now  well  organized  for  service,  as  the  report  of  its  year's 
activities  printed  elsewhere  indicates.  A  moving-picture  ma- 
chine has  been  installed  during  the  year  as  provided  for  in  our 
appropriation,  which  we  anticipate  will  add  much  to  our  means 
of  recreation. 

Among  the  more  important  repairs  and  improvements,  our  ice 
house  in  Raynham  has  been  rebuilt  and  is  now  good  for  a 
period  of  years.  The  construction  of  the  new  dairy  building  at 
the   Simeon   Borden,   Sr.,    Colony  is  well   advanced,  and  the 
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equipment  has  been  purchased.  The  construction  of  these  two 
buildings  was  under  the  direction  of  our  head  carpenter,  Mr. 
Cobb,  who  has  served  our  institution  faithfully  for  many  years. 
Among  the  ordinary  repairs  and  improvements  may  be  men- 
tioned the  painting  at  the  hospital  proper  and  at  the  Simeon 
Borden,  Sr.,  Colony,  under  the  direction  of  our  head  painter, 
Mr.  Fields.  Insufficient  funds  having  prevented  much  work  on 
the  spur  track,  trestle  and  coal  pocket,  we  hope  that  sufficient 
money  may  be  appropriated  this  coming  year  to  complete  this 
much-needed  work. 

During  the  year  Samuel  Tartakoff,  M.D.,  and  David  Mack- 
ler,  M.D.,  were  appointed  assistant  physicians,  and  Alma  E. 
Fowler,  M.D.,  was  granted  leave  of  absence  to  regain  her 
health. 

Dr.  Horace  G.  Ripley,  assistant  superintendent,  resigned  to 
accept  the  position  of  chief  executive  officer  at  the  Psychopathic 
Hospital,  Boston,  Mass.  Our  Board  accepted  his  resignation 
with  regret,  and  spread  the  following  upon  their  records :  — 

In  accepting  the  resignation  of  Dr.  Horace  G.  Ripley,  who  for  twenty- 
nine  years  has  given  service  to  the  Taunton  State  Hospital,  the  trustees 
deem  it  fitting  to  place  upon  the  records  a  statement  more  expressive  than 
a  simple  vote  of  acceptance. 

Dr.  Ripley's  service  has  been  exceptional,  not  alone  in  time,  but  in 
character.  It  has  been  a  faithful,  devoted  service.  He  has  not  striven 
for  a  mark  of  personal  merit  and  achievement,  though  he  has  acquired 
both,  but  rather  has  had  constantly  in  mind  and  endeavor  the  best  way 
to  be  helpful  to  the  unfortunates  in  his  charge,  and  when  the  best  way 
was  clear,  he  has  followed  it  without  stint  of  labor  or  sacrifice. 

As  trustees  we  are  glad  to  have  been  associated  with  him.  We  are 
aware  that  of  more  value  than  these  words  to  Dr.  Ripley  will  be  his 
strong  and  ever-abiding  feeling  that  he  has  been  helpful  to  the  helpless. 

We  think  it  would  be  well  to  inform  the  public,  through  the 
press  or  otherwise,  that  they  will  always  be  welcome  at  the 
hospital  on  visiting  days,  as,  in  our  words  of  regret  at  Dr. 
Ripley's  resignation,  their  presence  and  interest  would  be  a 
"help  to  the  helpless." 

We  also  look  ahead  to  the  time  when  the  river  bed  and 
surroundings  shall  be  beautified  at  the  main  hospital. 

The  year's  report  would  not  be  complete  without  mention 
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of  the  sad  fatality  that  took  place  at  the  Simeon  Borden,  Sr., 
Colony  in  the  early  morning  of  Oct.  22,  1921,  when  Alfred 
Willy,  an  employee,  was  killed  by  Harry  B.  Hay  ward,  a  patient. 
Mr.  Willy  for  many  years  had  rendered  faithful,  quiet  and 
unobtrusive  service.  Harry  B.  Hayward  was  suffering  from 
delusions  and  hallucinations,  but  had  never  shown  any  dan- 
gerous symptoms,  and  was  not  suspected  of  entertaining  any 
animosity  toward  Mr.  Willy.

To  the  Trustees  of  the  Taunton  State  Hospital. 

In  compliance  with  the  by-laws  of  your  Board,  I  respect- 
fully submit  the  sixty-eighth  annual  report  of  the  superin- 
tendent for  the  year  ending  Nov.  30,  1921. 

On  Oct.  1,  1921,  patients  in  the  hospital  and  family  care 
numbered  676  men  and  704  women,  total,  1,380,  —  79  more 
than  on  the  corresponding  date  of  the  previous  year.  The 
total  number  under  treatment  during  the  year  was  986  men 
and  1,027  women,  ■ —  total,  2,013.  The  daily  average  number  of 
all  patients  actually  in  the  institution  during  the  year  was 
654.423  men  and  668.0961  women,  —  total,  1,322.5191. 

Transfers  by  the  Department  of  Mental  Diseases  were  as 
follows:  1  to  the  Boston  State  Hospital;  1  to  the  McLean 
Hospital;  1  to  the  Medfield  State  Hospital;  1  to  the  Monson 
State  Hospital;  4  to  the  State  Infirmary  at  Tewksbury;  and 
2  to  the  Westborough  State  Hospital.  Five  were  sent  to  other 
States  and  10  were  deported.  In  family  care  now  we  have  21 
patients,  ■ —  3  men  and  18  women. 

We  have  no  visiting  or  resident  oculist,  but  about  the  usual 
number  of  patients  have  had  their  eyes  examined  and  fitted  to 
glasses. 

Dr.  Charles  F.  Davis  has,  as  for  several  years,  attended  to 
the  most  necessary  dental  work  in  a  satisfactory  manner  during 
the  greater  part  of  the  year  past. 

The  constantly  increasing  number  of  patients  under  our 
care  has  for  some  time  emphasized  the  need  of  more  carefully 
systematized  dental  care  for  our  patients  as  a  whole.  Being 
convinced  that  this  need  could  only  be  met  satisfactorily  by 
the  appointment  of  a  resident  dentist,  with  your  approval  Dr. 
George  A.  Harris,  who  had  rendered  satisfactory  service  at 
Westborough  State  Hospital,  was  appointed  to  the  position 
and  commenced  his  service  in  October.

Two  hundred  and  eighty-three  patients,  183  men  and  100 
women,  had  parole  of  the  grounds  for  at  least  a  part  of  the 
year. 

Ten  hundred  and  eighty-three  patients,  or  53.8  per  cent  of 
the  whole  number  under  treatment,  engaged  in  some  form  of 
employment.  Of  the  men,  the  majority  find  useful  and  health- 
ful employment  on  the  farm  and  grounds,  but  a  large  minority 
are  employed  in  the  boiler  house,  the  laundry,  with  the  painter, 
or  in  one  of  the  organized  indoor  industries.  The  work  ac-

According  to  our  custom,  we  have  endeavored  to  encourage 
industrial  work  on  the  wards,  and,  while  we  have  by  no  means 
got  back  to  a  pre-war  basis,  we  have  made  some  progress. 

On  the  men's  wards  2,719  yards  of  toweling  and  167  rag 
rugs  were  woven,  and  114  sheets,  24  shirts,  29  trousers  and 
19  white  coats  were  made.

Many  miscellaneous  articles  were  also  made,  and  the  routine 
repairing,  always  large  and  constantly  growing  larger,  was  done 
as  usual. 

At  the  W.  C.  Lovering  Colony  the  women  patients  also  did 
considerable  out-of-door  work.  Besides  cultivating  individual 
gardens,  as  some  of  them  did,  quite  a  number  worked  at 
weeding,  picking  berries,  peas,  string  beans,  sweet  corn,  etc. 
Among  other  things  they  picked  884  pounds  of  string  beans 
and  shelled  57  bushels  of  dry  beans. 

Our  training  school  for  nurses  has  completed  another  suc- 
cessful year,  working  under  great  difficulties.  Owing  to  the 
fact  that  we  have  not  been  able  to  engage  a  sufficient  number 
of  women  qualified  to  enter  the  school,  our  school  has  not 
increased  in  numbers;  we  have,  nevertheless,  endeavored  to 
maintain  its  standard  of  efficiency.

I  also  submit  a  report  of  the  work  done  by  our  social  service 
department :  — 

REPORT  OF  THE   SOCIAL  SERVICE  DEPARTMENT. 

To  the  Trustees  of  the  Taunton  State  Hospital. 

Throughout  the  year  the  social  service  department  has  had 
two  full-time  workers  and  two  students  for  part  time.  One 
student,  Miss  Paine,  left  in  February,  1921,  and  in  September, 
1921,  Miss  Rice,  a  student  of  the  Smith  Training  School  for 
Social  Worker3  came  to  take  with  us  her  nine  months  of  practice 
work.  She  returns  to  the  school  on  the  first  of  July  to  complete 
her  thirteen  months'  course.  As  Miss  Holland,  first  assistant, 
is  a  graduate  of  the  Boston  School  for  Social  Service,  we  have 
representatives  of  various  forms  of  training  in  social  work. 

With  the  addition  of  new  workers  it  has  been  possible  to  do 
more  systematic  and  intensive  work.  At  the  present  time  the 
main  divisions  of  the  work  are  as  follows. 
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I.  History  Taking. 

Two  kinds  of  histories  are  obtained,  —  namely,  medical  and 
medical-social.  The  former  are  accounts  of  the  medical  facts 
needed  by  the  physicians  to  make  mental  and  physical  diagnoses. 
The  medical-social  are  similar  to  these,  but  have  in  addition 
social  facts  concerning  the  patient's  success  in  adapting  himself 
to  his  family,  to  his  associates,  and  the  community  in  which  he 
lives.  The  histories  are  taken  either  in  the  hospital  or  in  the 
community,  —  in  the  hospital  when  the  doctors  cannot  see  the 
visiting  relatives,  and  in  the  community  when  it  is  apparent  that 
social  as  well  as  medical  problems  have  a  direct  bearing  on  the 
patient's  condition. 

II.  Investigations. 

These  are  of  various  types,  such  as  social,  special  and  home. 
The  first  are  made  in  observation  and  court  cases,  and  in 
temporary  care  and  regularly  committed  cases  when  the  diagnosis 
is  not  clear,  when  the  relatives'  statements  are  contradictory, 
when  the  facts  on  the  commitment  papers  are  not  substantiated 
by  the  patients  or  relatives,  or  when  the  physicians  desire  the 
community's  opinion  about  the  life  and  behavior  of  the  patient. 
The  social  investigation  differs  from  the  medical-social  history 
in  that  information  is  obtained  concerning  the  community's 
attitude  toward  the  patient's  commitment,  his  possible  discharge, 
and  his  family's  ability  or  disability  to  plan  for  his  care  and 
readjustment  in  his  home,  work  and  social  life.  Various  sources 
are  visited,  such  as  relatives,  neighbors,  landlords,  tradesmen, 
lodgers,  physicians,  lawyers,  judges,  clergymen,  teachers,  em- 
ployers, public  officials,  —  overseers  of  the  poor,  selectmen, 
police,  sheriffs,  postmasters,  district  attorneys,  —  and  public 
and  private  social  agencies,  as,  for  example,  family  welfare 
societies,  children's  aid  societies,  societies  for  the  prevention  of 
cruelty  to  children,  almshouses,  legal  aid  societies,  and  hospital 
social  service  departments.  Public  records  of  birth,  marriage, 
divorce,  death,  legal  offences,  health,  and  so  forth,  are  con- 
sulted. 

During  the  past  year  there  were  referred  to  the  department  for 
history  or  investigation  35  of  the  47  observation  cases,  68  of  the 
119  temporary  care  cases,  and  198  of  the  331  regular  committed 
cases. 

Special  investigations  are  made  in  the  cases  of  soldiers  in  order 
to  adjust  their  claims  for  compensations.     Accurate  information 
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concerning  their  army  records,  the  whereabouts  of  their  discharge 
papers  and  their  insurance  status  is  needed.  Complaints  of 
patients  about  treatment  by  former  neighbors,  and  about  land- 
lords taking  their  clothes  and  money,  are  also  investigated. 

Sometimes,  before  the  patient  is  discharged  on  trial,  a  home 
investigation  is  made  for  the  purpose  of  determining  the  kind 
of  home  to  which  he  is  to  return,  the  personnel  of  the  family, 
the  characteristics  and  peculiarities  of  the  individual  members, 
the  health,  employment  and  financial  condition,  the  type  of 
house,  whether  tenement  or  cottage,  the  neighborhood,  whether 
rural  or  urban,  residential  or  factory,  and  the  sanitary  conditions. 
Special  inquiry  is  made  concerning  the  attitude  of  the  family 
toward  the  patient  and  the  arrangements  for  care  of  the  patient. 
This  is  a  very  important  branch  of  the  work,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  during  the  coming  year  many  more  cases  will  be  referred 
for  home  investigation.  Frequently  family  dissension  can  be 
straightened  out,  economic  status  be  placed  on  a  substantial 
basis,  and  other  matters  attended  to  before  the  patient  leaves 
the  hospital.  If  left  for  the  patient  to  worry  over,  they  might 
cause  a  return  of  mental  trouble. 

The  amount  of  work  done  by  the  department  in  the  above- 
mentioned  fields  is  shown  in  Table  A.

III.  After-care  Work. 
All  cases  discharged  on  trial  of  one  year  are  on  the  social 
service  visiting  list.  As  the  district  where  the  patients  reside 
covers  many  hundred  square  miles,  all  patients  cannot  be  seen 
during  the  year.  As  many  as  possible,  however,  are  visited 
throughout  the  year,  beginning  a  few  weeks  after  discharge. 
Some  are  found  to  need  more  visiting  than  others,  and  are 
called  "special  supervision  cases." 
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At  the  beginning  of  the  year  94  men  and  91  women  were  on 
trial.  During  the  year  126  men  and  104  women,  a  total  of  230, 
were  discharged  on  trial  visit,  making  a  total  of  415  patients 
under  the  general  supervision  of  the  department;  200  of  these, 
70  men  and  130  women,  were  visited  and  interviewed  individu- 
ally. In  addition,  381  visits  were  made  to  the  relatives.  At  the 
end  of  the  year  224  patients,  122  men  and  102  women,  were  on 
trial. 

IV.     Social  Case  Work. 

Among  the  large  majority  of  cases,  and  especially  in  the  after- 
care work,  are  found  many  social  problems  such  as  disease,  vice, 
poverty,  crime  and  ignorance.  As  may  be  seen  from  the  follow- 
ing table,  the  problems  found  most  frequently  are  mental 
disease,  legal,  environmental  and  educational. 

Although  each  case  may  be  said  to  be  a  problem  of  mental 
disease,  yet  in  these  social  statistics,  those  are  so  classified  in 
which  the  mental  disability  is  the  predominating  factor  which 
causes  the  lack  of  adjustment.  Often  it  is  possible  to  so  change 
the  attitude  of  the  family  toward  the  patient's  mental  condition 
that  he  can  live  comfortably  in  the  community. 

The  legal  problems,  of  which  there  are  67,  occur  usually  in  the 
soldier  cases,  and  include  matters  of  guardianship,  also  property 
rights,  desertion,  etc. 

In  a  somewhat  smaller  group  of  cases  the  environment  seems 
to  present  the  greatest  problem.  There  is  no  one  factor  which 
causes  the  patient  to  be  restless,  irritable  and  difficult  to  control, 
but  lack  of  understanding  on  the  part  of  his  associates,  uncon- 
genial work,  unpleasant,  inartistic  home  and  family  worries 
blend  together  to  cause  his  maladjustment. 

The  largest  number  of  problems  dealt  with  this  year  falls 
into  the  educational  group.  In  many  instances  the  patient,  the 
family,  the  employer  and  the  community  need  to  be  told  about 
mental  disease;  need  to  have  the  patient's  condition,  limitations, 
desires,  capabilities  explained  to  them;  need  to  be  instructed  in 
hygiene,  home  management,  proper  recreation;  and  need  to  have 
the  purposes  and  policies  of  the  hospital  described.

The  function  of  the  social  worker  is  to  help  the  patient  adjust 
himself  to  his  environment  by  analyzing  and  studying  his 
problems  in  order  to  effect  a  solution  of  them.  Misapprehensions 
regarding  the  after-care  of  mental  patients  are  common.  It  is 
often  possible  to  relieve  the  doubts  and  fears  harbored  by  their 
families,  and  to  clear  up  any  misunderstandings  they  may  have 
about  the  patient's  mental  condition,  —  especially  if  he  is  not 
fully  recovered,  —  and  about  the  progress  of  disease  and  the 
recurrence  of  symptoms.  Relatives  and  others  in  charge  of 
patients  in  a  community  often  consult  the  social  workers,  as  they 
like  to  share  their  responsibility  with  some  one  else.  They 
appreciate  sympathetic  and  understanding  interest,  and  like  to 
have  some  one  to  whom  they  can  turn  in  time  of  need  of  advice 
regarding  patient's  care,  possible  return  to  the  hospital,  em- 
ployment, reporting  at  clinic,  etc. 

If  it  is  found  that  the  patient  or  family  need  medical  or 
nursing  care  the  social  worker  communicates  with  the  local 
medical  agency.  Again,  what  the  patient  needs  may  be  regular 
employment,  or  a  different  kind  of  a  job  from  what  he  has  had, 
or  one  more  suited  to  his  mental  condition.  If  he  has  been  a 
pattern  maker,  which  work  requires  close  application,  it  may  not 
seem  advisable  for  him  to  return  to  this,  especially  if  he  also 
has  a  bent  toward  gardening.  A  young  girl  who  has  no  op- 
portunity for  wholesome  recreation  can  easily  be  interested  in 
neighborhood  clubs  and  instructed  in  the  methods  of  joining. 
A  mother  may  find  unruly  sons  trying  to  her  mental  condition. 
If  the  boys  join  clubs,  they  will  have  opportunity  to  work  off 
their   excess    vitality   in   proper   channels.      Families    may   need 
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spiritual  comfort  of  church  relationship,  but  may  feel  reluctant 
to  renew  the  connection  which  had  been  allowed  to  lapse. 

Removal  to  a  different  neighborhood,  smoothing  out  domestic 
difficulties,  relief  from  daily  drudgery,  congenial  companionship, 
—  any  or  all  of  these  may  be  needed  to  bring  about  a  complete 
adjustment  and  to  enable  the  patient  to  live  a  well-rounded  life 
in  the  community. 

Much  emphasis,  of  necessity,  is  laid  on  the  educational  side 
of  the  work,  —  to  interpret  the  working  function  of  the  hospital ; 
to  dispel  widely  prevalent  suspicion  of  patients  with  mental 
diseases;  and  to  make  people  feel  that  patients  who  have  been 
in  an  "insane  asylum"  are  mentally  sick  and  not  necessarily 
vicious. 

Many  patients  after  returning  to  their  homes  come  to  the 
attention  of  social  agencies  skilled  in  dealing  with  social  ills,  but 
not  expert  in  dealing  with  mental  trouble.  There  are  frequent 
consultations  with  these  agencies  for  the  purpose  of  explaining 
hospital  policies  and  use  of  out-patient  clinics. 

Much  of  the  work  of  the  department  consists  in  the  obtaining 
of  data  which  aids  the  physicians  in  the  making  of  diagnoses 
and  which  assists  in  arriving  at  a  decision  in  regard  to  discharge.

Out-patient  clinics  for  hospital  patients  on  trial  and  for  com- 
munity cases  who  want  advice  are  held  in  New  Bedford  and 
Fall  River  once  a  month.  When  the  superintendent  cannot  go, 
the  social  workers  attend  and  obtain  reports  from  the  after-care 
patients,  and  take  social  histories  on  or  give  psychometric 
tests  to  the  new  cases.

VI.  Boarding-out  Cases. 
Patients  who  have  a  chronic  mental  condition,  or  who  have 
relatives  who  cannot  provide  for  them,  are  boarded  in  private 
families,  who  either  are  paid  by  the  State  for  their  board,  or  who 
give  the  patient  wages  for  domestic  or  farm  service.  The  law 
requires  that  these  patients  be  visited  every  three  months. 
Their  clothing  is  supplied  by  the  hospital,  and  it  is  the  duty  of 
the  social  workers  to  ascertain  what  is  needed.  If  conditions 
favorable  for  discharge  on  trial  are  found,  these  are  reported 
to  the  superintendent,  who  authorizes  the  change  of  status  from 
boarding-out  to  trial,  which  means  that  the  patient  is  under 
hospital  care  for  one  year  instead  of  continuously.

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VII.  Soldiers. 
Because  of  "breakdown"  due  to  army  service;  71  soldiers 
have  been  under  hospital  care.  At  the  end  of  the  year  31  of 
these  were  in  the  hospital,  13  on  trial  visit,  24  had  been  dis- 
charged and  3  had  escaped.  As  mentioned  before,  all  matters 
of  compensation  have  been  attended  to,  ward  visits  have  been 
made  and  family  troubles  investigated.  On  the  discharge  of  the 
soldiers  from  the  hospital,  a  summary  of  the  social  conditions 
has  been  sent  to  the  Red  Cross  Chapter  in  his  home  town  and 
co-operation  sought  in  supervision. 

VIII.     Psychometric  Tests. 

Occasionally  hospital  patients  are  referred  for  psychometric 
tests  when  this  information  is  needed  for  making  a  diagnosis. 
Mental  tests  are  also  given  to  cases  brought  to  the  clinic  for 
examination;  18  were  so  made  during  the  year.  Special  in- 
struction in  giving  these  tests  was  received  at  the  Psychopathic 
Hospital  by  one  of  the  workers. 

Throughout  the  report  mention  has  frequently  been  made  of 
the  fact  that  many  cases  are  referred  to  the  social  service 
department  by  the  physician;  in  addition,  some  are  referred  by 
outside  agencies,  by  friends  and  by  the  patient  himself.  Others 
are  chosen  by  the  social  workers  if,  when  visiting  routinely 
cases  discharged  on  trial,  the  workers  find  any  who  need  special 
supervision.

The  work  on  the  spur  track,  trestle  and  coal  pocket,  which 
is  the  only  work  now  in  operation  under  special  appropriation, 
is  still  in  progress. 


Repairs  and  Renewals. 

In  addition  to  the  routine  repairs  and  renewals,  the  buildings 

at  the  Simeon  Borden,  Sr.,  Colony  have  been  painted  and  the 

farmhouse  and  the  farmer's  cottage  renovated  as  well;    the  ice 

house  at  Raynham,  the  roof  of  which  collapsed  last  year,  has 
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been  repaired,  and  is  now  good  for  ten  years  more;  a  washing 
machine  has  been  added  to  the  laundry  equipment;  the  supply 
steam  pipe  for  heating  the  Ruth  S.  Murray  home  for  nurses 
has  been  renewed;  a  moving-picture  machine  has  been  in- 
stalled; a  dairy  building  has  been  erected  and  is  now  in  process 
of  completion  at  the  Simeon  Borden,  Sr.,  Colony,  and  a 
pasteurizing  outfit  to  equip  the  above  has  been  purchased. 

This  dairy  building  and  pasteurizing  outfit  is  to  aid  us  in 
our  struggle  against  bovine  tuberculosis  and  in  our  efforts  to 
eliminate  it  from  our  dairy  herd.  This  struggle  we  are  engaged 
in  is  common  with  all  other  institutions,  and  with  all,  in  fact, 
who  are  engaged  in  the  production  of  milk  or  in  the  breeding 
of  dairy  cattle.  The  breeders'  skill,  operating  over  a  period  of 
many  years,  has  produced  from  animals  yielding  only  milk 
enough  to  raise  their  calves  highly  specialized  dairy  animals 
capable  of  yielding  a  large  amount  of  milk  over  the  greater 
part  of  the  year,  but  all  animals  thus  artificially  modified  are 
rendered  more  susceptible  to  disease,  and  the  dairy  cow  is 
especially  susceptible  to  attacks  of  tuberculosis.  That  this  is 
most  unfortunate,  when  the  human  animal,  also  highly  sus- 
ceptible to  the  "great  white  plague,"  depends  to  so  great  an 
extent  on  the  milk  of  the  cow  for  food,  goes  without  saying. 
For  years  the  fight  against  bovine  tuberculosis  has  been  going 
on,  but  it  has  all  the  time  been  a  losing  fight.  That  adequate 
measures  to  successfully  combat  it  may  soon  be  established  is 
the  hope  of  every  one  whose  attention  has  been  directed  to  its 
importance. 

The  outdoor  and  indoor  entertainments  provided  for  our 
patients  have  been  of  the  same  character  as  in  former  years. 
The  introduction  of  moving  pictures  will  afford  a  pleasing 
variety. 

The  hospital  sustained  a  great  loss  in  the  resignation  of 
Dr.  Horace  G.  Ripley,  who  was  appointed  chief  executive 
officer  at  the  Psychopathic  Hospital  last  September.  Your 
Board  has  already  spread  upon  your  records  your  appreciation 
of  his  worth  as  a  physician,  hospital  officer  and  as  a  man,  but 
I  cannot  refrain  from  expressing  my  personal  appreciation  of 
his  worth.  Associated  together,  as  we  were  for  nearly  thirty 
years,  I  could  not  fail  to  note  and  appreciate  his  excellencies 
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of  mind  and  heart.  The  hospital  loses  much  of  loyalty,  fidelity, 
energy  and  unselfish  service  by  his  departure.  Personally,  I 
not  only  lose  all  that,  but  also  the  help  of  and  the  daily  asso- 
ciation with  a  friend  of  nearly  half  a  lifetime.  May  the 
highest  measure  of  success  and  prosperity  be  his.  His  place 
has  not  as  yet  been  filled. 

Dr.  Samuel  Tartakoff,  who  a  year  ago  served  as  clinical 
assistant  during  the  summer  months,  was  appointed  assistant 
physician,  and  reported  for  duty  in  June.  Dr.  David  Mackler 
was  also  appointed  assistant  physician  and  reported  for  duty  a 
few  weeks  ago.  During  the  summer  months  we  had  the 
services  of  four  fourth-year  students  who  discharged  the  duties 
of  clinical  assistants. 

There  have  been  quite  a  number  of  donations  of  books  and 
periodicals  during  the  year.  Among  the  larger  contributors  are 
Prof.  Charles  St.  C.  Wade  of  Tufts  College;  the  East  Bridge- 
water  Public  Library;  Mrs.  Elizabeth  C.  M.  Gifford,  who  has 
loaned  to  the  hospital  for  an  indefinite  period  a  set  of  the 
Encyclopedia  Britannica;  and  the  publishers  of  the  "Old 
Colony  Memorial"  and  the  "New  Bedford  Mercury,"  who 
have  sent  their  papers  to  us  for  many  years.  Other  donors 
were  Mrs.  William  Barrows,  Mrs.  W.  H.  Reed,  Mrs.  William 
C.  Davenport,  Mrs.  Doughty,  Mrs.  W.  W.  Wright,  Mrs. 
W.  H.  Wood,  Mrs.  Richard  Smerdon,  Rev.  Alfred  V.  Bliss, 
Miss  Zilpha  Chace,  Mrs.  Ruddock,  all  of  Taunton;  and  Miss 
Minnie  La  Chappelle  and  Mr.  F.  W.  Howard  of  New  Bedford. 

The  2A  Club  and  the  Cosmopolitan  Club,  under  the  direction 
of  James  V.  Gridley,  gave  a  presentation  of  "Tommy's  Wife" 
that  was  much  enjoyed. 

The  regular  Board  meetings  were  well  attended  during  the 
year,  a  quorum  being  present  at  each  meeting.  Attendance  at 
Board  meetings,  50;    individual  visits,  56. 

Early  in  the  morning  of  Oct.  22,  1921,  occurred  the  worst 
and  most  painful  fatality  in  the  history  of  the  hospital.  Early 
that  morning  Harry  B.  Hayward,  who  had  been  a  patient 
nearly  four  years,  and  for  over  two  years  had  been  at  the 
Simeon  Borden,  Sr.,  Colony,  attacked  the  night  attendant, 
Alfred  Willy,  in  the  basement  of  the  Farm  Cottage,  and  killed 
him  with  a  heavy  iron  poker.    Mr.  Hayward,  although  deluded, 
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had  never  shown  any  symptoms  to  indicate  that  he  was  in  any 
way  dangerous.  That  such  accidents  do  not  occur  more  often 
in  hospitals  is  indeed  surprising,  especially  when  we  consider 
how  often  they  occur  outside. 

In  conclusion,  to  all  officers  and  employees  who  have  faith- 
fully and  loyally  served  the  hospital  under  difficulties  I  extend 
my  hearty  thanks. 

To  your  Board,  for  the  hearty  support  and  encouragement 
that  you  have  this  last  year,  as  for  many  past,  extended  to  me, 
I  wish  to  express  my  heartfelt  appreciation  and  gratitude.

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TRUSTEES'   REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council. 

The  trustees  of  the  Taunton  State  Hospital  present  herewith  their  sixty-ninth 
annual  report,  together  with  the  superintendent's  report  and  the  annual  statistics. 

Resignation  op  Arthur  V.  Goss,  M.D.,  Superintendent. 

The  record  of  the  years  he  spent  on  the  Staff  of  this  Institution  testifies  to  the 
exceptional  length  of  service  given  by  Arthur  V.  Goss,  M.D.  but  to  the  Trustees 
is  presented  the  task  of  trjdng  to  set  forth  in  inadequate  words  an  expression  of 
their  intimate  knowledge  of  what  he  has  done  for  and  what  he  has  been  to  the 
Institution. 

Unswerving  devotion  and  tireless  labor  characterized  the  span  of  a  generation 
during  which  he  was  Superintendent.  He  not  only  upheld  the  splendid  traditions 
of  his  predecessors  but  he  achieved  new  ideals.  He  was  friend  as  well  as  counselor 
to  the  patients  and  was  no  less  the  head  of  the  Hospital,  keenly  alive  to  the  re- 
sponsibilities owed  the  State  as  well  as  to  the  individuals  served.  He  found  his 
chief  delight  in  altruism,  and  he  was  an  inspiration  as  well  as  a  mentor  for  those 
who  served  with  him.  Genial  by  nature,  kindly  by  choice,  he  was  temperamentally 
well  fitted  for  the  tasks  and  difficulties,  superior  to  the  monotony  of  routine  and 
responsive  to  the  splendid  spur  of  planning  the  future  of  the  State  Hospital  in  his 
charge. 

He  loved  the  Institution  and  the  work  manifested  it;  he  was  beloved  at  the 
Institution  and  only  the  thought  that  he  has  well  earned  a  rest  can  solace  his 
departure.  That  his  years  to  come  may  be  many  and  rich  with  the  happiness  he 
deserves  is  the  wish  we  extend  to  our  friend  and  the  Hospital's,  Arthur  V.  Goss,  M.D. 

Dr.  Fowler  resigned  from  service  at  this  Hospital  after  an  illness  of  considerable 
duration,  having  been  at  the  Hospital  from  September,  1917  to  September,  1921. 

R.  A.  Greene,  M.D.,  after  the  resignation  of  Dr.  Goss,  was  elected  by  the  Board 
to  succeed  him  in  the  position  of  Superintendent.  Dr.  Greene  was  formerly  As- 
sistant to  the  Commissioner,  Department  of  Mental  Diseases,  and  also  held  the 
position  of  Assistant  Superintendent  at  the  Danvers  State  Hospital  and  the  Gardner 
State  Colony;  previous  to  which  he  was  a  Psychiatrist  in  the  United  States  Army 
during  the  World  War,  serving  with  the  12th  Division. 

Roderick  B.  Dexter,  M.D.  was  appointed  Assistant  Superintendent  on  November 
30,  1922,  having  been  for  six  years  Senior  Assistant  Physician  at  the  Boston  State 
Hospital. 

The  only  other  addition  to  the  Staff  has  been  the  appointment  of  Dr.  Charles 
A.  DeCary  as  Assistant  Physician  on  October  10,  1922. 

The  new  construction  provided  for  in  the  past  year  has  progressed  and  the  coal 
trestle  and  coal  pocket  have  been  completed  and  our  next  coal  supply  will  be  from 
coal  pocket  —  extension  of  track  having  been  completed  to  and  over  the  trestle. 
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A  mastic  floor  has  been  laid  in  the  General  Kitchen  and  it  greatly  improves  the 
appearance  and  general  sanitation. 

For  the  greater  part  of  the  past  year  the  Simeon  Borden  Jr.  Colony  has  been 
lighted  by  electricity  instead  of  gas,  —  work  of  wiring  having  been  completed 
throughout  the  buildings  of  this  group. 

At  the  William  C.  Lovering  Colony,  electric  lighting  has  been  installed  in  the 
central  building  and  is  in  use  in  this  building.  The  work  of  wiring  is  in  progress 
in  each  of  the  other  buildings,  at  the  time  of  this  report. 

The  work  of  the  Training  School  has  gone  on  under  great  difficulties.  As  in 
most  hospitals,  we  have  experienced  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  properly  qualified 
nurses  and  attendants,  both  male  and  female.  It  has  been  particularly  difficult  to 
obtain  women  with  qualifications  to  enter  the  regular  training  course.  In  spite  of 
difficulties  encountered,  however,  our  Junior  Class  this  year  has  seventeen  members 
and  the  Senior  Class  has  ten  —  both  classes  being  larger  than  those  of  previous 
year.  The  problem  of  obtaining  satisfactory  nursing  force  in  this  Hospital  is 
keenly  felt,  and  although  it  is  probably  no  more  difficult  at  this  Institution  than 
in  others,  we  feel  that  any  effort  that  we  can  make  towards  the  solution  of  this 
problem  is  of  utmost  importance. 

Because  of  the  fact  that  the  greater  part  of  our  Institution  is  of  old  construction, 
general  repairs  frequently  needed  and  the  great  amount  of  work  required  by  our 
carpenters,  engineers,  and  mechanics  to  maintain  ordinary  repair  work,  we  feel 
that  new  work  requested  in  budget  as  well  as  some  repairs  and  renewals  to  some  of 
the  older  sections  of  our  buildings  would  be  more  satisfactorily  and  far  better  cared 
for  if  such  portions  of  the  work  were  contracted  for  rather  than  done  by  our  regu- 
larly employed  quota  of  mechanics;  the  burden  of  routine  repairs,  maintenance 
and  satisfactory  condition  of  the  buildings  and  fittings  being  about  all  that  the 
regular  quota  of  such  employees  can  be  expected  to  accomplish. 

We  anticipate  in  future  and  hope  for  a  program  of  construction,  the  beginning 
of  which  we  think  might  properly  be  the  construction  of  a  storehouse  and  cold 
storage  building.  That  space  now  utilized  for  such  purpose  can  be  given  over  to 
greater  advantage  to  future  construction  of  modern  kitchen  and  adequate  congre- 
gate dining  room,  thereby  increasing  space  for  dormitory  purposes  now  used  as 
small  dining  rooms. 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  Mill  River  clam  will  be  completed  in  the  coming  year 
and  it  is  very  desirable  that  such  construction  be  completed  as  promptly  as  possible, 
that  approach  may  be  made  by  means  of  bridge  in  connection  with  this  dam  from 
the  City  to  the  Institution  over  land  already  obtained.  It  is  very  desirable,  for 
utilitarian  purposes,  that  this  entrance  to  the  Hospital  be  made  for  the  convenience 
of  visitors  to  our  patients,  and  facilitating  communication  with  the  City  of  Taunton 
as  well  as  nearby  cities.  We  believe  that  the  utilitarian  purposes  of  this  entrance 
should  not  alone  be  considered  but  also  the  esthetic  improvements  that  could  be 
accomplished  from  the  standpoint  of  beautification  of  the  landscape,  the  nature 
of  the  ground  being  of  such  conformation  as  to  lend  itself  admirably  to  the  already 
beautiful  grounds  of  the  Hospital.

To  the  Trustees  of  the  Taunton  State  Hospital. 

I  respectfully  submit  the  sixty-ninth  annual  report  of  the  superintendent  cover- 
ing the  fiscal  year  ending  November  30,  1922. 

The  Clinical  and  Statistical  reports  cover  the  period  included  between  October 
1,  1921  and  September  30,  1922. 


Movement  of  Population. 

On  October  1,  1922,  patients  in  the  hospital  and  family  care  numbered  668  men 
and  716  women,  total,  1,384,  —  4  more  than  on  the  corresponding  date  of  previous 
year.  The  total  number  under  treatment  during  the  year  was  1,017  men  and  1,060 
women,  —  total  2,077.  The  daily  average  number  of  all  patients  actually  in  the 
institution  during  the  year  was  681.923  men  and  696.6465  women,  —  total 
1,378.5695. 

Transfers  by  the  Department  of  Mental  Diseases  numbered  62  and  were  as 
follows:  2  to  Foxborough  State  Hospital;  23  to  Medfield  State  Hospital;  19  to 
Gardner  State  Colony;  16  to  the  State  Infirmary  at  Tewksbury;  1  to  Dr.  Ring's 
Sanatorium;  1  to  Worcester  State  Hospital.  9  were  deported  and  8  sent  to  other 
States  during  the  year.  In  Family  Care  now  we  have  18  patients,  —  3  men  and 
15  women. 

Medical  Administration. 

During  the  past  year,  besides  the  position  of  Superintendent,  there  have  been 
other  vacancies  on  our  Staff,  and  at  the  close  of  the  year  there  is  still  vacant  the 
position  of  Pathologist  and  one  Assistant  Physician. 

In  order  that  the  scientific  as  well  as  research  work  may  be  stimulated,  I  feel  it 
is  very  important  that  the  position  of  Pathologist  be  filled  as  promptly  as  possible, 
and  I  am  encouraged  in  the  belief  that  this  can  be  done  in  the  near  future. 

X-ray  equipment  for  general  and  dental  use  as  well  as  operating  room  and  oper- 
ating room  equipment  are  also  needed. 

The  laboratory  work  has  been  carried  on  by  one  of  the  Assistant  Physicians, 
Dr.  Samuel  Tartakoff,  but  full  time  for  this  work  has  not  been  possible  on  account 
of  other  duties.  Routine  work  of  autopsies,  laboratory  specimen  examinations, 
etc.,  have  been  very  satisfactory,  however.  The  examination  of  blood  and  spinal 
fluid  specimens,  together  with  anti-syphilitic  treatment  is  shown  in  the  following 
table.

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School  Clinic  work  has  been  continued.  The  cases  examined  have  been  presented 
by  the  various  school  authorities.  The  total  number  examined  have  been  147  — 
101  males  and  46  females.  On  account  of  facilities  for  examination  at  hand  in 
the  past,  this  work  has  not  been  as  extensive  as  we  would  desire,  although  com- 
pleted as  far  as  could  be  expected.  An  increase  of  this  kind  of  work  is  anticipated 
in  the  coming  year  and  additional  facilities  for  carrying  out  the  same  are  needed; 
at  the  close  of  this  year  there  being  an  increasing  frequency  of  requests  for  such 
type  of  examination.  For  the  accomplishment  of  this  work  it  is  very  necessary 
that  the  quota  of  our  Hospital  Staff,  in  addition  to  Physicians,  should  have  an 
Assistant  Psychologist.    The  request  for  this  position  has  been  made. 


Dental  Work. 

Full  time  dental  service  has  been  given  since  February  20,  1922,  by  George  A. 
Harris,  D.D.S.  All  patients  admitted  to  the  Hospital  are  routinely  given  a  dental 
examination  and  such  treatment  as  may  be  indicated.  Nurses,  in  rotation,  are 
given  adequate  training  by  the  Dental  Department  in  oral  hygiene.  The  following 
table  shows  work  accomplished  by  this  Department  for  nine  months  of  year  ending 
November  30,  1922.

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REPORT   OF  THE   SOCIAL  SERVICE   DEPARTMENT. 

The  following  is  a  report  of  the  Social  Service  Department  for  the  year  ending  on 
November  30,  1922.  The  social  service  staff  has  consisted  of  the  same  workers  and  a 
student  for  seven  months.  The  work  in  general  remains  the  same  although  a  few  minor 
changes  have  been  made  in  the  interpretation  of  some  of  the  headings. 

Greater  contact  has  been  had  with  social  and  community  agencies  during  the  past 
year.  They  have  consulted  us  about  their  clients  who  have  presented  mental  difficulties 
which  were  affecting  their  social  adjustment,  and  have  given  us  information  about 
patients  in  the  hospital  which  has  been  of  value  in  diagnosis  and  treatment.  Abstracts 
of  the  social  service  records  have  been  sent  to  a  number  of  agencies. 
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Yearly  Statistics,  Dec.  1,  1921,  to  Nov.  30,  1922.

As  a  part  of  her  field  work,  Miss  Elizabeth  Rice,  a  student  of  the  Smith  College 
Training  School  for  Social  Work  who  was  with  us  for  nine  months,  wrote  a  thesis  on 
the  Nature  of  the  Adjustment  of  the  patient  in  the  Family  after  Discharge.  Her  material 
was  gathered  from  a  study  of  thirty-six  hospital  patients,  fifteen  men  and  twenty-one 
women,  who  had  been  out  of  the  hospital  from  one  to  three  years.  Twenty-one  had 
been  in  the  hospital  from  one  to  six  months;  six,  from  six  months  to  one  year;  three, 
for  two  years;  three,  for  about  three  years;  two,  for  about  six  years;  and  one  for  over 
thirteen  years.  Twenty  of  the  patients  were  single;  thirteen  were  married;  and  three 
widowed.  Eleven  of  the  cases  were  diagnosed  as  Dementia  Praecox-catatonic  form, 
and  were  improved  at  time  of  discharge.  Seven  were  cases  of  the  paranoid  form  of 
Dementia  Praecox,  and  at  the  time  of  leaving  the  hospital  had  better  control  of  their 
ideas  than  at  the  time  of  admission.  The  remaining  cases  included  instances  of  various 
types  of  mental  trouble. 

It  was  found  that  a  good  adjustment  was  made  when  certain  favorable  elements 
were  present  in  the  environment,  in  the  family,  and  in  the  patient,  himself.  These 
consisted  of  a  normal  industrial  condition,  a  tolerant  community  attitude,  no  financial 
strain,  a  comfortable  home,  a  family  who  regarded  mental  disease  as  an  illness  and  not 
as  a  disgrace,  who  cared  for  the  patient  because  they  wanted  to  and  not  because  they 
thought  they  had  to,  who  looked  after  his  recreational  needs,  who  made  him  feel  that 
he  was  a  part  of  the  family  group  and  should  share  in  its  responsibilities.  In  addition, 
the  patient  had  to  have  some  insight  into  his  condition,  had  to  realize  that  he  was  not 
entirely  well  but  was  willing  to  make  the  best  of  matters,  had  to  be  able  to  get  along 
with  people,  had  to  have  affection  for  his  family,  and  a  physical  condition  that  did  not 
render  him  a  burden  to  his  family,  but  permitted  him  to  support  himself  wholly  or  to 
contribute  in  part  to  the  family  budget. 

Not  all  of  the  above  were  necessary  for  each  patient  in  order  that  his  adjustment 
be  a  successful  one.  Even  though  the  income  was  depleted  because  of  scarcity  of  work 
or  at  time  of  strikes;  even  though  the  patient  had  peculiar  ideas,  was  unreasonable  in 
his  demands,  was  fearful,  timid,  suspicious,  the  adjustment  was  fairly  good  when  the 
attitude  of  the  family  was  affectionate,  protective  and  considerate.  When  there  was 
no  attempt  to  rid  the  patient  of  his  insane  ideas  by  ridiculing  him,  by  denying  them, 
by  fighting  to  support  the  denial;  when  efforts  were  made  by  the  family  to  provide 
recreation,  either  organized  or  in  homely  pursuits,  such  as  playing  cards  or  ball  with 
him  or  taking  him  to  ride;  when  vacations  were  planned;  overwork  guarded  against;  — 
then  the  patient  fitted  into  the  life  of  his  family  and  community  without  much  difficulty. 
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This  study  has  proved  of  value  to  the  Social  Service  Department  in  that  we  now 
have  some  definite  idea  of  the  factors  that  aid  in  the  proper  adjustment  of  the  patient 
outside  of  the  Hospital.  In  the  future,  we  can  make  an  attempt  to  see  that  the  majority 
of  these  conditions  is  provided  for  each  patient.  Observing  that  the  attitude  of  the 
whole  family  towards  the  patient  in  his  mental  trouble  is  of  prime  importance,  we  can 
advocate  more  and  more  that  various  members  of  the  family  group  be  interviewed 
before  the  patient  leaves  the  Hospital  and  his  home  setting  be  ascertained  by  a  personal 
visit.

It  is  to  be  appreciated  that 
the  Clergymen  have  been  at  all  times  available  and  have  administered  the  rites  of 
their  religion  to  our  critically  ill,  and  have  many  times  visited  patients  of  the  hos- 
pital of  the  various  denominations  in  the  fulfillment  of  their  duties.

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TRUSTEES'   REPORT. 

To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council. 

The  trustees  of  the  Taunton  State  Hospital  present  herewith  their  seventieth 
annual  report,  together  with  the  Superintendent's  report,  Treasurer's  report  and 
the  annual  statistics. 

During  the  past  year  the  only  work  remaining  on  special  appropriations  for  the 
hospital  to  complete  was  the  Mill  River  Dam  which  has  now  been  finished,  and 
at  the  time  of  writing  this  report  the  course  of  the  Mill  River  has  been  changed 
and  is  running  over  new  spillway  constructed. 

For  many  years  there  has  been  an  urgent  need  at  this  institution  for  the  expendi- 
ture of  funds  based  upon  a  program  for  the  better  care  of  inmates  by  reason  of 
over-crowded  conditions,  and  also  on  basis  of  safety  as  to  fire  protection.  As 
time  goes  on  the  need  for  granting  these  requests  is  more  and  more  manifest.  The 
installation  of  a  sprinkler  system  in  attics  and  basements  of  the  main  building  is 
of  paramount  importance.  The  program  as  so  far  outlined,  includes  in  its  scope 
as  preliminary  steps,  the  construction  of  a  storehouse  and  cold  storage  plant. 
It  has  been  necessary  for  a  number  of  years  to  utilize  day  halls  and  certain  corri- 
dors for  purposes  of  sleeping  quarters  by  an  arrangement  of  movable  beds.  It 
is  most  certainly  necessary  to  increase  the  dormitory  space  in  the  main  building. 
This  can  be  accomplished  in  various  ways,  but  it  seems  more  advisable  and  a 
special  request  has  been  made  upon  the  basis  that  this  purpose  could  best  be 
carried  out  together  with  the  increasing  of  dining  room  space  by  the  following 
method,  viz.,  the  construction  of  a  storehouse  and  cold  storage  plant  in  conjunc- 
tion with  extension  of  spur  track  now  in  existence.  The  present  storage  capacity 
is  inadequate,  inconvenient  and  space  now  occupied  for  storage  in  the  rear  of 
the  main  building  together  with  cold  storage  which  unless  practically  renewed 
will  have  to  be  immediately  considered  as  a  problem  for  reconstruction  and  in 
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conjunction  with  storehouse  will  lend  us  space  in  the  main  building  for  another 
part  of  our  program,  which  is,  a  later  request  for  the  revamping  and  building  of 
additional  kitchen  and  culinary  department  as  well  as  furnish  space  for  construc- 
tion of  a  congregate  dining  room  of  such  capacity  as  to  relieve  the  present  much 
over-crowded  dining  rooms,  and  dining  rooms  so  relieved  throughout  the  hospital 
may  then  be  converted  into  dormitory  wards. 

Now  that  the  Mill  River  Dam  has  been  constructed  it  seems  wise  that  the 
second  part  of  construction  program  be  requested,  namely;  bridge,  which  upon 
completion  will  give  direct  entrance  for  a  great  many  of  the  visitors  to  the 
hospital  and  be  of  great  convenience  to  those  employed,  rendering  the  institution 
more  accessible;  this  project  lending  itself  very  admirably  to  the  improvement 
of  grounds  as  well  as  facilitating  communication. 

As  it  is  becoming  increasingly  difficult  to  obtain  physicians  for  staff  it  is  urgently 
a  necessity  that  living  quarters  for  married  physicians  be  made  an  inducement  for 
entering  the  psychiatric  field  of  work,  and  a  program  for  construction  of  such 
quarters  is  proposed,  beginning  with  a  request  for  Superintendent's  house.  Such 
construction  also  to  be  on  the  basis  of  relieving  over-crowded  quarters  and  dining 
room  space  at  the  present  time  used  in  the  main  building  of  the  hospital. 

There  has  been  received  at  the  time  of  making  up  this  report  a  very  beautiful 
sentiment  expressed  in  the  message  of  His  Excellency,  Governor  Channing  H. 
Cox,  which  was  incorporated  in  the  Christmas  programs  of  the  calendar  year  of 
1923,  and  this  Board  desires  to  express  to  relatives  and  friends  of  patients  in  this 
hospital  the  sentiment  contained  in  the  Governor's  Message.  We  feel  that  the 
work  of  the  hospital  will  be  carried  on  much  easier  through  the  public  visitation 
and  familiarity  with  our  problems  and  needs  and  a  sympathetic  understanding  of 
the  difficulties  encountered  in  the  care  of  pur  unfortunate  inmates ;  also  assist  us 
in  the  economies  that  are  justly  and  rightly  used,  and  testify  that  the  expenditure 
of  special  appropriations  from  time  to  time  is  most  essential  to  progressive,  scien- 
tific and  humanitarian  care  of  our  patients. 

The  hospital  has  felt  many  losses  in  the  heads  of  departments  during  the  past 
year.  The  sudden  death  of  Miss  Elizabeth  Best  who  served  in  the  capacity  of 
head  matron  for  many  years  is  deeply  to  be  regretted.  The  position  has  been 
filled  by  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Fulton. 

The  Board  feels  that  this  report  should  contain  a  record  of  their  appreciation 
of  the  services  of  officers  of  the  hospital  resigned  by  retirement  in  the  past  year. 
The  chief  engineer,  Mr.  James  C.  Flynn,  spent  within  a  few  months  of  fifty  years 
of  service  at  this  institution,  giving  his  entire  time  whole-heartedly  and  most 
efficiently.  The  head  carpenter,  Mr.  Benjamin  G.  Cobb,  also  having  spent  nearly 
half  a  century  in  the  service  of  the  Commonwealth  resigned  by  retirement.  The 
most  workmanlike  and  conscientious  construction  at  various  points  of  the  institu- 
tion will  testify  and  be  a  monument  to  the  type  of  service  which  he  has  for  so 
many  years  rendered.  The  loss  of  Mr.  William  S.  Hiltz  through  retirement  on 
account  of  physical  disability  was  very  keenly  felt. 

Other  changes  that  have  taken  place  in  the  personnel  of  the  hospital  are:  the 
resignations  of  Charles  J.  Bolton,  M.D.,  as  Assistant  Physician;  Frederick  A. 
Parker,  M.D.,  as  Pathologist;  Joseph  V.  Chatigny,  M.D.,  as  Assistant  Physician, 
who  was  able  to  obtain  a  more  advanced  position  in  another  hospital  of  the  Com- 
monwealth. We  feel  deepest  regret  that  the  hospital  has  lost  the  services  of 
David  Mackler,  M.D.,  who  died,  at  the  age  of  twenty-eight  years,  while  in  the 
service  of  this  hospital,  having  been  ill  for  several  months.  The  Doctor  had  been 
most  loj^al  to  the  hospital  and  on  account  of  his  temperament  and  most  amiable 
disposition  as  well  as  the  character  of  his  work  was  most  fitted  for  medical  care 
of  the  unfortunates.    His  loss  was  keenly  felt. 

Additions  to  the  Staff  made  during  the  year  are  as  follows:  There  has  been 
appointed  to  the  position  of  chief  engineer,  James  W.  Flynn,  and  to  the  position 
of  foreman  mechanic,  George  S.  Hollingworth. 

Rodolphe  Richard,  M.D.,  has  been  appointed  to  the  position  of  Assistant  Physi- 
cian. Wilfred  H.  Baines,  M.D.,  as  Pathologist.  Clarence  M.  Kelley,  M.D.,  as 
Assistant  Physician. 
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The  Training  School  has  been  continued  under  difficulties.  Employment  of 
attendant  nurses,  both  male  and  female,  seems  difficult,  and  to  secure  women 
with  the  required  qualifications  for  entry  into  our  regular  training  course  is  in- 
creasingly hard.  At  the  present  time  we  have  in  our  Junior  Year  but  four 
students,  eight  are  taking  their  course  with  the  affiliated  training  class  at  the 
Boston  City  Hospital,  and  only  six  students  are  in  the  coming  graduating  class. 

The  Trustees  cannot  close  the  year  without  expressing  their  fullest  appreciation 
of  the  able  service  and  loyalty  given  by  the  entire  staff  and  of  the  distinguished 
service  given  by  our  Superintendent,  Ransom  A.  Greene,  M.D.,  who  has  by  prac- 
tice as  well  as  precept  inculcated  a  new  era  of  progress  in  the  hospital's  history. 
Under  his  direction,  the  hospital  administration  has  been  made  highly  efficient 
and  a  high  standard  has  been  established  which  should  assure  the  hospital  of 
continued  progress  in  the  care  of  its  patients.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 

To  the  Trustees  of  the  Taunton  State  Hospital. 

I  respectfully  submit  the  seventieth  report  of  the  superintendent  covering  the 
fiscal  year  ending  November  30,  1923. 

The  Statistical  covers  the  period  included  between  October  1,  1922  and  Sep- 
tember 30,  1923. 

Movement  of  Population. 

On  October  1,  1923,  patients  in  the  hospital  and  family  care  numbered  674 
men  and  741  women,  total,  1,415,  —  31  more  than  on  the  corresponding  date 
of  previous  year.  The  total  number  under  treatment  during  the  year  was  983 
men  and  1,038  women,  total  2,021.  The  daily  average  number  of  all  patients 
actually  in  the  institution  during  the  year  was  768.0231  men  and  826.0493  women, 
—  total  1,594.0724. 

Transfers  by  the  Department  of  Mental  Diseases  numbered  8  and  were  as 
follows:  1  to  Foxborough  State  Hospital,  1  to  Bridgewater  State  Hospital,  1  to 
Wrentham  State  School,  1  to  McLean  Hospital,  1  to  Medfield  State  Hospital, 
2  to  the  State  Infirmary  at  Tewksbury,  and  1  to  Wiswall  Sanitarium.  10  patients 
were  deported,  and  8  sent  to  other  States  during  the  year.  In  Family  Care  we 
now  have  14  patients,  —  2  men  and  12  women. 

Medical  Administration. 

The  position  of  pathologist  has  been  filled  the  greater  part  of  the  year  but  is, 
at  the  time  of  making  up  this  report,  vacant.  That  this  position  should  be  filled 
and  work  continued  is  very  urgent  and  I  will  use  every  effort  to  encourage  the  occu- 
pation of  this  vacant  position  by  some  one  at  the  earliest  opportunity.  X-ray 
equipment  has  been  established  in  connection  with  the  laboratory  and  a  great  deal 
of  the  routine  laboratory  work  is  being  carried  on,  even  in  the  absence  of  patholo- 
gist, by  the  laboratory  assistant  which  position  was  filled  during  the  past  year. 
There  has  also  been  added  to  the  laboratory  work,  a  photographic  department 
which  is  at  present  equipped  so  that  records  of  all  patients  are  made  more  complete 
by  the  addition  of  patient's  photograph.  Examination  of  blood  and  spinal  fluid 
specimens  together  with  anti-syphilitic  treatment  is  being  carried  on  as  during 
previous  years. 

Report  of  Pathological  Laboratory.

Out-patient  Clinic  and  School  Clinic. 

For  some  years,  clinics  to  supervise  the  progress  of  extra-mural  cases  have  been 
conducted  by  this  hospital  once  a  month  in  both  Fall  River  and  New  Bedford. 
In  April  of  this  year,  a  Mental  Hygiene  Clinic,  operating  weekly,  and  differing 
from  the  old  type  of  clinic  in  that  any  community  cases  might  be  presented  to  it 
for  examination  and  treatment  was  opened  under  the  direction  of  this  hospital 
in  New  Bedford. 

The  personnel  of  this  Clinic,  which  also  operates  once  a  month  in  Fall  River 
and  examines  cases  which  are  brought  to  the  main  hospital  for  examination  without 
the  formality  of  commitment,  consists  of  one  physician,  two  social  service  workers 
and  one  psychologist. 

The  purpose,  as  is  the  purpose  of  any  specialized  general  hospital  out-patient 
clinic,  is  to  accept  for  examination  all  of  those  cases  presented  to  it  which  fall 
within  its  scope;  to  differentiate  those  cases  which  are  suitable  to  be  cared  for 
in  the  community  from  those  which  should  properly  be  hospitalized,  and  to  insti- 
tute in  the  former  group  therapeutic  measures  of  a  physical,  psychiatric,  or  social 
nature  which  would  tend  to  modify  or  entirely  eradicate  those  symptoms  which 
made  it  necessary  for  them  to  be  presented  for  examination,  in  order  that  they 
be  enabled  to  remain  more  comfortably  in  the  community. 

There  have  been  seen  during  the  year  a  total  of  150  different  patients,  of  these 
63  were  male  and  87  female. 

The  total  visits  numbered  316,  of  which  125  were  male  and  191  female.

Social  Service  Report. 

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Social  Service  Department  for  the  year  ending 
on  November  30,  1923.    As  usual  there  have  been  two  full  time  workers. 

The  scope  and  limitations  of  the  work  have  remained  about  the  same  as  in 
previous  years  with  the  exception  of  the  clinic  work,  which  has  been  increased. 
As  in  the  past  it  seemed  to  be  impossible  for  the  school  authorities  to  obtain  the 
proper  type  of  histories  for  the  children  referred  to  the  School  Clinic,  it  was  de- 
cided during  this  last  year  that  the  social  service  department  should  assist  the 
school  nurse  in  gathering  information.  The  following  plan  was  attempted.  On 
one  day  the  nurse  acted  as  guide  to  the  worker,  conducted  her  personally  to  the 
homes  of  the  children,  observed  the  method  of  asking  questions,  and  then  was 
left  for  several  weeks  to  complete  the  histories.  A  second  appointment  was  then 
made  when  the  hospital  worker  reviewed  the  data  and  collected  whatever  addi- 
tional information  seemed  to  be  necessary.  In  some  instances,  this  was  a  good 
method  but  in  others  it  was  not  satisfactory.  During  the  following  year,  the 
social  service  department  will  take  all  histories  with  the  nurses  acting  as  escorts. 

The  Community  Clinic  described  elsewhere  in  the  report,  has  offered  an  oppor- 
tunity to  the  department  to  become  acquainted  with  many  interesting  social  and 
psychiatric  cases.  At  the  clinics,  where  always  one  worker  and  usually  two  are 
present,  the  social  workers  act  as  clinic  directors  and  historians.  From  the  rela- 
tives and  agents  representing  various  social  organizations,  a  full  family  and  per- 
sonal history  is  obtained  before  the  patient  sees  the  physician.  Whenever  psycho- 
metric tests  and  physical  examinations  are  desired,  arrangements  are  made  for 
these.  The  workers  also  interpret  the  scope  and  purposes  of  the  clinic  to  visitors 
and  agents  coming  for  the  first  time  and  instruct  them  in  the  type  of  information 
needed  by  the  physician  for  the  giving  of  the  best  advice.  During  the  time  not 
occupied  by  the  above,  the  social  workers  discuss  in  an  informal  manner  social 
problems  that  bother  either  the  agent  or  the  relative,  hoping  in  this  mannerto 
maintain  the  morale  of  the  clinic  and  break  the  monotony  of  the  long  wait  which 
of  necessity  occurs  before  it  is  time  to  see  the  physician.

Farm. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  the  work  of  the  farm  has  been  somewhat 
interrupted  by  the  loss  of  Mr.  William  S.  Hiltz,  Head  Farmer,  through  illness 
and  necessary  retirement.  However,  during  the  year  we  have  been  able  to  acquire 
by  elimination,  a  herd  of  cattle  free  from  tuberculosis,  and  have  established  the 
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entire  milk  herd  dairying  industry  of  the  hospital  at  the  Borden  Colony,  instead 
of  maintaining  a  duplicate  herd  at  the  barns  of  Main  Hospital  and  Lovering 
Colony.  The  pasteurizing  outfit  completed  last  year  is  now  functioning  effi- 
ciently. Re-establishment  of  poultry  plant  has  met  with  fair  success,  and  a  sub- 
stantial addition  to  this  branch  as  a  department  of  the  farm  is  anticipated  in  the 
coming  year. 

Occupational  and  Industrial  Departments. 

The  work  of  the  occupational  and  industrial  departments  has  been  very  satis- 
factory during  the  past  year;  the  occupational  department  being  an  additional 
armament  to  our  therapeutic  care  of  patients.  On  the  present  staff  of  the  occupa- 
tional department  there  are  three  women  employed.  This  department  has  accom- 
plished the  making  of  many  articles  to  beautify  and  decorate  the  wards  together 
with  many  useful  articles.  The  production  of  this  department,  however,  is  not 
considered  so  essential  or  important  a  factor  as  the  fact  that  this  department  has 
interested  patients  with  such  mental  conditions  that  would  be  unable  otherwise 
to  be  occupied  and  greatly  assisted  in  their  recovery,  and  I  am  certain  that  this 
form  of  occupation  has  decreased  the  length  of  residence  of  many  of  the  patients, 
because  of  its  assistance  in  hastening  their  return  to  mental  balance. 

In  the  industrial  department  there  has  been  no  changes.  The  work  has  con- 
tinued most  satisfactorily  and  efficiently.  This  department  includes  the  making 
of  shoes,  making  and  repairing  of  harness,  tailor  shop,  broom  shop,  tin  shop, 
basket  shop,  and  furniture,  mattress  and  upholstering  shop. 

In  the  sewing  department  the  head  seamstress  and  seamstress  have  been  estab- 
lished in  large  and  commodious  quarters,  and  the  output  of  this  department  has 
been  greatly  increased  and  many  additional  patients  are  employed  in  this  work. 

Entertainments.  . 

We  were  unfortunate  the  greater  part  of  the  last  winter,  being  unable  to  hold 
regularly  our  entertainments  because  of  an  epidemic  of  scarlet  fever  afflicting 
forty-two  patients  and  employees,  necessitating  quarantine  from  November  25, 
1922  to  April  14,  1923.  This,  however,  has  been  made  up  as  far  as  possible  during 
the  summer  months  by  ball  games  and  outdoor  picnics,  and  during  the  fall  regu- 
larly having  at  weekly  intervals  moving  pictures,  dances,  and  additional  enter- 
tainments furnished  by  various  organizations  who  have  been  most  kind  in  visiting 
the  hospital  and  giving  their  services. 

Religious  Services. 

Religious  services  have  been  conducted  regularly  each  Sunday;  Catholic  clergy- 
man officiating  in  the  morning,  and  Protestant  services  being  held  in  the  after- 
noon. Services  were  also  conducted  regularly  at  the  colonies.  As  in  the  past, 
the  clergymen  have  been  always  available  and  most  anxious  to  administer  the 
rites  of  the  various  religions  to  the  critically  ill,  as  well  as  visit  the  patients  of  the 
hospital  at  frequent  intervals.  They  have  also  been  of  great  assistance  to  us  in 
the  care  of  our  patients. 

General  Repairs  of  the  Institution. 

I  am  glad  to  report  that  repairs  of  the  institution  have  been  going  on  very 
satisfactorily.  Considerable  has  been  accomplished  in  the  way  of  repairs  and 
renewals  necessitating  quite  a  number  of  changes  in  construction  in  the  main 
office  to  provide  space  for  records,  installation  of  dictaphones  and  space  for  the 
stenographic  force.  Quarters  have  also  been  provided  by  alteration  in  the  indus- 
trial building  for  the  department  of  occupational  workers.  Some  changes  in 
construction  were  necessary  so  that  a  twenty-four  hour  telephone  service  could 
be  maintained.  Toilet  facilities  have  been  increased  at  the  Borden  Colony.  Wagon 
shed  and  barn  have  been  erected  at  the  Borden  Colony  and  an  old  abandoned 
barn  acquired  at  time  of  purchase  of  Borden  Colony  property  has  also  been  re- 
moved. The  electric  lighting  of  the  Lovering  Colony  has  been  completed  and  is 
very  satisfactory.  At  this  Colony  there  has  also  been  completed,  painting  and  an 
addition  of  molding  for  hanging  pictures,  which  have  been  provided.    The  male 
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and  female  homes  have  been  completely  repainted  and  plastered.  Roof  of  piggery 
renewed.  Garage  capacity  increased  and  fully  equipped,  and  quite  complete 
automobile  equipment  installed.  The  roofs  of  the  main  building  have  had  to 
have  quite  extensive  repairs,  as  also  has  the  refrigeration  plant.  Certain  changes 
have  been  made  in  the  laundry  department.  While  decreasing  the  personnel  of 
this  department  with  the  establishment  of  a  new  system,  we  are  increasing  the 
capacity  and  efficiency  of  the  laundry.  Watchmen  have  been  added  to  our  quota 
of  employees  and  this  has  been  very  satisfactory  in  the  protection  of  property 
against  depredations  by  pilfering  of  gardens  and  grounds.  A  regular  fire  organiza- 
tion has  been  established  among  the  employees,  and  a  whistle  for  drills  has  been 
installed.  A  modern  fire  alarm  box  has  been  installed  in  the  immediate  proximity 
of  the  telephone  exchange. 

Medical  Work. 

The  Staff  is  at  present  following  closely  the  outlines  of  classification  recom- 
mended by  the  National  Committee  of  Mental  Hygiene.  Staff  conferences  are 
held  daily  for  the  consideration  of  diagnosis  and  disposition  of  patients,  and  at 
regular  intervals,  social  service  problems,  research  and  special  medical  problems 
are  considered.  A  marked  interest  is  also  exhibited  in  the  discussion  of  our  Out- 
Patient  Clinic  as  to  its  extra-mural  patients.  In  our  study  we  have  been  im- 
pressed by  the  following  facts  as  regards  the  type  of  mental  disease  classified  under 
the  heading  of  Alcoholic  Psychosis.

In  accordance  with  above  table  it  is  apparent  that  before  prohibition  and  the 
year  during  which  the  Volstead  Act  was  established  there  was  apparently  approx- 
imately the  same  percentage  of  admissions  for  alcoholic  psychosis.  For  the  next 
year  this  percentage  had  somewhat  decreased.  In  1920  a  marked  drop  to  approxi- 
mately 2%,  which  gradually  increased  in  1921  and  1922  with  a  marked  increase 
in  1923  to  approximately  the  same  percentage  of  1919. 

In  our  studies  of  these  cases  at  conference  for  purpose  of  diagnosis  it  has  been 
quite  apparent  that  there  has  been  also  observed  a  difficulty  in  classification  in 
accordance  with  the  symptomatology  of  the  group  known  as  Acute  Alcoholic 
Hallucinosis.  A  large  percentage  of  our  cases  have  fallen  within  this  group  but 
it  has  been  almost  uniformly  noticed  that  in  these  cases  there  has  been  an  amnesia, 
also  the  clearness  of  sensorium  which  accompanies  the  acute  hallucinosis  as 
formerly  considered  has  been  altered,  and  in  the  majority  of  cases  there  appears 
a  clouding  of  consciousness.

TRUSTEES'  REPORT 

To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council: 

The  trustees  of  the  Taunton  State  Hospital  present  herewith  their  seventy- 
first  annual  report,  together  with  the  superintendent's  report,  financial  report  and 
statistical  tables. 

In  the  past  year  no  special  appropriation  approved  by  the  General  Court 
remained  for  the  trustees'  expenditure.  The  work  of  other  special  appropriations 
was  completed  the  previous  year. 

In  the  past  year,  however,  a  small  special  appropriation  was  made  on  basis  of 
report  of  building  inspector  from  Department  of  Public  Safety  by  an  act  of  the 
General  Court  for  expenditure  previous  to  June  6,  1926,  of  the  sum  of  $3,600  to  be 
divided  among  the  following  items:  fire  escape;  additional  water  supply  to  infir- 
mary; a  continuation  of  stairways  to  basement  of  main  building  for  fire  protection. 
The  first  two  items  have  already  been  completed. 

We  have  had  no  construction  since  1914  when  accommodations  for  100  women 
were  made  at  Lovering  Colony.  At  that  time  there  were  1145  patients  cared  for 
in  the  hospital.  At  the  end  of  present  statistical  year,  1421  patients  are  cared  for, 
an  increase  of  24%  in  population  without  any  construction  for  enlarging  housing 
facilities. 

Over-crowding  was  spoken  of  in  report  of  1917  and  there  has  been  an  effort  made 
ever  since  that  time  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  General  Court  the  necessity 
for  increasing  facilities  for  the  care  of  our  patients.  Plans  of  construction  have 
been  submitted  and  last  year  a  definite  program  was  laid  out  but  no  action  was 
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taken.  This  year  we  are  again  submitting  a  program  for  increasing  capacities  for 
care  of  our  unfortunates  which  includes  store  house,  acquiring  property  on  Albro 
A  venue,  and  superintendent's  house;  the  latter  is  requested  as  a  means  for  relieving 
congestion  of  officers'  quarters  and  dining  room  facilities;  the  Algro  Avenue  prop- 
erty to  be  a  means  of  housing  employees  and  making  room  for  patients'  care;  the 
storeroom  as  a  means  for  revamping  an  ancient  and  inadequate  kitchen  with  the 
construction  of  a  congregated  dining  room,  thus  releasing  present  dining  room 
space  for  dormitory  purposes.  After  a  considerable  study  it  is  estimated  that 
the  proposed  changes  of  utilizing  space  now  used  for  dining  rooms  would  make  an 
increase  in  dormitory  space  for  the  accommodation  of  about  250  beds.  At  the 
Department  of  Mental  Diseases  estimated  cost  of  construction,  namely,  $1,500 
per  capita,  this  would  warrant  an  expenditure  of  at  least  $375,000  for  the  projects 
proposed. 

There  is  a  great  necessity  for  sprinkler  system  for  fire  protection,  a  bridge  to 
connect  Albro  Avenue  property,  and  the  acquiring  of  Rogers'  property  to  adequately 
complete  our  farm  unit  at  the  Borden  Colony,  Raynham,  so  that  we  may  have 
pasture,  there  being  no  pasture  facilities  whatever  at  present. 

In  our  1924  budget  there  has  been  expended  from  a  sum  of  $61,544.41  for  repairs 
and  renewals  all  but  a  sum  of  $277.51.  Of  this  total,  a  sum  of  $25,000  was 
appropriated  for  renewal  of  roof  of  original  building  completed  in  1853.  This 
work  has  been  done  on  such  a  basis  that  by  means  of  careful  expenditure  and 
judicious  care  of  money  the  whole  original  building  has  been  covered  with  Monson 
slate,  copper  ridges,  valleys,  metal  skylights  replacing  wooden  ones,  at  about 
two-thirds  of  original  estimated  cost  of  work. 

We  are  requesting  a  considerable  sum  of  money  for  the  coming  year  for  con- 
tinuation of  repairs,  as  repairs  and  renewals  are  urgently  needed  to  maintain  a 
structure  that  is  old  and  of  necessity  must  have  a  great  deal  done  in  the  way  of 
repairs,  not  only  to  modernize  our  plant  but  to  maintain  such  appurtenances  as 
must  be  replaced  from  the  consequences  of  wear  of  time  and  weather. 

Our  hospital  quota  of  mechanics  is  only  sufficiently  large  to  carry  on  the  work 
of  maintenance  of  repairs.  Any  special  appropriations  or  repairs  and  renewals 
that  have  to  be  added  to  the  regular  work  of  our  force  is  a  burden  that  is  carried 
to  the  neglect  of  our  ordinary  maintenance  repairs,  and  we  urgently  request  that 
money  appropriated  for  repairs  and  renewals  and  special  work  be  sufficiently 
large  and  as  estimated  so  that  we  may  be  able  to  employ  labor  for  this  work  outside 
our  regular  force. 

This  Board  desires  that  your  attention  be  called  to  the  matter  of  care  of  female 
group  of  mental  cases  classified  as  defective  delinquents.  A  considerable  group 
of  these  cases  are  regularly  committed  to  this  hospital,  25  or  more  cases  having 
been  inmates  in  the  last  year.  This  group  is  a  problem  that  is  a  menace  and  a 
danger  to  the  Schools  for  Feeble-Minded.  They,  for  obvious  reasons,  are  distinctly 
a  foreign  problem  to  the  strictly  mental  hospital  as  well,  and  we  urge  the  necessity 
of  plans  for  their  segregation  under  a  disciplinary  institution  suitable  to  their 
needs  and  separated  from  an  institution  of  our  type. 

The  death  of  our  associate,  Mr.  Simeon  Borden,  who  died  on  January  16,  1924, 
having  been  a  trustee  and  valuable  advisor  since  his  appointment  by  His  Excellency, 
Governor  Eben  S.  Draper  in  1909  is  a  serious  loss.  For  fifteen  years,  he  gave 
unsparingly  from  his  busy  life  a  sufficient  time  to  master  the  many  details  of  the 
hospital  work,  to  investigate  each  matter  brought  to  his  attention  and  to  suggest 
improvements  in  the  work  being  carried  on.  His  judgment  was  valued  by  his 
co-workers;  his  interest  in  the  Board's  labors  rendered  his  service  noteworthy,  and 
the  State  of  Massachusetts  no  less  than  this  hospital  lost  a  valued  official  in  his 
passing. 

To  succeed  him  has  been  appointed,  Mr.  Asa  A.  Mills  of  Fall  River. 

There  has  been  lost  to  the  Staff  by  resignation,  John  J.  Thompson,  M.D.  and 
Fannie  C.  Haines,  M.D.,  Senior  Assistant  Physicians,  Wilfred  H.  Baines,  M.D., 
Pathologist,  and  Mr.  Stephen  Tracy,  Steward. 

There  has  been  appointed  to  the  Staff  during  the  past  year,  Harry  M.  Baker, 
M.D.,  Fernand  Longpre,  M.D.,  George  Ravenelle,  M.D.,  as  Assistant  Physicians.

SUPERINTENDENT'S   REPORT 

To  the  Trustees  of  the  Taunton  State  Hospital;  ' 

I  respectfully  submit  the  seventy-first  annual  report  for  year  ending  November 
30,  1924. 

The  Statistical  tables  cover  the  period  included  between  October  1,  1923,  and 
September  30,  1924. 

Movement  of  Population 

On  October  1,  1924,  patients  in  the  hospital  and  family  care  numbered  1428,  — 
688  men  and  740  women,  —  an  increase  of  13  patients  over  the  corresponding 
date  of  previous  year.  There  are  108  men  and  105  women  on  visit  and  escape. 
During  the  year  there  were  admitted,  by  first  admission  188;  by  readmission  84;  by 
transfer  from  other  institutions  5;  making  a  total  received  of  422.  There  have 
been  discharged  during  the  year  385  as  follows:  as  recovered  27,  as  improved  112; 
as  not  improved  45;  as  not  insane  20;  transfers  to  other  institutions  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Department  of  Mental  Diseases  22;  by  death  159.  The  total 
number  under  treatment  during  the  year  was  2,027,  —  1016  men  and  1011  women. 
The  daily  average  number  of  all  patients  actually  in  institution  during  the  year 
was  1400.  1922,  —  678.1153  men  and  722.0769  women.  In  family  care  we  now 
have  13  patients,  2  men  and  11  women. 

In  the  past  year  it  has  been  increasingly  obvious  that  a  difficulty  in  finding  and 
classifying  properly  a  group  of  patients  to  be  boarded  out  is  becoming  more  and 
more  marked.  I  question  the  advisability  of  having  boarding  out  patients  except 
in  rare  instances,  inasmuch  as  this  hospital  is  so  situated  and  so  constructed  that 
it  has  two  dependent  colonies  where  only  such  patients  as  can  be  allowed  full 
parole  can  be  cared  for.  One  of  these  colonies  is  for  men  and  one  for  women  and 
the  facilities  for  caring  for  such  patients  is  sufficiently  large  so  that  it  is  even  now 
difficult  to  find  the  type  of  patient  which  can  be  properly  classified  in  such  colonies. 
It  is  only  from  this  group  that  we  would  select  boarded  out  patients.  It  seems 
to  me  much  better  to  care  for  them  at  the  Colonies  than  boarded  out,  especially 
when  we  consider  the  expense  attached  to  the  travel  and  transportation  not  only 
for  placing  such  patients  but  for  their  visitations  afterwards,  and  in  case  of  illness 
or  difficulty  their  removal  from  place  of  boarding  out  and  return  to  the  hospital, 
and  in  cases  of  acute  illness  the  necessity  of  requiring  the  care  of  some  local 
physician  especially  in  the  winter  season  when  travelling  is  such  that  we  cannot 
reach  or  care  for  them  by  our  own  physicians.  I  am  firmly  convinced  that  any 
money  that  can  be  apparently  saved  as  a  bookkeeping  entry  if  considered  prac- 
tically would  have  no  argument  in  favor  of  boarding  out,  and  it  is  my  intention 
in  the  coming  year  to  have  less  instead  of  more  boarded  out  patients. 

Medical  Administration 
In  the  past  year  we  have  constantly  had  Staff  Conferences  each  morning  at 
which  Conferences,  problems  concerning  patients  are  settled,  the  Superintendent 
presiding  at  these  meetings.  The  purposes  of  the  Conference  is  to  cover  the 
following  points:  All  new  patients  admitted  are  presented  for  diagnosis  and 
disposition  from  the  various  forms  of  commitment  on  admission  to  the  hospital. 
The  various  physicians  of  the  Staff  present  their  cases  from  the  various  services 
for  consideration  of  treatment,  trial  visit  or  discharge  whenever  a  patient  presents 
such  symptomatology  that  disposition  can  be  considered.  Conferences  are  also 
used  on  an  average  of  once  a  month  for  the  presentation  of  some  special  medical 
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question  of  interest  to  us  as  a  problem  that  concerns  psychiatry  or  general  medicine. 
An  occasional  Staff  meeting  is  also  devoted  to  Social  Service  problems.  Staff 
Conferences  have  been  greatly  enhanced  in  the  past  year  by  the  advantage  obtained 
from  a  completely  functioning  laboratory  with  pathologist  in  charge,  so  that  cases 
presented  can  be  considered  with  full  physical  and  laboratory  findings  as  well  as 
mental  examination.  A  properly  functioning  x-ray  laboratory  with  additional 
room  for  a  developing  of  x-ray  and  photographic  plates  has  also  added  a  stimulus 
to  scientific  work  together  with  the  fact  that  equipment  has  been  provided  for 
work  in  blood  chemistry  and  metabolism.  Cases  are  now  coming  to  Conference 
with  clinical  and  laborator}'  findings  very  completely  elaborated  in  the  case  record. 
The  case  record  also  includes  a  photograph  of  each  patient  for  purposes  of  iden- 
tification and  comparison  at  a  later  date.  The  Staff  has  apparently  accepted  the 
stimulus  of  advantage  obtained  by  such  facilities  and  our  Conferences  have  had  an 
increasing  interest  from  a  scientific  as  well  as  utilitarian  point  of  view,  and  the 
disposition  of  cases  for  discharge  or  trial  visit  has  been  increased. 

Report  of  Pathological  Laboratory 

Urinalyses  937,  spinal  fluids  192,  white  blood  counts  23,  complete  blood  counts 
104,  smears  93,  cultures  64,  sputa  62,  feces  12,  autopsies  performed  48. 

During  this  present  fiscal  year  certain  accomplishments  merit  mention.  With 
the  exception  of  a  very  few  patients  incapacitated  by  physical  or  mental  infirmity, 
all  patients  have  been  photographed  and  their  photographs  entered  as  a  part  of 
their  hospital  record. 

Spinal  fluid  examinations  have  been  made  more  complete  by  the  incorporation 
as  routine  measures  of  two  tests,  definitely  of  diagnostic  value  in  certain  cases. 
These  tests  are  (a)  The  Acetic  Anhydride  Sulphuric  Acid  Test  and  (6)  The  Mastic 
Test. 

An  apparatus  for  the  determination  of  the  Basal  Metabolic  rate  has  been  insti- 
tuted, and  the  metabolism  determinations  are  now  being  made  in  all  cases  presented 
by  the  clinical  services. 

During  the  year  a  method  was  instituted  in  the  Operating  Room  whereby  all 
cases  with  findings  indicative  of  syphilis  received  treatment.  The  arsphenamine 
used  was  changed  to  sulpharsphenamine,  this  being  administered  intravenously, 
intramuscularly  and  subcutaneously.  The  figures  recorded  in  the  table  below 
indicate  the  activity  of  the  Venereal  Clinic  together  with  some  interesting  results 
from  the  point  of  view  of  ihe  serological  changes  produced. 

In  April,  1924,  a  group  of  luetic  patients  was  chosen  at  random  and  each  treated 
with  sulpharsphenamine.  Their  serology  was  determined  at  the  onset  and  again 
late  in  November  of  this  year.  The  entire  group  remains  under  treatment  at 
present.  The  findings  are  of  interest  in  that  in  approximately  50%  of  the  cases 
was  a  change  produced  in  the  blood  Wassermann;  in  20  cases  a  positive  was  reduced 
to  a  negative  or  a  doubtful  reaction,  while  in  only  2  cases  was  a  negative  blood 
changed  to  a  positive.     The  following  table  refers  to  blood  Wassermann  reactions : 

1.  Cases  negative  in  April  —  still  negative  9 

2.  Cases  positive  in  April  —  still  positive  16 

3.  Cases  positive  in  April  —  now  negative  16 

4.  Cases  negative  in  April  —  now  positive  2

The  addition  of  x-ray  to  our  fist  of  procedures  has  been  of  decided  advantage  to 
both  medical  and  dental  services.     Both  services  utilized  this  opportunity  freely. 

The  deaths  during  the  fiscal  year  numbered  158,  of  which  90  were  male  and  68 
female.  There  were  48  autopsies.  The  following  table  gives  number  of  deaths, 
autopsies  and  percentage  autopsies.

These  figures  show  an  increase  in  autopsy  percentage  over  that  of  the  few  pre- 
ceding years,  even  though  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  in  November,  1923,  there 
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were  53  autopsies  as  compared  to  48  this  year,  for  these  were  based  on  figures 
representing  23  more  deaths  than  in  a  corresponding  period  of  time  ending  in 
November,  1924. 

In  general,  the  services  of  the  laboratory  have  been  utilized  to  a  greater  extent 
than  during  the  previous  year,  as  indicated  by  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
operations  carried  out.

Conclusion 

1.  Considering  the  report  of  1923  as  covering  a  period  of  time  equal  to  that  in 
1924,  we  find  an  increase  in  the  cases  seen  in  New  Bedford  and  at  the  hospital 
and  a  decrease  in  those  seen  in  Fall  River. 

2.  Disregarding  ex-hospital  cases,  one  finds  that  there  were  129  community  cases 
seen  in  1924  as  compared  to  118  in  1923. 

3.  The  total  visits  in  all  clinics  during  the  year  exceeded  those  of  the  preceding 
year  by  162. 

4.  In  New  Bedford  alone,  the  visits  of  this  year  exceeded  those  of  last  year  by 
164. 

5.  During  the  year,  the  clinic,  augmented  in  its  personnel  by  the  different 
hospital  staff  members  in  rotation,  has,  we  feel  certain,  continued  to  maintain  its 
firm  contact  with  the  community,  no  greater  evidence  of  which  is  necessary  than 
the  figures  recorded  above.

The  above  figures  represent  work  in  four  towns :  that  is,  all  of  those  towns  from 
which  a  request  to  examine  children  was  received. 
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As  47  towns  are  in  this  hospital  district,  but  %}/%%  of  the  authorities  made 
requests  for  examination. 

By  letter  the  authorities  in  all  towns  were  informed  about  the  project.  In  3 
towns  by  letter  and  by  personal  interview.  Those  in  3  other  towns  were  especially 
informed  about  the  project.  None  of  these  availed  themselves  of  the  services  of 
the  hospital  clinic,  emphasizing  the  necessity  for  the  Department  of  Education  to 
encourage  the  work  if  further  work  is  to  be  done. 

X-Ray  Work      - 

There  has  been  done  in  the  past  six  months  since  the  x-ray  room  has  been  in 
operation  the  following  number  of  operations:  Medical  Operations:  Male,  72; 
Female,  40;  Total,  112.    Dental:   Male,  305;  Female,  122;  Total,  427. 

Operating  Room 

In  the  operating  room  we  have  a  very  inadequate  outfit  for  the  care  of  such 
surgical  cases  as  may  occur  in  an  approximate  population  of  2,000  persons.  We 
have  added  to  this  equipment  in  the  past  year  a  fairly  satisfactory  set  of  instruments 
that  we  may  do  any  laparotomy  or  ordinary  surgical  procedures.  We  have  also 
purchased  a  gas  oxygen  machine.  Our  methods  of  sterilization  are  very  inadequate. 
The  quarters  are  very  cramped  and  light  is  very  poor.  In  the  coming  year  I  hope 
to  alter  these  quarters  to  make  some  improvement  but  until  construction  is  made 
either  in  the  form  of  new  building  or  additions  are  made  to  the  present  building, 
a  really  adequate  and  suitable  operating  room  cannot  be  provided.  The  larger 
part  of  our  work  in  the  operating  room  is  in  the  nature  of  dressings  and  the  admin- 
istration of  arsenical  preparations  to  our  specific  cases  of  which  there  have  been 
the  following  treated:

Hydrotherapy 

The  new  entrances  to  the  hydrotherapeutic  rooms  have  been  completed  and 
having  been  able  in  the  last  year  to  complete  the  building  of  cabinet  baths,  elec- 
trically heated,  this  added  armament  to  the  treatment  of  mental  diseases  by 
hydrotherapy  has  been  greatly  improved.  Because  of  inaccessibility  of  entrances 
previous  to  construction  of  new  ones  the  hydrotherapeutic  work  was  practically 
nil  but  at  the  present  time  a  considerable  use  is  being  made  of  this  department  as 
indicated  in  figures  listed  below,  and  we  hope  to  have  an  increase  in  this  treatment 
next  year.

Social  Service 

Because  the  question  arises  frequently  as  to  the  purely  economic  value  of  a 
social  service  department  in  a  mental  hospital,  statistics,  this  year,  were  compiled 
to  show  the  amount  of  money  saved  the  hospital  through  the  special  activities  of 
the  social  service  department.  In  addition  to  the  routine  work  of  taking  histories 
from  relatives  who  cannot  come  to  the  hospital,  conducting  investigations  which 
aid  in  the  making  of  correct  diagnoses,  and  visiting  the  patient  on  trial  from  the 
hospital,  all  of  which  increases  the  general  efficiency  of  the  hospital  and  makes 
existence  a  little  more  comfortable  for  many  patients,  there  are  certain  duties 
performed  by  the  social  service  workers  which  could  not  be  done  as  efficiently  by 
any  other  department  in  the  hospital  and  which  do  reduce  the  annual  expense 
account. 

For  instance,  relatives  apply  for  the  discharge  of  a  patient.  The  patient  is  not 
well  or  only  slightly  improved.  Unless  home  conditions  are  especially  favorable, 
the  physicians  do  not  feel  that  it  is  advisable  to  send  the  patient  away  from  hospital 
care.  Social  workers  can  go  into  the  community  to  see  the  home  conditions,  to 
advise  changes,  to  smooth  over  difficulties,  and  to  make  arrangements  which 
enable  the  patient  to  leave  several  months  earlier  than  he  could  otherwise.  During 
this  last  year,  fourteen  patients  were  released  under  the  above  mentioned  con- 
ditions. By  counting  the  per  capita  cost  of  hospital  maintenance  as  one  dollar  a 
day,  it  is  estimated  that  this  dismissal  saved  the  hospital  about  $2,000.00. 

In  several  other  cases,  where  there  had  been  no  request  for  discharge,  the  hospital 
authorities  decided  that  the  patients  were  well  enough  to  leave.  The  social  service 
department  then  got  into  communication  with  relatives,  who  either  had  lost  interest 
in  the  patient  or  thought  because  he  had  been  in  the  hospital  a  long  time  that  he 
would  always  need  institutional  care,  and  made  arrangements  for  them  to  care 
for  the  patients  in  their  homes.  If  there  were  no  relatives,  the  social  workers 
found  homes  and  places  of  employment.     Over  $3,000.00  was  saved  in  this  way. 

Patients  on  trial  would  frequently  have  to  return  to  the  hospital  if  there  were 
no  social  workers  to  .visit  them,  to  interpret  their  difficulties  to  their  f amilies,  and 
to  act  as  safety  valves  for  their  pent  up  feelings.  By  counting  only  those  where 
it  is  known  definitely  that  the  possibilities  of  social  service  supervision  caused  the 
relatives  to  delay  return,  it  was  found  that  $6,000.00  was  saved. 

In  two  other  cases,  the  patients  were  discharged  as  "not  insane"  becouse  the 
outside  investigation  showed  that  they  had  foundation  for  their  apparently  paranoid 
ideas. 
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As  the  total  amount  saved  is  considerably  more  than  the  expenses  and  salaries 
of  the  department,  it  does  seem  as  though  social  service  is  of  economic  value. 

The  above  statements  are  made  on  the  basis  of  a  purely  financial  point  of  view. 
The  humanitarian  and  routine  advantage  of  Social  Service  is  not  here  considered, 
and  the  above  is  not  written  in  defense  for  the  existence  of  Social  Service  but  to 
bring  out  the  point  that  there  is  financial  advantage  as  well  as  humanitarian  use- 
fulness in  a  hospital  of  this  kind  for  an  increase  in  Social  Service  work  in  the  near 
future,  as  well  as  reason  for  requesting,  upon  the  basis  of  increase  of  population, 
an  additional  Social  Service  worker  to  the  Staff.

An  arrangement  has  been  made  in  the  past  year  through  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools,  with  the  approval  of  the  School  Committee  of  the  City  of  Taunton,  who 
have  very  graciously  co-operated,  providing  a  course  in  the  night  high  school,  giving 
upon  completion  of  such  course  a  certificate  of  the  first  year  of  high  school  work. 
According  to  a  law  recently  passed  it  is  necessary  that  a  nurse  present  with  her 
diploma  of  graduation,  a  certificate  indicating  that  she  has  had  one  year  of  high 
school  training  or  its  equivalent.  There  are  many  pupils  available  for  training  as 
nurses  who  have  not  had  this  preliminary  education  and  we  feel  very  grateful  to 
the  Taunton  School  Authorities  for  their  co-operation  in  providing  such  facilities 
and  a  goodly  number  of  our  attendants  have  availed  themselves  of  this  privilege 
and  are  taking  this  course  at  the  present  time  which  will  enable  them  to  qualify  as 
graduate  and  registered  nurses.

Farm  and  Greenhouse 

During  the  past  year  the  work  on  the  farm  has  been  carried  on  very  successful^ 
by  Mr.  Fred  Gullon,  head  farmer.  During  the  year  we  have  maintained  a  herd 
of  cattle  free  from  tuberculosis  and  have  purchased  additional  stock  for  increasing 
our  milk  production.  A  new  boiler  has  been  installed  for  pasteurizing  purposes 
and  within  a  reasonable  time  we  hope  to  have  sufficient  home  milk  supply  from 
farm  so  that  there  will  not  have  to  be  any  outside  purchase  of  milk.  Our  crops 
have  done  reasonably  well,  although  certain  items  were  affected  by  the  severe 
drought  in  July  and  August.  Our  poultry  plant  has  been  increased  and  has  been 
profitable  so  far,  and  it  is  hoped  that  an  additional  increase  will  be  made  to  the 
plant  in  the  coming  year. 

From  our  greenhouse  there  has  been  produced  an  increasing  amount  of  potted 
plants  and  flowers  for  distribution  on  wards.  Much  satisfaction  is  expressed  by 
patients  as  well  as  visitors  to  our  wards  in  appreciation  of  the  appearance  of  halls 
because  of  this  added  attractiveness. 

Occupational  Therapy  Department 
In  our  occupational  department  we  have  increased  our  facilities  to  some  extent 
and  are  working  on  plans  for  its  further  extension.  We  have  already,  through  this 
department,  increased  the  property  of  our  wards  with  such  products  as  are  of 
advantage  for  purposes  of  decoration  and  utility.  The  department  has  a  quota  of 
three  women  rated  as  occupational  therapists  and  they  are  assisted  by  several 
ward  etaployees.  We  are  maintaining  a  regular  course  for  both  men  and  women 
in  the  industrial  building,  also  conducting  classes  upon  the  wards.  These  classes 
have  increased  and  a  great  percentage  of  patients  who  are  disturbed  or  indifferent 
will  be  provided  with  occupation  for  its  therapeutic  value  and  the  advantage  of 
this  has  already  been  made  apparent  in  the  improvement  of  this  group  of  patients 
as  to  their  mental  and  physical  welfare.  In  many  instances  I  am  certain  that  we 
have  been  able  through  this  Department  to  shorten  the  duration  of  hospital  res- 
idences of  many  patients  and  also  in  many  cases  improved  their  mental  status  to 
a  point  where  they  have  been  able  to  take  up  industrial  work  in  the  hospital  that 
is  purely  utilitarian  rather  than  therapeutic,  even  though  their  condition  does  not 
warrant  their  leaving  hospital  care. 

Industrial  Department 

In  our  industrial  departments  there  has  been  accomplished  a  very  satisfactory 

amount  of  work,  particularly  in  that  part  of  the  shops  which  covers  the  manufacture 

of  mattresses,  brooms,  brushes  and  metal  articles.     Our  shoe  shop  has  produced 

all  the  shoes  necessary  for  wear  by  our  male  patients  and  a  large  percentage  of 
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shoes  worn  by  our  women.  In  our  tailor  shop  there  has  been  a  new  stimulus,  in 
addition  to  the  rug  weaving  and  ordinary  repair  of  clothing  there  has  been  a  con- 
siderable manufacture  of  men's  suitings.  In  our  sewing  room  there  has  been  a 
greatly  increased  production  of  bed  linen  and  ward  supplies,  and  there  has  been 
made  also  suitable  dresses  as  well  as  underclothing  for  the  women.  A  large  and 
much  complimented  exhibit  of  our  products  was  on  display  at  Brockton  Fair. 

Entertainments 
We  have  been  able  to  hold  regularly  our  dances  each  week,  also  moving  pictures, 
and  have  been  able  to  procure  a  very  satisfactory  type  of  picture  which  apparently 
is  very  pleasing  to  the  patients.  On  holidays  and  at  various  other  times  we  have 
provided  special  entertainments,  especially  in  the  summer  when  we  have  been 
able  to  have  ball  games  and  other  outdoor  affairs.  At  one  of  these  entertainments 
on  the  Fourth  of- July,  1,184  of  our  patients  participated,  being  out  of  doors  for 
the  greater  part  of  the  day,  and  a  very  satisfactory  picnic  lunch  was  provided  for 
every  one.  The  various  organizations  have  also  provided  entertainments  for  our 
soldier  patients  as  well  as  the  regular  inmates  of  the  hospital. 

Religious  Services 
Religious  services  have  been  conducted  regularly  each  week  by  the  Protestant, 
Hebrew  and  Catholic  clergymen.  We  are  particularly  grateful  to  these  clergymen 
for  their  services  in  cases  of  serious  illness,  their  co-operation  in  answering  our  calls, 
and  their  attendance  and  visitation  to  our  patients.  I  wish  to  express  my  appre- 
ciation to  all  the  clergy"  who  have  been  so  considerate  and  whom  I  know 'at  times 
have  attended  to  our  needs  at  a  great  sacrifice. 

Employees 

In  the  past  year  our  employees  have  formed  an  association  and  by  means  of 
committee  have  established  a  post-exchange.  They  have  had  at  regular  intervals, 
entertainments  and  gatherings  for  their  own  benefit  and  have  most  satisfactorily 
participated  in  the  entertainments  and  affairs  for  amusement  that  have  been 
conducted  for  the  benefit  of  patients.  The  principle  involved  in  their  maintenance 
of  the  post-exchange  is  that,  First,  There  may  be  provided  for  employees  a  con- 
venience for  obtaining  candy,  tobacco  and  small  articles  without  the  necessity  of 
leaving  hospital  grounds ;  Secondly,  That  there  may  be  an  income  from  the  sale  of 
such  articles  to  be  used  for  the  benefit  of  the  Association  and  plans  are  made  and 
well  on  their  way  toward  execution  for  provision  of  quarters  suitable  for  their  own 
gatherings. 

It  may  be  of  considerable  interest  to  you  to  study  the  statistical  facts  as  to 
employment  in  the  various  services  of  the  hospital  as  indicated  in  the  table  below. 
It  is  obvious  that  there  is  a  tremendous  turnover  in  the  employment  of  personnel 
for  such  an  institution  as  this.  By  far  the  greatest  turnover  is  in  the  ward  service. 
I  respectfully  submit  these  figures  for  3^our  study  and  consideration  and  if  there  is 
any  solution  to  this  problem  I  am  anxious  for  assistance,  and  I  assure  you  it  involves 
much  more  than  is  apparent  on  the  surface.

Construction  of  salvage  shed,  and  yard  surrounded  by  riot  fence  and  gate. 
Sheathing  in  cow  barn,  brick  cottage  for  patients.  Kenney  House,  and  root  cellar 
shingled  with  asphalt  shingles.  Hay  barn  and  carriage  shed  completed.  Brick 
barn  has  had  repairs  to  roof,  walls  and  eaves.  The  roof  of  main  hospital  building 
has  been  reslated.  The  paint  shop  has  been  tinned  for  fire  protection.  Terrazzo 
floors  installed  in  lavatories  of  Nurses  Home  and  plumbing  renovated.  New 
entrances  to  the  hydrotherapeutic  rooms  have  been  constructed.  Electric  trans- 
mission line  to  these  rooms  was  reconstructed.  Bathroom  built  for  officers';  quar- 
ters. Service  building  at  Borden  Colony  has  had  a  cement  basement  with  toilet 
facilities  for  patients'  convenience  installed,  making  a  place  for  their  convening 
before  and  after  meals.  The  congregated  dining  rooms  have  been  screened).  Fire 
escapes  have  been  added  to  the  rear  of  main  building  and  fire  escape  repaired  on 
Industrial  Building.  Outside  trimmings  of  the  main  buildings  and  guards  have 
been  painted.  Under  repairs  ordinary,  several  wards  have  been  entirely  renovated, 
lavatories  of  male  side  have  had  terrazzo  floors  laid  and  plumbing  modernized 
with  installation  of  flush  valves,  and  three  wards  on  female  wings  similarly  treated. 
Outside  street  lights  were  installed  over  doorways.  Cement  sidewalks  added  to 
rear  of  main  building  and  from  Male  Home  to  Male  Infirmary.  Garage  has  had 
tool  room  and  equipment  added,  and  repair  cost  on  cars  has  been  reduced  50%. 
A  grain  room  has  been  made  from  an  abandoned  farm  building.  This  room  is 
vermin  proof  and  has  a  capacity  of  five  carloads.  An  additional  dining  room  has 
been  made  in  rear  centre  by  utilizing  space  previously  used  as  a  passageway.  A 
call  bell  system  has  been  installed  throughout  wards  and  rear  centre,  operated  from 
switchboard  in  the  main  office.     On  grounds  6,000  trees  were  planted. 

During  the  past  year  four  boilers  have  been  reset,  six  hand  stokers  installed 
with  draft  gauges  and  CO->  recorders  installed  in  boiler  plant.  Deolizer  and  fittings 
have  also  been  installed  and  connected.  Piping  throughout  the  boiler  plant  and 
much  of  the  basement  has  been  recovered.  Installation  of  return  traps  for  steam 
to  infirmary  and  garage  where  steam  formerly  went  to  waste.  Installed  reduction 
valves  on  main  steam  arteries,  resulting  in  a  saving  of  steam  and  water.  Additional 
water  supply  to  infirmary  and  industrial  building  from  city  main  has  been  connected 
to  increase  pressure  and  install  stand  pipes  for  fire  protection. 

In  the  laundry  there  has  been  added  a  tumbler  dryer,  metal  dryer  and  long  press. 
There  has  also  been  inaugurated  an  exchange  system  for  ward  bedding  and  linens. 
The  laundry  quota  of  employees  has  been  reduced  from  18  to  12  with  increased 
production  of  work,  and  employees'  laundry  is  done  on  a  slip  system  that  is  equal 
to  the  service  of  a  commercial  plant.
